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The  Life  and  Amorous  Ad-

HE  Caflom  of  former  Ages  to 
grieve  and  lament  at  the  Birth  of 
their  Children,  and  to  rejoice 
and  make  Feftivals  at  their  Bu- 
rials, is  not  fo  muchrto  be  won-- 
dered  at,  when  we  reiiled  upon  the  ftirpriz- 
ingVarieties  of  Fortune,  and  the  Inconftancy 
of  that  fickle  Goddefs :  and  altho  Riches 
and  Titles  feem,  in  the  Opinion  of  the  Vul- 
gar, to  have  plac'd  its  Pofl'eflbrs  farther 
from  the  reach  of  her  difafters,  flie  often 
frowns  upon  thefe,  and  we  have  many  pre- 
cedents of  Life  to  convince  us,  that  fhe  fome- 
times  makes  it  her  Paftime  to  humble  the 
moft  haughty,  rich,  and  afj^iring,  from  the 
Pofleflions  they  imagined  to  enjoy  with  fe- 
curity,  into  the  moll:  abjed  and  conteinnM 
Condition.  Examples  of  this  kind  are  fo 
A  3  frequent. 
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frequent^  that  there  will  be  no  occafion  to 
mention  them  in  this  Treatife  :  Thofe  which 
have  happened  to  me  in  the  middle  State  of 
Life  which  I  have  pafs'd^  will  be  fufficient 
to  fhew  the  uncertainty  of  her  Favours,  or 
the  little  Occafion  my  Parents  had  to  rejoice 
at  my  coming  into  the  World.    I  was  born 
in  the  famous  City  of  London^  my  Father  was 
the  younger  Brother  of  an  antient  Family 
long  fettled  in  the  North  of  England^  well 
cfteem'd,   and  PoflefTors  of  a  good  Eftate, 
which    they    hofpitably    liv^d   upon.      My 
Grandmother   came  out  of   the  Wefl  well 
born,  whom  my  Grandfather  marry'd  more 
for  Love  than  Riches  :  this  reciprocal  liking 
produced  a  numerous  IfTue,  and  their  being 
many  of  them  Sons,  fome  were  fent  to  the 
Army,  fome  to  Court ;  and  it  was  the  Fate 
of  my  Feather  to  be  fent  to   this  City,  and 
bound  Prentice  to  an  eminent  Merchant.  He 
was  very  diligent  and  well  beloved,    and 
foon  after  the  time  of  his  Apprenticefhip  was 
expired,  marry 'd  a  Citizen's  Daughter  with 
a  good  Fortune,    and  quickly  encreafed   his 
Riches  confiderably.     They  had  no  other 
Child  but  me,  and  great  Joy  there  was  at  my 
Birth,  after  they  had  been  marryM  fix  Years 
and  almod:  defpaired  of  Children.     Whether 
there  wasfuch  occafion  for  their  Joy,  the  Se- 
quel will  fliew.    They  gave  me  the  befl  Edu- 
ducation  ;  Mafters  of  all  forts  came  to  teach 
me  to  read,  write,  dance,  and  all  the  Sorts 
of  Needle-Work  then  in  fifhion  amongfl  the 

young 
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young  Ladies:  I  delighted  mofl  in  I'eading 
PiaysandLove-Stories,  and  nothing  troubled: 
me  (o  much  as  where  I  found  a  young  Lady 
forc'd  by  her  Relations  to  marry  fome  old 
rich  Dotard,  when  her  Heart  was  already 
engaged  in  favour  of  one  more  fuitable  in 
Years;  This  gave  me  an  inexpreiTible  Grief, 
and  I  could  never  perfuade  my  felf  that 
Wealth  was  of  the  leaft  Coniideration,  where 
there  was  a  difagreement  in  liking.  I  was 
wonderfully  pleafed  that  my  Mother  had 
happened  to  have  given  me  the  Name  of 
Lucinda;  it  founded  in  my  thoughts  Poetick 
and  Romantick,  and  would  much  better  be- 
come a  Song  than  Joan  or  Dorothy.  Whether 
it  was  given  me  as  a  Pref.ige  of  my  future 
Intrigues  I  know  not,  but  it  cofl:  my  Mother 
no  little  Trouble  to  have  me  fo  chriftned, 
and  by  it  I  loft  the  Favour  of  an  Aunt,  who 
^tis  fuppos'd  would  have  left  me  all  fhe  was 
worth,  had  my  Mother«  confented  to  have 
named  me  Dorothy  after  my  Aunt's  Name. 
Alas !  I  was  fo  foolifh  that  I  lamented  not 
for  this,  and  I  would  not  for  twice  the  For- 
tune have  been  called  by  fo  vulgar  a  Name. 
With  fuch  fooliOi  TriHes  are  young  People 
delighted! 

Over  againft  our  Houfe  there  lived  a  rich 
Merchant,  who  had  two  Daughters  that 
w^erefrequently  my  Play-fellows-,  and  a  Son 
whom  they  calfd  Charles ^  who  was  about 
two  Years  older  than  I,  and  being  often  at 
the  Houfe  taplay  with  his  Siftei's,  he  us'd  to-^ 
A  4  be; 
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%e  one  ;  and  I  began  to  think  our  Paftimc 
imperfed  when  he  was  not  of  the  Party. 
He  alfo,  as  they  obrerv'd,  was  more  over  joy 'd 
and  pleas'd  when  I  was  there.  Thus  our 
tender  Inch'nations  began,  and  he  now  ap- 
peared (o  dedrous  to  oblige  and  divert  me, 
that  his  Adions  gave  my  Father  and  Mother 
no  little  Satisfadion.  Our  reciprocal  Affec- 
tions increafed  with  our  Years,  and  I  began 
now  to  be  fenfible  of  no  other  Pleafurebut 
•what  his  Converfation  afforded  ;  fo  foon  had 
Love  rooted  it  felf  ia  my  tender  Heart. 
When  I  was  near  eighteen^  my  Father's 
Hoiife  was  continually  RlVd  with  the  Young 
and  Haiidfome,  as  well  as  the  Old  and  Rich, 
■who  came  to  court  me ;  but  I  found  not 
any,  in  my  Opinion,  to  compare  to  Charles y 
"who  entirely  poiTefied  my  Heart.  He  alone 
was  the  Object  of  all  my  Wiihes  and  DQCir^Sy 
and  the  only  Perfon  that  could  make  me  per- 
fedly  happy.  Some  officious  Perfon  had  ac- 
quainted my  Mother,  that  the  Familiarity 
that  us^'d  to  pafs  betwixt  us,  was  no  longer 
decent ;  and  that  it  was  dangerous  to  my 
Reputation  to  be  fo  often  alone  with  a  young 
Man,  now  w^e  were  advanced  in  Years. 
Thus  our  frequent  meeting  as  ufual  began 
to  be  denied,  and  I  w^as  in  great  apprehen- 
fion  would  be  in  a  little  time  quite  forbid- 
den :  at  the  IntercelTion  of  my  dear  Charles,

This  happy  Interview  continued  for  fome 
time,  and  our  Inclinations  encrealing,  I  be- 
gan to  think  of  what  Confequence  fuch  a 
midnight  Intrigue  might  prove,  and  how  in- 
jurious to  my  Honour,  tho  I  was  ever  fo  in- 
nocent, it  would  appear.     He  who  had  no^ 
defign  in  his  Heart  capable  of  doing  me  any;^ 
Injury  for  his  own  fatisfaclion,  follicited  me  :- 
for  both  our  Securities,  to  interchange  Pro-  - 
m ifes  of  Marriage:    and  to   make  11  more  <" 
eflential,  I  was  obh'ged  to  make  ufe  of  my 
Servant-Maid  as  a  Confident,  where  in  her 
Prefence  we  vow'd  to  love  each  other  per- 
petually, and  that  no  Force  or  change  of  For- 
tune fliould  be  capable  of  hind  ring  us  from 
folemnizing  our  Marriage  at  the  iirft  fuitabl©  : 
Opportunity. 

Notwithflanding  this,  I  was  obliged  to  - 
fufter    the  difagreeable    Vidts  of  Roderieh  - 
who  was  very  rich,  and  about  forty  Years  -s 
of  Age;  and  tho  he  was  accounted  to  have 
Wit,  his  Converfation  gave  me  no  Satisfac- 
tion, and  I  thought  nothing  could  be -well 
faid,  that  came  not  from  my  Beloved  Charles, 
I  endeavoured  by  my  Actions,'  to  flhew  him  - 
that  my  Heart  was  already  engaged,-   that 
he  was  labouring  \n  vain,  for  what  \X.  was 
impoffible  for  him  to  obtain:  but  notwith- 
ftanding  all  my  fair  dealing,  he  was  indefa- 
tigable in  the  perfuit,   and  I  found  my  felf 
K%  ob-Iigea  : 
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to  receive  him.  My  Parents  v/ere  fo  blind- 
ed with  his  Riches,  that  their  Doors  were 
always  open  to  him,  (hewing  their  defign^ 
Son-in-Law  the  greateft  Refped  and  Civi- 
lity imaginable. 

This  was  often  the  melancholy  Subject  of 
our  midnight  Meetings,    and  Charles  was 
grov  n    almoft  inconfolable,    left   in    obe- 
dience to  my  Relations  I  fhould  be  obliged 
to  confent  to  marry  Roderick :  indeed  there 
was  fome  occafion,  for  not  long  after  this,, 
my  Mother  propofed  it  to  me  with  fevere 
Injiin(flions  of  Obedience  to  her  Commands..

She  told  me,  it 
was  fomuch  to  the  Advantage  of  our  Family, 
that  a  Delay  was  dangerous,  and  that  ft 

/     was 
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was  the  greateft  Folly  not  to  give  an  imme- 
diate Confent.  I  had  no  Argument  of  any 
Confequence  to  oppofe  her  prudent  Refo- 
lutions :  being  therefore  almoll  in  defpair,  I 
fell  upon  my  Knees,  and  befought  her  with 
Tears  in  my  Eyes,  that  file  would  grant  me 
but  eight  Days  to  give  my  Refolution,  which.^ 
with  much  importunity  fhe  confented  to. 
This  I  thought  would  afford  me  an  oppor- 
tunity of  confulting  my  dear  Charles  about 
this  important  Affair :  I  longed  for  the  Even- 
ting, he  came  as  ufual  to  fee  me^  when  I  ac- 
quainted him  with  the  difmal  News,  and/ 
that  I  had  but  eight  Days  allowed  me  to 
frame  my  Refolution  of  marrying  Roderkk.^ 
This  threw  him  into  the  utmoft  defpair  ;  he: 
was  fo  affoniihed^  that  for  a  quarter  of  aoi 
Hour  he  was  not  able  to  utter  one  fingle  . 
Syllable,  till  at  length  breaking  forth  in  the 
greateft  Lamentations,  and  deepeft  Com- 
plaints ,•  *  So  then,  my  dear  Luanda,  fays  hcy 
after  all  the  Vows  and  folemn  Proteftations 
you  have  made  me,  never  to  have  fo  muck 
as  a  kind  Thought  for  any  other,  you  are 
going  to  dii^ofe  of  what  of  right  belongs 
only  tome,  in  favour  of  a  Parents  Choice  ; 
What  will  be  the  return,  think  you,  of  fuca 
Inconftancy  and  broken  Faith?  The  very 
apprehenfion  of  it  almofl  deprives  me  of 
Life,  and  I  had  rather  die  ten  thoufand 
Deaths,  than  fee  the  only  Happinefs  1 
wifh  for  or  defire,  in  the  Arms  -and  Poffef- 
fion  of  any  other  Perfon.    How  can  I  en»- 

*  diir&- 
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dure    fuch    tormenting    News  ?    But   I 

vow'  —  and  thus  he  was  going  on,  when 

interrupted  him  by  faying, '  How  is  it  pof- 

fible,  rny  deareil  Life,  that  you  are  capable 

of  thinking  me  guilty  of  fo  mueh  Perjury  ? 

My  Condud  towards  you  ought  to  have 

inkked  you  with  kinder  Thoughts;  I  de- 

ferve  not  this  injurious  Treatment.    Had 

it  been  my  Intentions  to  enter  into  any 

other  engagement,  I  Iliould  fcarcely  have 

made   you  a  Confident  of  it  ,-    No,    no 

Temptation  can  ever  make  me  leave  you, 

and  the  Reafon  I  communicated  this  to 

you,  was  that  we  might  confult  together 

to  avoid  this  difagreeable  Defign.'     He 

recovered  his  Temper  at  this  Difcourfe  ;  he 

fell  en  his  Knees  before  me,    imprinted   a 

thoufanj    warm  Kilfes  on  my  Hands,  and 

returned    me   ■^^ith   great    Joy    a    thoufand 

Thanks  for  the  welcome  AfTurances  I  had 

given  him.     The  only  means  that  we  could 

think  cf  to  remedy  this  Accident,  was,  that 

I  (bould  fly  away  with  him.     We  wxre  fome. 

time  confjking  the  fecureft  way  to  effed  it, 

and  at  lafc  we  agreed,  that  he  fliould  exped 

me  in  a  Ba'ge  provided  for  that  purpofe,  at 

the  firft  Stairs  below  the  Bridge ;  where  I 

was  to  come  at  the  time  appointed;   and 

which  was  to  carry  us  to  fome  other  place 

where  we  were  to  remain  in  fecrecy,  until 

the  intercciuon  of  feme  of    bur  P^elations 

had  prevailed  with  my  Father  and  Mother 

IQ. 
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to  forgive  me  this  Fault,  and  to  be  perfectly 
reconciled  to  us. 

My  Servant  Maid^  who  was  to  accompa- 
ny me  in  my  flight,  was  prefent  at  this  Refo- 
lution,  and  afterwards  occafion'd  all  the  Mif- 
fortunes  that  betel  me.     Roderick  in  the  mean 
time  faw  me  frequenrly,  and  I  treated  him 
with  more  Complaifance  than  ufual,    that 
my  Relations  might  believe  1  had  no  other 
Defign  but  to  comply   with  their  Defires* 
The  wifh'd  for  Time  of  my  deliverance  was 
approaching,  and  Charles^  who  pafs'd  not  a 
Night  without  the  fight  of  me,  animated 
me  afrefh  to  put  in  execution  our  projeded 
Defign  ;  fo  that  the  Evening  following  1  took 
what  things  were  moft  comenienc,  as  Mo- 
ney and  Jewels  of  great  Value^  in  my  own 
Cuftody ;  and  delivering  Lace,  Linen,  and 
the  richeft  Clothes  in  a  Bundle  as  much  as 
my  Maid  could  conveniently  carry,  when  it 
was  almofl:  dark,  we  went  according  to  apr 
poiotment  towards  the  Water-Stairs,  where 
I  perceived  a  Barge,  which  I  imdigmd  was 
that  which  my  dear  Charles  had  provided  for 
me  J  and  as  I  was  going  to  ask  one  of  the 
Watermen  for  the  Perfon  who  had  hired  the 
Boat,  1  found  my  felf  feized  by  two  Men^ 
who  by   force,  notwithftanding  the  Refif- 
tance  and  the  Exclamations  I  made  for  AC- 
fiftance,  forced  me  into  the  Boat,  which  im- 
mediately put  out,  and  row*d  away  with 
the  utmoft  hafte.    You  may  ^uc(s  at  the  Af- 
fliction I  was  in,  to  find  my  felf  in  the  Powe^r 

of 
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of  two  Perfons  unknown  to  me,  and  what 
to  do  or  how  to  help  my  felf  I  knew  not.  I 
often  called  for  my  Servant,  but  no  one  an- 
fwered  me  ,•  this  threw  me  into  fuch  Fears 
and  Apprehenfions,  that  I  could  not  forbear 
burfting  out  into  a  Flood  of  Tears. 

When  I  was  in  the  middle  of  this  Lamen- 
tation, taking  my  wet  Handkerchief  from 
my  Eyes,  I  perceived  two  Men  near  me  who 
were  flriking  Fire,  and  lighted  a  Candle  ; 
by  the  Glimpfe  of  it  I  cafl  my  Eyes  about 
the  Barge  on  every  fide,  and  I  could  difcern 
no  more  Perfons  on  board  than  the  Rowers, 
the  two  Men  that  lighted  the  Candle,  and 
the  Mailer  or  Steerfman  in  the  Stern.  They 
were  all  masked,  and  therefore  not  to  be*' 
known  by  me  :  I  neverthelefs  took  the  Cou- 
rage to  ask  them.  What  was  the  Reafon  of 
this  ufage,  and  where  was  my  Servant  ?  He 
that  was  next  me,  anfwered,  '   That  what 

*  they  had  done  was  by  the  Order  of  their 
^  Mafter,  and  that  the  PafTion  he  had  for  me 

*  oblig'd  Mx.^- to  this  treatment,  thathe  would 
'  foon  be  with  them  to  pay  me  all  the  Civility 

*  imaginable  ,•  but  as  for  the  Chamber-maid 
'  they  knew  not  what  was  become  of  her,. 
^  having  received  no  Orders  concerning  the 

*  taking  her  aboard/  But  what  was  my  in- 
fupportable  Grief,  to  find  my  felf  thus  ex- 
pofed  in  the  Hands  of  Perfons  unknown  to 
me,  what  would  be  my  Fate,  or  what  they 
intended  to  do  with  me,  I  knew  not.  I 
blam'd  the  unfortunate   Refoiuticn  I  had 
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taken  to  leave  my  Parents  who  were  fo  in- 
dulgent to  me^  Icry'd  out  upon  the  Infidelity 
of  Mankind ;  fince  either  by  the  treachery 
of  one  who  had  gain'd  my  Heart,  and  by 
whofe  Interceflion  I  had  undertaken  this 
fatal  Defign,  or  at  leafl  by  whofe  carelef- 
nefs  I  was  expos'd  to  thefe  difmal  Circum- 
fiances,  I  was  thus  brought  into  inevitable 
Ruin.  But  alas  !  'twas  all  to  little  purpofe, 
I  h^ad  fo  troubled  them  with  my  (^leftions 
and  Lamentations,  that  I  could  obtain  no 
more  Anfwers,  telling  me  they  had  Orders 
to  hold  no  further  Difcourfe  with  me. 

The  Difference  I  found  between  my  for- 
mer Condition,  the  prefent  State  T  was  in,, 
^nd  the  Misfortunes  I  v/as  in  all  appearance 
deftin'd  to  undergo,  made  me  faffer  a  greater 
DiiTatisfadion  and  Pain,  than  if  I  had  been 
condemned  to  immediate  Execution.     I  flew 
into  the  greateft  Agonies  of  defpair,  tore 
the  Hair  from  my  Head,    rent  my  Clothes 
to  pieces,  and  committed  a  thoufand  unac-  • 
countable  Actions,  produced  from  the  fata- 
lity of  my  Condition  ;  till   quite  tir^d  with 
lamenting  and  complaining,  and  (dvour'd  by 
the  great  Silence  in  the  Boat,  I  fell  into  fo 
found  a  Sleep,  that  I  waked  not  till  the  Barge 
was  arriv'd  at  the  intended  Landing-place. 
Here  I  was  oblig'd  to  go  on  fhore,  the  Sun 
began  to  difplay  his  morning  Rays,  and  the 
pretty  innocent  Birds  to  (^ng  their  melodious 
Notes,  when  I   perceived  at  the  End  of  a 
Viflo  of  /hady  Trees,  a  fpaciousand  beau- 

^  tifiil 
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tiful  Country  Seat,  The  two  Perfous  that 
forcM  me  into  the  Barge  conducted  me  along 
this  Walk.  When  I  was  in  the  Houfe,  I 
Jook'd  on  every  lide  to  difcover  if  there  was 
any  thing  I  had  feen  before,  but  all  was  un- 
known to  me.  They  led  me  up  a  pair  of 
Stairs,  where  one  of  the  FelLws  taking  a 
Key  out  of  his  Pocket  unlocks  a  Door,  and 
conducts  me  into  a  large  Room :  then  making 
two  low  Reverences  they  left  me  alone, 
turning  the  Key  and  locking  me  in. 

I  went  into  the  Balcony,  and  look'd  about 
to  fee  the  Situation  of  the  Place,  and  if  I 
could  remember  any  thing  of  it.  It  was  yet 
early,  and  the  Sun  fcarce  high  enough  to 
(hew  Objeds  at  a  great  Diftance  ;  I  only 
took  noiiceof  a  high  1  fty  Edifice  afar  ofl-^ 
but  could  not  refoive  my  felf  to  what  Place 
it  belonged.  V/hilft  I  was  bufy  in.thefe  Re- 
fledions  I  heard  a  Door  open,  not  that  by 
which  I  entred  ,•  and  a  Woman  of  a  middle 
Age  prefented  her  felf  to  me  in  an  obliging 
manner,  drefl  like  a  grave  Citizen,  defiring  me 
that  fince  it  was  fo  early^  I  would  be  pleas'd 
to  retire  to  a  Ciiamber  within,  and  refrefla 
my  felf  by  fome  few  Hours  repofe.  *  Oh  dear 

*  Ivladao.i,  cryed  /,  breaking  out  into  Tears, 
'  if  .tiie  Prayers  of  an  unhappy  Creature  can 

*  move  ypu  to  any  CotapaHion,,  I  beg  of  you 

*  to  I: ;  me  know- where  lam,,  and  the  Rea- 

*  fcD  why  I  am  brought  to  this  Place.  *  I 
Vv'as  going  to  continue  my  Difcourfe,  but 
my  Grief  interrupted   the   Pafiage  of  my 

Words, 
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Words,  and  I  found  my  felf  unable  to  utter 
another  Syllable,  ^  Madam,  anfwered  ficy 
you  fhail  foon  be  acquainted  where  you 
are,  and  for  what  Reafon  you  are  brought 
hither  i  in  the  mean  time  refrain  your 
Tears,  and  be  aiTured  that  you  will  be 
treated  w^ith  the  utmoft  Civih'ty  and  Re- 
fped  :  under  this  fecurity  go  in  and  take 
neceffary  Repofe,  for  before  the  middle  of 
the  Day  you  will  be  informed  of  what 
f  you  defire  to  know".  ' 

I  found  no  Relief  but  in  my  Lamenta* 
tions  and  Complaints,  yet  considering  that 
it  was  to  little  purpofe  to  grieve,  I  retired 
into  a  Chamber  richly  furniflied,  and  threw 
iny  fclf  upon  a  Bed  that  flood  in  the  middle 
of  the  Room,  where  tired  and  fatigued 
with  Grief  I  foon  fell  aileep.  My  dear 
Charles  appeared  to  my  Imagination,  where 
bath'd  in  Tears  and  making  mournful  La- 
mentations, he  feemed  to  fpeak  to  me  in  this 
manner :  Oh*  my  charming,  my  dear,  my 
faithful  Lucinda^  how  miferable  am  I  be- 
come !  I  thought  I  had  provided  fuiHciently 
for  our  fecurity,  by  delivering  you  from 
your  hateful  Marriage  with  Roderick  ;  but. 
to  my  Ruin  I  find  that  Deftiny  has  deluded 
ray  Hopes,  and  your  too  greatr  Credulity 
has  occafioned  our  Misfortunes ,  and  I  iind 
my  felf  deprived  forever  of  that  Happinefs 
which  I  have  fearched  after,  and  has  coft 
me  fo  many  Cares  and  Fatigues  even  from 
the  tendereft  of  my  Years.    I  was  juil  going 

to 
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to  demand  of  him  in  what  was  that  Credu- 
lity of  mine  fo  blameable^  when  my  Drow- 
finefs  left  me^  to  reprefent  to  me  the  moil 
hideous  and  ungrateful  Objed  that  ever  my 
Eyes  beheld  ^  it  was  the  oldAIfhcnfus  fitting 
upon  the  fide  of  my  Bed,  his  Head  refling 
upon  his  two  Hands  in  the  moil  penfive  and 
melancholy  Poilure  that  Fancy  is  capable  of 
framing. 

Alfhonfus  was  a  Gentleman  of  the  Town, 
rich,  2.tA  of  a  good  Eilate ;  and  altho  a- 
hove  fifty  Years  of  Age,  Love  was  as  bufy 
in  his  Heart  as  \i  he  had  been  but  five  and 
twenty.  He  happened  to  dance  with  me 
one  Night  at  a  Ball,  to  compliment  the  Wed- 
ding of  a  Relation,  where  he  fell  defperate- 
ly  in  Love  with  me  -,  he  asked  my  Parents 
permiflion  to  court  me  for  Marriage.  Bat 
they  knowing  my  averfion  for  him,  made 
him  the  civiied  Excufes  they  could  invent ;

*•  Love,  be  all'ured  that  no  Confinement, 
^  Force,  or  Terror,  /liall  ever  conflrain  me 
'  to  receive  it.  But  if  there  remain  any  Pity 
^^  in  your  Heart,  towards  a  Perfon  you  once 

*  pretended 
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*  pretended  to  love,  I  beg  of  you  to  com- 

*  paiTionate  me  now ;  let  me  be  carried  to 

*  the  Place  from  whence  you  took  me,  I  will 

*  freely  forgive  you  the  Infiilt ;  but  if  you 

*  will  not  oblige  me  (o  far,  let  me  at  ieaft 
'  know  where  I  am,  and  permit  me  to  find 

*  the  way  my  felf.'  Thefe  Words  wxre  pro- 
nounced with  fo  melancholy  and  moving 
Complaint,  that  would  have  foftned  any 
Heart  but  that  of  Alphonfus  5  in  his  it  made 
no  other  ImprelTion  but  to  draw  from  him 
the  following  Words  w^ith  a  difdainful 
Smile  :    '  That  could  I   think   he  had  me 

brought  hither  for  no  other  Reafon  but  to 
fend  me  back  fo  foon  ?  That  his  Defign

I  was  not  fo  much  troubled  at  thefe  Words, 
as  by  the  Thoughts  of  what  Meafures  Al- 
fhonfus  had  taken  to  carry  me  away  in  this 
manner;  the  very  fame  Evening,  the  Me- 
thod and  Time  the  fame  agreed  upon  be- 
tween poor  unhappy  Charles  and  my  felf  I 
could  not  by  any  means  difentangle  the  In- 
trigue ;  ;^d  therefore  I  defired  he  would 
tell  me  how  he  came  to  know  of  my  Defign 
pf  going  away  that  Evening,  and  the  Hour 
appointed  where  he  \s2is  ready  to  take  me 
away.  ^  J  co^ald  never  have  had  any  Hopes 
'  of  feeing  you  Viqtq,  moft  lovely  Lucinda, 
'  fat'd  he^  had  not  the  bewitching  Splendor 

*  of  Gold  contributed  to  my  Defign  :  Your 
'  Servant-Maid,  like  Danae^  had  not  power 

*  to  re/ift  fo  powerful  an  Advocate.  Know 
^  then  that  ever  fince  I  had  your  Father's 
^  Refufal  to  give  you  to  my  Marriage- bed, 
'  I  have  confcantly  kept  a  fecret  Correfpon- 
^  dence  with  this  Maid  of  yours,  with  a  Re- 

*  folution  to  run  awav  with  you  at  the  firft 

*  favourable  Opportunity.  It  has  coft  me, 
'  I  acknowledge,   a  great  deal  of  Trouble, 

*  Care,  and  Money ;  but  I  think  all  very 
.*  well  employ'd,  fince  by  that  means  I  have 

'  you 
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^  you  in  my  power.    Laft  Thtirfday  I  re- 

*  ceived  a  Letter  from  your  Maid,  wherein 

*  (he  promifed  mc  to  deliver  you  into  my 

*  Hands,  if  I  would  prefent  her  with  two 
'  hundred  Guineas ;    imagine  if  I  had  the 

*  Power  to  delay  one  fingle  Moment  my  re- 

*  turn  to  Town ;  where  fhe  acquainted  me 

*  with  your  Confultations,  and  Refolution 
'  to  fly  away  with  your  firfl  Lover,  the  time 

*  appointed  and  the  manner  how,  in  order 

*  to  avoid  the  hateful  Marriage  with  Rode^ 

*  rich     1  obferved  where  the  Barge  that  was 

*  hir'd  by  your  Lover  lay,  and  ordered  mine 

*  to  put  in  nearer  the  Stairs ;  I  was  the  Per- 

*  fon  you  took  for  the  Mafler,  the  two  others 
'  were  my  trufty  Servants,  and  thus  Madam 

*  you  was  conveyM  to  this  Place ;   and  I 

*  wifh  to  the  Gods  it  was  as  much  to  your 

*  Satisfadion,  as  it  is  to  my  Happinefs  and 
^  Contentment/  Here  atnorous  Alphonfus 
broke  off  his  D^fcourfe,  and  left  me  in  as 
deep  a  Confideration,  how  it  was  poilible 
that  a  young  Woman  in  whom  I  had  plac'd 
fo  entire  a  Confidence,  whom  I  thought  I 
had  engaged  with  fo  many  Favours  and  re- 
peated Prefents ;  for  which  I  received  fre- 
quent Affeverations  that  fhe  would  fervc  me 
faithfully  even  to  the  Expence  of  her  Life ; 
could  be  capable  of  betraying  me  to  Mifery, 
in  this  treacherous  manner.  From  this  Dif- 
co^  ery,  I  concluded  that  here  lay  the  too 
great  Credulity  I  was  bbm'd  for  in  my  laft 
Sleep,  by  the  appearance  of  my  dear  Cbarles ; 

and 
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and  which  he  told  me  would  be  the  Occafion 
of  all  my  future  Misfortunes.  Thefe  Re- 
flexions made  me  fo  penfive  and  melancholy, 
that  I  had  fcarcely  the  ufe  of  my  Senfes  :  In 
thefe  Troubles  and  Convulfions  of  Grief^ 
Alphonfus  left  me^  and  to  fupply  his  Place, 
fenttomethe  fame  grave  Woman,  that  gave 
me  my  firft  Reception ;  Hie  entertained  me 
with  fuch  Difcourfe,  and  talked  to  me  with 
fo  much  Reafon,  that  I  found  a  great  abate- 
ment in  my  Grief.

tho  no  Blemiih  to  my  Honour,  I  very  un- 
willingly condefcended  to  beftow  upon  an 
Objed:  fo  much  my  Averfion  :  but  Policy 
and  Convenience  often  compel  us  to  many 
deteflable  Anions.  At  thefe  his  Hopes  be- 
gan to  revive,  he  doubted  not  to  accom.plifii 
his  Dcfign,  his  Air  and  Deportment  took  a 
new  Spirit,  his  Soul  was  elated,  and  ready 
to  expire  with  Excefs  of  Joy. 

Six  tedious  Months  I  pafs'd  in  this  difa- 
greeable  manner,  having  no  other  Conver- 
fation but  the  old  Honfe-keeper  and  my  an- 
tiquated Lover,  with  a  continual  Ding  in 
my  Ears  of  Love  and  Matrimony ;  the  firft 
in  hopes  of  ferving  her  Mailer,  and  the  other 
to  obtain  his  fruiriefs  Defires.

^  me  it  contains  not  any  thing  but  what 
i  coafifts  with  Honour,  is  to  your  advancage, 

t  and 
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^  and  he  hopes  fuitable  to  your  Inclinations, 

*  fince  it  win  deliver  you  from  thefe  Afflic- 

*  tions.  I  beg  of  you  to  excufe  me  the  liber- 

*  ty  I  have  taken,  and  to  affure  me  of  not 

*  making  any  difcovery  of  it  to  Alphonfus^ 

*  otherwife  I  dare  not  deliver  it  ,•  and  I  willi 

*  to  Heavens  what  I  have  undertaken  may 

*  prove  to   your  contentment  and    relief, 
'  (ince   the   afflidions  you  endure  have,  I 

*  affure  you,  as  fenfibly  touch'd  my  heart, 

*  as  if  I  had  fuffer'd  ^em  in  my  own  Perfon/. 
I  was  impatient  to  know  the  whole  intrigue, 
and  could  not  wait  for  the  end  of  her  Speech ; 
but  immediately  promifing  that  all  fhould  be 
kept  fecret,  fhe  put  the  following  Letter  in- 
to my  hands.

'  Never  any  News  could  prove  more,  grate- 
ful to  me :  What  could  be  more  welcome 
than  a  profped  of  the  Liberty  I  had  fo 
much  defir'd  ?  But,  to  my  VVeaknefs,  I  mull 
6wn  there  v>^as  a  farther  Charm  ^  for  I  was 
wonderfully  pleas'd  with  the  Perfon  of  this

us,'    the    Servant   who  had    poor   Margaret 
behind  him,  fpur'd  on  his  horfe,  endeavour- 
ing to  cover  his  Mafter  and  me  from  the 
Fire  oF  the  Robbers  ;  cne  of  them  difcharged 
Iiis  Piftol,  of  which  we  were  afterwards  too 
fendble,  when  we  found  the  poor  old  Maid 
dead  upon  the  Ground  by  the  Shot  Xlie  had 
received  in  her  Plead.     The  Servant  had  at 
the  fame  time  fir'd,  but  unfuccefsfully,  for  he 
mifs'd  hia  aim.     This  encouraged  the  High- 
way-man,   who    was  advancing  to  attack 
LeiiJiSy  behind  whom  I  fat,  trembling  and  al- 
mod  dead  with  fear.     Lewis  was  prepared  to 
receive  him,  and  Champion-like  refoived  to 

defend 
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defend  his  Prize  to  the  laft  extremity.  When 
he  approached  within  the  reach  of  his  Piftol, 
Lewis  prefented  him  with  two  balls,  which 
pafled  thro  his  body ;  he  foon  fell  from  his 
Horfe  which  gallop'd  aw^ay,  and  the  other 
Robber,  feeing  the  fate  of  his  Companion, 
fcoured  off  as  fa  ft  as  his  Horfe  could  carry 
him.  The  danger  was  now^  paiTed,  and  I 
began  by  degrees  to  recover  my  Senfes, 
when  feeing  the  old  Maid  lying  motionlefs 
on  the  Ground,  I  ordered  the  Servant  to 
difmount,  and  to  give  her  w-hat  Ainftance 
we  were  able,  towards  her  Recovery  :  but, 
alas!  {lie  was  pad  Relief,  and  almoft  cold, 
the  Bullet  having  palled  thro  her  Head,  af- 
ter  it  had  wounded  the  Servant  in  the  fide. 
I^  was  extremely  concern'd  at  the  Lofs  or" 
my  poor  Servant,  who  had  been  a  great 
means  in  my  Deliverance :  I  was  befides  ap- 
prehenfive  left  this  accident,  and  the  leav- 
ing her  upon  the  Place,  might  bring  us  into 
trouble,  and  difcover  the  whole  Proceeding 
to  Alphonfus  j  for  this  reafon  we  thought  it 
not  convenient  to  remain  long  here.  We 
took  from  Margaret  the  clothes  Hie  had  on, 
which  were  moft  remarkable,  put  on  her 
others  of  mine  lefs  known,  and  ten  Guineas 
in  her  Pocket,  with  a  Paper  to  this  efted: 

*  Into  whatever  charitable  perfon's  Hands 

*  this  Hiall  happen  to  fail,    they  are  defir'd 

*  that    this    unfortunate  Creature  may  be 

*  tranfported  to  the  Ifle  of  Wighty  where  file 
[  is  very^W^ell  know^n,  and  queftionlefs  they 

B4  .'will 
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*  will  meet  with  Thanks,  and  a  Reward  from 

*  her  Relations,  befides  this  fmall  Gratuity 

*  they  are  defired  to  accept/  This  we 
thought  w  ould  amufe  'em,  and  render  them 
the  lefs  inquifitive  ;  and  knowing  w^here  to 
hear  of  the  Perfon  murder'd,  would  exped: 
to  have  the  whole  flory  from  that  part;  and 
before  there  could  be  returns  of  the  News, 
we  hop'd  to  be  in  fafety  and  out  of  the 
Noife.  This  oblig'd  us  to  be  moving  on  as 
faft  as  the  Wound  my  Servant  had  received 
would  permit  us  to  travel,  and  with  great 
fatigue  we  arrived  that  night  at  PcolinDor-- 
fetfoire* 

Here  it  was  that  I  confummated  my  Mar- 
riage with  Lezufs,  forc'd  fooner  to  it  than 
I  intended,  by  the  Inconvenience  I  fuffer'd 
by  being  alone  with  two  Men.  A  fmall 
Prefent  ty'd  up  the  Parfcn's  Tongue,  fo  that 
it  was  performed  in  private  and  kept  fecret, 
and  even  the  People  of  the  Houfe  laiew  not 
but  we  had  been  long  in  that  Condition. 

Here  we  thought  it  convenient  to  remain 
till  the  Servant's  Wounds  were  heal'd.  He' 
found  he  was  able  to  drefs  himfelf  without 
the  Surgeon  in  about  fix  days  time ;  and 
there  being  in  the  Port  a  Z)//ff^  Ship  freighted 
ready  to  return  heme,  MeprocurM  the  Maf- 
ter^s  Cabin,  made  our  felves  Pafl'engers,  in- 
tending to  fail  for  Rotterdam^  where  fhe  was 
bound,  and  from  thence  tranfport  our  (e\vQS 
either  to  Florence^  Lisbon,  or  what  other  Place 
we  fhould  think  moft  fuitable  and  convenient 

to

to  refide  at.  The  Salt-water  and  the  toffing 
of  the  Boat  made  me  fearful  and  uneafy, 
and  my  Hero  had  fcarcely  Power  enough 
to  recompenfe  the  Pain  I  endur'd,  or  pre- 
vent me  from  cenfuring  my  felf  for  the  Fol- 
lies I  had  committed  ever  fince  I  left  my 
Father's  Houfe,  and  particularly  by  putting 
my  felf  iii  the  power  of  a  Perfon  fcarcely 
known  to  me,  for  whofe  fake  I  had  run 
all  thefe  hazardous  Adventures.  He  did  what 
was  in  his  power  to  comfort  me  ;  he  gave 
me  all  afTurances  imaginable  of  his  inviola- 
ble Paffion  for  me  -,  his  Words,  his  Behavi- 
our, his  Concern  and  every  Adion  wasan  au- 
thentick  Demonftration  of  it :  and,  had  noc 
that  Goddefs,  Fortune,  been  fo  noted  for  her 
nefs  and  Inconftancy,  there  could  be  no 
reafon  to  doubt  of  the  continuance  of  his 
Love  for  me  till  Deftiny  had  made  a  final 
Separation  between  us. 

Holland  proved  very  difagreeable  to  me ; 
the  Houfes  indeed  were  neat,  the  Profpe(a 
of  the  Country  various  and  diverting,  by 
an  agreeable  mixture  of  green  Meadows, 
Cattle,  Canals,  and  Ships,  to  pleafe  the 
Eye,-  but  the  Wives  were  little  more  than 
Servants  to  their  Husbands,  and  the  Men 
fo  brutifh  that  they  were  not  convcrfible : 
Traffick  and  Gain  was  their  only  aim,  and 
they  feerr/d  fo  fearful  of  being  depriv.'d  of 
the  very  little  they  carried  about  them,  that 
their  Hands  were  continually  in  their  Poc- 
kets to  fecure  it.  I  therefore  prefs'd  my 
B  5  Husband 
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Husband  to  leave  this  Conhtry,  and  accord- 
ing!}?  he  wus  fo  good,    and  condefcending 
to  my  Defires,  as    to  take    the  firft  cppor- 
tunicy  to  embark  for  Leghorn,  defigning  to 
fettle  there,  or  at  Florence,  where  we  hop^d 
for  more  delightful  Converfation.     At  this 
place  we  hir'd  an  Apartment,  where  we  liv^d 
contented  with  cur   Condition.    I  endea- 
vour'd  by  all  my  Adions  and  Deportment 
to  gratify  my  Husband,  and  he  on  his  part 
contriv'd,    and  facrificed  whatever  was  in 
his  power  to  pleafe  me.     Our  Love  increased 
upon  the  Birth  of  a  Son  which  I  brought 
him,  and  all  our  Care  terminated  in  giving 
him  the  bed  Education  we  were  able.     This 
undiilurbed    Happinefs    continued  for   the 
fpace   of   three  Years.     I  brought   him    in 
that  time  no  more  Children  j  and, whether 
that,    or   what  other  caufe   might   be   the 
reafon    of   it,    I   know     not,    but    I   per- 
ceived his  Concern  and  Pailion  for  me  grew 
.  more  indiFkrent  every  day,   and- 1  began  to 
rail  at  the  Inilability  of  Fortune.     He  no 
longer  enjoyed  the  fame  Satisfaction  as  for- 
inerly  in  my   Converfation,    ftaid    abroad, 
contrary  to  his  Cuflom,  whole  Days^  and 
fometimes  I  v^as  forced  to  pafs  whole  Nights 
without  the  fight  of  him.    I  grew  very  much 
troubled  at  this  Alteration,  I  complainM  to 
him  of  his  Unkindnefs,  and  endeavour^'d  to 
procure  a  remedy  by  my  Prayers  and  Inter- 
ceffions;  b^it,  alas!  all  m^y  Application  was 
to  no  purpofe,  and,  to  my  Grief,  I  found 

his 
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his  former  Paflion  for  me  was  very  much  di" 
minifh'd,  if  not  quite  expir'd. 

This  Misfortune  drew  on   another;    for 
by  continuing  this  manner  of  Mnn^^  he  had 
fo  fquander'd  away  the  Bills  and  Riches  he 
brought  with  him,  that  I  was  neceiTitated 
^o  difpofe  of  my  Jewels.    I  prefs'd  him  to 
go  or  write  to  his  own  Country  for  a  Sup- 
ply;   but  he  took  no  care  whilft  any  thing 
remained.     I  began  to  look  more  narrowly 
into  his  A^ftions,.  to  fee  if  I  could  difcover 
.  the  reafon   of  his  leading    fo  diforderly  a 
Life;  and  by  great  Fatigue,  Bribes  and  Con- 
trivance,   found  that    he  courted   a  French 
Madam.     I  was  very  impatient  to  fee  this 
frefh  Objedt  of  his  PaiTion,  imagining  to  my 
felf,  that  it   mufl:  be  wonderfully  charming 
^nd  engaging,  fince  capable  of  robbing  me 
of  the  PofTeffion  of  one  who  had  fo  often 
fwore  to  admire  me  fo  much  beyond  the  reft 
of  my  Sex;    that  it  was  impoffible  for  him- 
to  live  without  me,  and  protefted  to  conti- 
nue in  the  fame  Sentiments  to  the  end  of 
the   World.     I  therefore  one    morning   l^^t 
my  Husband  in  Bed,  and  went  to  her  Houfe, 
under  the  pretence  of  buying  fome  Lace^.. 
and  French   Toys,    for  fhe    dealt    m  thcfe - 
Commodities.    Whilft  /lie  expofed  her  Ware, 
I  locked   with    earneftnefs  to    difcover  the 
Charms  of  her  Beauty,  and  I  muft  own  it 
appear'd  to  me  very  indifterent,  tho  I  can- 
not fay,  but  her  Air,  and  Manner  of  fpeak- 
iiig,  was  engaging,     I  bought  bat  ii.tle  o?- 

her 
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her  Merchandize,  and  returning  home,  ad- 
vifed  my  Spoufe,  that  if  he  was  not  pleafed 
with  my  Perfon,  he  would  at  leaf):  make 
choice  of  one  more  agreeable  than  that 
which  at  prefent  poffeft  his  Soul;  for  I 
have  been  this  morning,  faid  I,  at  the  dir- 
ty French  Woman^s  to  buy  fome  Lace,  and  I 
find  her  much  more  fit  for  a  Pedlar  of  Trin- 
l^ets,  than  a  Purchafer  of  Hearts.  He  made 
me  no  other  anfwer  than  that  I  fhould  be 
quiet  and  not  concern  myfelf  with  other 
People's  Affairs,  took  his  Hat  and  Sword, 
went  immediately  out,  and  returned  not 
home  in  four  Days. 

You  may  eafily  guefs  how  this  manner  of 
Behaviour  afleded  me.  What  Remedy  could  I 
poffibly  apply  to  it  ?  I  could  lay  the  blame 
to  lio  other  but  my  own  Folly,  for  abandon- 
ing my  Father,  who  had  contrived  a  Mar- 
riage for  me,  and  had  provided  a  loving 
Husband,  with  whom  I  might  have  lived 
happily  all  my  Life,  and  enjoy 'd  the  Com- 
fort of  my  Relations ;  that  now  I  was  fuf- 
ficiently  puniihed  for  my  Undutifulne fs  and 
Pifobedience,  and  when  the  Anguifh  would 
tnd  I  knew  not.  I  begged  forgivenefs  from 
the  Powers  above,  that  they  would  pardon 
the  Folly  of  my  green  and  unexperienc'd 
Years,  and  alter  the  wandering  Inclinati- 
ons of  him  with  whom  I  had  vow'd  to 
live  for  ever.  It  was  now  the  Winter-fea- 
fon,  and  the  Weather  very  cold,  which 
oblig'd  my  Husband  to  call  for  a  pan  of 

Char- 
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Charcoal  to  warm  his  Chamber.     This  had 
not  been  made  half  an  Hour,  when,  being 
in  the  next  Room,  I  heard  fomething  fall 
with  a    great    noife   upon   the  ground.    I 
quickly   run  in  to  fee  what  was  the  mat- 
ter,   and  found  my  Husband  fallen  flupid 
on  the  Floor,-  the  naufeous  Fumes  had  de- 
prived  him   of  his  Senfes,  and  if  no  one 
had  come  to  his  AfTiftance,   might  proba- 
ble have   ended  his  Days.     My   Curiofity 
made  me  inquifitive  in  what  he  had  been 
imploying  his  time>  and  looking  about,   I 
found  a  Letter,  in  a  Woman's  Hand,  upon 
the  Table,  with  an  Anfwer  he  was  writing 
to  it  unfinifhed  when  the  Fumes  overcame 
him.     My  Maid  was  now  come  to  our  af- 
fiflance,     we   carry ^d    him    and    laid  him 
with  much  ado  upon  the   Bed.     I  bid  her 
apply  the  Corner  of  a  Towel  dipt  in  Vi- 
negar to  his  Nollrils  to  reftore  his  Spirits ; 
and  fnatching  up  the  Letter  I  ran  with  all 
hafle  to  my  Chamber,  where  I  lock'd  my 
felf  in,   that  I  might  have  an  uninterrupt- 
ed Opportunity  to  read  it.     The  Woman's 
Letter  was  to  this  purpofe, 

0^0  U  zvill  bear  frem  the  Per/on  'who  brings  you. 
this  Letter y  the  Keajon  that  hinders  me  from 
feeing  you  before  Sunday,  I  Jhall  be  fenjibk  of  a 
great  deal  of  Difpleafure  to  be  deprived  of  your 
Company  for  fo  long  a  time^  and  nothing  could 
make  me  fuffer  ity  but  an  indifpenfable  NeceffJty, 
I  Jhould  wiUingly  confent  to  the  Propojition  yo%

made  mefome  Days  agOy  but  it  is  of  that  Impor^ 
tance  that  it  requires  a  matwe  Deliberation^  and 
ought  to  be  thoroughly  confulted.  It  being  fecurefi 
for  uSy  in  my  Opinion^  to  leave  the  Country  to 
avoid  the  fearch  your  Wife  mil  certainly  make 
after  m  ;  my  T'houghts  have  continually  been  em^ 
ployed  about  it,  ever  fine e  our  laft  Converfation, 
and  are  by  far  too  many  to  communicate  to^  you  in 
Writing,  Sunday  will  afford  us  a  more  convenient 
Opportunity  to  confer  concerning  this  Af air ,  and 
fix  upon  our  lafl  Refolution.  In  the  mean  time 
I  wiJJo  you  all  Happinefsy  and  conjure  you  to  con- 
tinue your  AffeBion  for  one  who  will  faithfully 
love  you  as  long  as  foe  lives. 

Upon  reading  his  Letter,  I  no  longei*; 
doubted  of  the  Reafon  of  the  Indifference' 
2nd  Difiike  my  Husband  (hewed  to  my  Per- 
fon;  and  impatient  to  know  what  Anfwer 
my  loving  Spoufe  would  return,  I  read  thef& 
Words. 

T  Received  your  Letter  yefterday  with  great  Sa^ 
tisfiBion,  I  kifs'd  it  a  thoufand  times ,    and' 
you  may  be  affured  that  nothing  could  be  more  weh 
come  to  ?ne  th(in  the  Ajjurances  you  give  me  of 
your  Fidelity  and  Coyj fancy  :  T'he  Intereflyou  have 
in  my  Hearty  eafily  perfuades  me  to  wipat  I  mof^ 
defire  and  covet,     I  can  fcarcely,   ?ny  dear  Cloe, 
furvive  fo    long   an    Abfence   as   Sunday^    the 
Thoughts  of  our  fuure  Happinefs  may  the  better 
enable  vie  to  endure  it;'  and  fince  you  approve  of 
that  as  the  nioft  convenient  time^  Ijhall  expeB  it 

with 
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mth  the  greateft  Impatience.  Ton  need  not  quef- 
tion  an  entire  Difpofition  to  fo  agreeable  a  Com- 
mand. :  the  Fear  and  Apprehenfions  you  have  of 
my  Wife  are  necdlefs ;  let  nothing  difcompofe  you 
upon  that  f core  ,  for  before  our  DepaHure  I  will 
fufficiently  fecure  allOccaJions  of  Fear  from  that 
fide,  I  mil  acquaint  you  with  the  Means  when 
next  I  have  the  Happinefs  to  fee  you,  I  have  ma-  - 
ny  confiderahle  Relations  in  France  *■■■     - 

Thus  far  had  my  hopeful  Husband  conti- 
nued his  Letter,    when   the  Fumes  of  the 
Charcoal  threw  him  into  a  Swoon,  in  which 
he    might  perhaps  have  expired,    had   not 
I    feafonably    come    with    my    Affiftance. 
When  I  was  fenfible  of  his  Periidioufners,  I 
almoft  repented  my  Endeavours  to  recover 
the  unfaithful  Wretch,  to  live  in  the  Arms 
of  another :  I  was  to  blame  not  to  let  him  d'lQ 
in  that  difloyal  Adion,    a  fit   Punifhment 
for  fo  deteftable  a  Crime.     I  put  the  Letters 
in  my  Pocket  ready  to  produce  upon  occa- 
fion,  but  this  Difcovery  had  fo  overwhelmed 
me  with  Trouble  and  Grief,  that  the  Reflec- 
tions threw  me  into  a  fainting  Fit.

Alas !  they  have  loft  all  their 
force,  and  are  become  incapable  of    dri- 
ving the  Idea  of  the  leaft  deferving,   of 
one  whom  all  but  you  would  defpife,  out 
of  your  Heart.     Inconftancy  has  the  Do- 
minion of  it,  and  Heaven  knows  if  I  am 
the  firft  Perfon  you   have  fo  treacheroufly 
betrayed.     To  have  left  me  in  the  Power 
of  your  Uncle^  had  been  more  humane  and 
kind,  than  to  burden  me  thus  with  raifera-^ 
ble  Misfortunes,  impoffible  for  me  to  bear. 
But  if  my  Tears  have  not  Power  to  move 
you,    think   on  your  Son,    your  beloved 
Son,  fcarce  three  Years  old ;  and  let  that 
incline  your  Heart  to  Pity.     Who  will  be 
a  Father  to  him  when  you  are  gone  ?  How 
can  you  leave  your  own  Blood,  the  Re- 
femblance  of  your  felf,  thus  expofed  to  the 
treatment  of  the  favage  World  ?  I  might 
have  reafonably  expeded  a  better  Ufage 
from  you,  but  I  have  gained  by  it,  at  leaft 
this   dear-bought  Experience  ^     She  who 
confides  in  the   Promifes  and    Oaths  of 
faithlefs  Man,  is  fure  to  be  deceived  and  . 
ruined.     Neither  can  1  forbear  pitying  my  ^^ 

*  worth- 
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worthlefs  Rival  Clce,  who  will  doubtlefs 
foon  be  left  and  abandoned  by  you  ;  what 
can  jhe  exped  from  you  that  have  the 
cruel  Heart  to  leai^e  a  Child,  and  a  tender 
Wife  w^ho  trufted  to  your  broken  Oaths, 
in  fuch  a  barbarous  manner?  But  know, 
perfidious  Wretch,  your  ill  Ufage,  your 
treacherous  Dealings,  fiiall  not  go  unre-^ 
veng'd  ;  and  by  all  the  Gods  I  fw^ear  that 
you  and  your  dirty  Concubine  fhall  foon 
be  fenfible  of  it :  Since  the  two  Letters  I 
have  under  both  your  Hands  wnll  be  a 
fuiScient  Teflimony  of  your  Behaviour 
and  Infidelity/ 

When  I  had  uttered  thefe  Words,  I  was 
putting  my  Hand  into  my  Pocket  to  produce 
the    Letters,    but    found  them  not  there  ; 
which  made  me  conclude  as  it  provM,  that 
my  Spoufe  had  taken  them  from  me.  '  Think 
not,   continued  /,     that   your  taking  thefe 
Letters  from  me  fhall  hinder  my  Revenge,, 
for  either  Cloe  or  I  muft  Aiq  ^  I  will  never 
fuffer  you  to  be  in  the  Arms  of  any  i^ther, 
and  tho  you  jfled  with  her  to  the  furtheft 
Corner  of  the  World,  my  Injuries  would  car- 
ry me  tjiither,  and  no  Diftance  be  able  to  fe- 
cure  you  from  my  Revenge,  till  I  had  broke 
the  criminal  Love  between  you.'    Thefe 
Complaints   were  attended  with  fuch  Fury 
and  PafTion,  that  pitying  in  fome  meafure 
my  great  Afflidion,  and  fearing  the  Effe6ts 
of  it,  he  began  to  footh  me ;  he  embraced 
me,  l^ifs'd  me  with  a  Fervency,  at  leaft  well 
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diiTembled,    beg'd    my    Pardon    with  the 
greatell  Submiffion,   and  vowed  to  change 
his  way  of  living,    forfake  all  Converfation 
that  jfliould  give  me  any  Uneafinefs,  anci  in- 
violably keep  that  Faith  he  had    fo  often 
vowed  to  me,  and  as  he  acknowledged,  I 
fo  well  deferv'd.     ^  I  rauft  own,  my  dear 
Lncinda,  faidhej    that   I  could  be  no  lefs 
than  perfedly  blind  and  (lupid  when  I  pre- 
fer'd  doe's  Beauty  to  yours ;  neither  was 
there  any  thing  in  her  Manner  and  Beha- 
viour capable  of  engaging  any  one  in  his 
Sehfes,    who  had  the  pofleiTion  of  you.v 
I  can  attribute  it  to  no  other  Caufe  but 
Witchcraft,    nothing  lefs  could  make  me 
guilty  of  fo  much  Folly,  fo  unaccountable- 
an  Adion,  as  ungeneroufly  to  forfake  you 
for  fo  undeferving  a  Creature  :  but  I  thank 
the  Powers  above  for  difcovering  our  in- 
tended Flight,  the  Thoughts  of  it  amaze 
me  I  but  forgive  me,  my  dear,  my  charm-^ 
ing  Lncinda  ;   I  am  convinced  of  my  Weak- 
nefs,  dry  up  thofe  affliding  Tears,  forget 
w^hat's  pafs'd,  receive  me  into  thofe  wel- 
come Arms,  I  Hiali  know  for  the  future 
how  to  efleem   that  Happinefs^    and  be 
aflured  that  for  the  time  to  come  you  fhall 
have  no  Reafon  to  complain  of  any  of  my 
Adions.' 

Who  of  all  our  tender  Sex  could  be 
proof  againfl:  fuch  Promifes,  and  infinuating 
Expreflions  ?  My  Heart  had  not  power  to 
refift,    and  perfuaded  that  what  he  fpoke 

came 
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€ame  from  the  fincerity  of  his  Heart,  I  quick- 
ly confeiited  to  a  Reconciliation  I  fo  much 
defired ;  and  my  Eyes,  long  accuflom'd  to 
Tears  of  Grief,  could  fcarce  now  forbear  pay- 
ing that  Tribute  to  Joy.     I  embraced  him, 
gave  him  a  thoufand  KiiTes^  fwore  an  utter 
Oblivion  of  all  the  Injuries  he  had  done  me; 
whilft  he  reiterated  all  his  Proteftations  and 
Vows  of  a  fincere  Repentance,  and  an  un- 
molefled  PoilefHon  of  his  Heart  to  the  end 
of  the  World.     Excefs  of  Joy  appeared  re- 
ciprocally in  all  our  Airs  and  Adions,  and 
we  feemed    to  enter   into  a  new  State  of 
Happinefs  more  tranfcendent  than  what  we 
enjoyed  at  our  firfl  Union.     But  alas !  it  is 
not  our  Lot  to  have  a  long  and  intire  Feli- 
city in  this  World !    I  to'o  foon  difcovered 
by  his  Indifference  that  the  Diftemper  was 
not  abfolutely  curM,  this  encreafed  my  Suf- 
picions  and  Jealoufies  ,•  I  contriv'd  to  have 
him  dogg'd,    and  found  that  the  faithlefs 
Creature  often  went  to  doe's,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  Promifes  he  made  me. to  the  contrary. 
I  was  unwilling  to  give  Faith  to  my  In- 
former, w^ithout  being  a  Witnefs  of  it  my 
felf;  I  therefore  ^put  on  a  DKguifG  that  I 
might  not  be  known,  and  went  to  the  Door 
of  Cloe's  Houfe  :    It  was  in  the  Month  of 
February,    the    Weather  rigoroufly  cold,    I 
had  waited  there  two  Hours  in  expe<fiation 
of  him  ;  the  feverity  of  the  Weather  made 
me  tremble  like  an  Afpin-Leaf,  when  Lewis, 
who  came,   feeing  me  in  that  Condition, 

taking 
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taking  me  for  a  poor  Woman  in  want,  gave 
me  Aims,  and  bid  me  go  home  and  buy  fome 
Wood  to  warm  me,-  I  returned  him  Thanks, 
the  jfliaking  of  my  Teeth  with  Cold  altering 
my  Voice  alTifled  my  Difgiiife,-  I  found  there 
was  too  much  Truth  in  what  I  had  been  in- 
formed, and  returned  home  very  uneafy. 

I  pafs'd  two  Months  without  taking  notice 
to  my  Spoufe  cf  what  I  had  difcovered  ,* 
when  one  day,  after  he  was  gone  out,  as 
I  fuppofe,  to  fee  his  Miftrefs,  an  elderly 
Woman,  decently  and  gravely  dreft,  came 
to  ask  for  me  ;  I  met  her  in  the  firft  Apart- 
ment, but  /lie  defired  to  fpeak  with  me  in 
private  :  1  carried  her  up  into  my  Chamber, 
■where,  after  we  had  difcourfed  of  feveral 
Subjeds,  liie  exprefs^d  her  felf  in  this  man- 
ner.   *  Madam,  I  hope  you  will  not  take 

*  it  amifs,  that  at  the  Defire  and  Intreaties 

*  of  a  Gentleman,  I  have  prefumed  to  wait 

*  upon  you  ,•  the  poor  Condition  you  fee  me 

*  in,  may  ferve  for  an  Excufe,  being  oblig'd 

*  to  do  any  thing  almofl  for  a  Subfiftence  • 
^  and  Livelihood  in  an  honefl  way :  I  am  per- 

*  fuaded  that  the  Gentleman  is  too  honoura- 

*  ble  to  require  any  thing  of  you  but  what 

*  Decency  and  good  Breeding  allows  *  — — 
I  had  not  Patience  to  hear  more,  and  defired 
fhe  would  tell  me  quickly  what  fhe  had  to 
fay  to  me ;  at  this,  fhe  took  a  Billet  out  of 
her  Pocket,  and  prefented  it  to  me,  the  Con- 
tents were  to  this  purpofe. 
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TXOuklefs^  Madam,  you  will  think  it  flrange 
that  one  who  never  had  the  Happinefs  oj your 
Acquaint ancey  jhould  prefume  to  fend  you  a  Let* 
ter  -y  hut  if  you  could  fee  to  the  Bottom  of  my 
Hearty  you  would foon  know  the  indifpenfable  Ne- 
lefjlty.  I  have  ojten  endeavoured  to  check  my 
growing  Pa  (pen,  hut  your  Charms  are  too  power fuly 
and  I  find  refiftance  ineffeBual:  I  know  with 
ivhat  Caution  we  are  obliged  to  aBy  where  a  La- 
dy's Honour  is  concern  d-,  I  dejlre  net  any  thing 
that  may  be  injurious  to  that.  All  that  I  beg  isy 
that  you  will  permit  me  to  love  you,  and  to  ac*^ 
knowledge  my  felfy    Madam,

When  I  had  read  the  Letter,  I  enquired 
of  the  Woman  who  this  Don  Antonio  was ; 
file  told  me  a  Spanijh  Gentleman  that  had 
long  refided  at  this  Court,  of  great  Qiiah'ty 
and  Fortune;  that  he  had  always  liv'd  with 
Grandeur,  and  was  accounted  a  generous 
Perfo^,,  and  of  untainted  Honour  and  Re- 
putation ;  defcribed  his  Perfon,  Shape  and 
Habit.  I  told  her  fhe  might  ii  fhe  pleafed 
carry  him  back  his  Letter,  and  defire  him 
not  to  givQ  himfelf  any  farther  Trouble  of 
this  kind,  fince  it  would  be  to  no  purpofe ; 
and  I  fhould  be  obliged  to  acquaint  my  Huf- 
¥>  band, 
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band,  to  put  a  flop  to  his  Importunity;  that 
I  forgave  him  this  Fault,  becaufe  it  was  the 
firft,  but  that  I  could  not  anfwer  for  the 
Event,  iliould  he  continue  to  trouble  me 
again.  She  begged  of  me  not  to  return  the 
Letter,  and  excufed  her  felf  from  receiving 
it  ,•  that  if  I  would  not  be  fo  obliging  to  an- 
fwer it,  fhe  implored  me  not  to  offer  him  the 
Affront  to  fend  it  back,  believing  by  his 
Expreffions  that  he  aimed  at  no  more  than 
what  was  within  the  bounds  of  Honour  to 
grant,  and  what  fhould  not  in  the  leaft  vio- 
late the  Duty  I  owed  my  Husband.  In  £ne, 
fhQ  urged  fo  many  Reafons,  and  play'd  her 
Part  fo  well,  that  not  without  Reludancy 
I  retained  the  Letter. 

I  faw  the  next  Day  a  Gentleman  pafs  by  my 
Balcony,  followed  by  two  Servants ;  he  was 
drefs'd  after  the  fame  manner  fhe  had  before 
defcribed,  and  I  doubted  not  but  it  was  Don 
Antonio,  efpecially  when  I  faw  him  make  a 
low  Obeyfance.     My  Heart  trembled  at 
this    Adventure,     I  knew  nothing  of  the 
manner  of  Courtfhip  the  Spanifi  Dons  ufed 
to  pay  to  the  married  Ladies.     Lobferved 
him  attentively,  and  thol  found  no  Difpo- 
fition  in  me  to  love  him,   I  muft  own  his 
Perfon  was  not  ungrateful  to  me;  he  feemed 
to  be  about  thirty,  and  his  Habit  and  Equi- 
page ibewM  him  to  be  of  no  mean  Rank. 
Don  Antonio  continued  thus  to  pafs  by  my 
Balcony  every  day,  for  at  leaft  a  Fortnight, 
without  making  any  other  Advances  to  gain 

my 
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my^  Love.  This  time  expired,  the  Woman 
who  brought  me  the  firfl  Letter,  came  with 
a  fecond,  accompanied  with  a  Prefent  of 
great  Value ;  which  was  a  large  Cupid  of 
Gold,  drawing  his  Bow  fet  with  Diamonds, 
the  String  was  a  String  of  Pearls,  and  the 
fparkling  Eyes  of  Cupid  were  reprefented 
by  two  large  Briilants.  I  muft  confefs  I  was 
perfedly  dazzled  with  the  Splendor  of  this 
rich  Prefent;  but  I  durfl  not  accept  it,  left 
it  fliould  come  to  my  Husband's  know- 
ledge, and  occalion  him  to  fufped  my  Ho- 
nefty.  Don  Antonio  in  his  Letter,  defired 
an  Opportunity  to  fpeak  with  me,  but  in  fa 
humble  and  obliging  a  manner,  tliat  I  could 
not  hate  a  Perfon  who  profeil'ed  to  love  me, 
and  gave  me  fuch  convincing  Proofs  of  his 
Pallion. 

I  told  the  old  Madam,  the  Reafons  that 
forbid  m.e  to  accept  his  Prefents,  that  I  was 
extremely  concerned  that  Don  Antonio  fliould 
take  fuch  Pains  and  Trouble  to  accompli/h 
what  my  Honour  would  never  permit  me  to 
grant;  that  I  advifed  him  to  place  his  Affec- 
tions upon  fome  Objed  more  deferving  of 
a  Perfon  of  his  Merits  and  Endowments  : 
and  I  defired  he  would  fend  me  no  more  Let- 
ters or  Prefents,  left  in  time  the  Confe- 
quence  might  be  fatal  to  me  if  not  to  us 
both. 

With  this  Anfwer,  (he  retured  very  mUcti 
concerned  that  I  would  not  [^nd  one  more 
i^greeable,  or  accept  of  the  Cavalier's  Pre- 
fent. 
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lent.  For  fix  Months  after  this,  the  Don 
frequently  fent  me  Letters,  begging  for  an 
Opportunity  to  fpeak  with  me.  I  was  ap- 
prehenfive  left  they  fhould  be  difcovered, 
and  prove  my  Ruin.  I  returned  him  no  An- 
fwerto  any,  but  muft  acknowledge  that  his 
Letters  did  not  difpleafe  me.  My  Husband 
continued  his  leud  way  of  living,  which 
abated  my  Inclinations  for  him,  and  was  the 
Reafon  I  difcovered  not  to  him  Doft  Amonio's 
Courtfhip.  He  was  fo  bewitch'd  to  Cloey 
that  it  took  up  all  his  Thoughts  and  Time  ; 
and  if  an  Accident  had  not  prevented  him, 
I  doubt  not  he  would  have  left  me,  and  fled 
away  with  her  to  Francey  according  to  the 
before  concerted  Defign. 

Fate  prevented  his  treacherous  Intentions, 
for  oneMorning  as  I  was  revolving  upon  my 
unhappy  Condition^  he  was  brought  home 
by  two  Men  followed  by  a  confufed  Mob. 
I  foon  knew  the  Occafion,  he  was  not  able 
to  fuftain  himfelf,  fo  difpirited  and  weak, 
that  his  Legs  were  unable  to  fupport  him; 
and  his  Face  fo  befmeared  and  covered  with 
Blood,  that  I  could  fcarce  know  him.  I 
caufed  him  to  be  immediately  put  into  Bed, 
and  fent  for  the  ableft  Surgeons  ,•  his  Wounds 
were  fearched,  and  judged  incurable,  and 
Quiet  and  Reft  was  the  onlyHopes  remained 
for  his  recovery.  No  fooner  were  the  Sur- 
geons gone  out  of  the  Houfe,  but  the  Mini- 
fiers  of  Juftice  came  in,  to  enquire  into  the 
Aftair,  and  the  Occafion  of  it.    My  Huf- 

band 
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band  was  obliged  to  fpeak,  and  in  this  weak 
Condition  acquainted  them  that  he  had 
pailed  the  laft  Night  at  a  Gentlewoman's 
HoLife  called  Cloe,  with  whom  he  had  kept 
a  Correfpondence  for  fome  time,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  Exhortations  and  Defires  of  his 
Wife  to  the  contrary  ;  that  he  had  unfortu- 
nately left  the  Key  in  his  Chamber-door, 
and  was  in  the  Morning  in  a  found  deep, 
when  he  found  himfelf  f]:ab*d  as  he  lay  in 
Bed ;  that  at  this  he  awakened  and  knew 
that  it  was  her  Brother  who  gave  him  this 
Treatment  for  the  Difhonour  he  had  done  to 
the  Family ;  that  he  had  often  waited  for  an 
Opportunity,  but  couJd  never  meet  with  any 
till  this  unhappy  Minute.  I  was  getting  out 
of  Bed,  /aid  he,  when  I  received  another 
Wound,  and  tho  I  took  my  Sword  to  defend 
iny  felf  from  further  Attempts,  the  Wounds 
and  Lofs  of  Blood  had  made  me  unable  to 
ftand,  and  I  fell  helplefs  upon  the  Floor.  He 
after  this^  gave  mefeveralfrefli  Wounds,  and 
fled  out  of  the  Houfe.  The  Trouble  of  ut- 
tering this  had  fo  abated  the  fmall  Spirits  and 
Force  remaining,  that  l^iu/V  fainted  away;  fo' 
that  for  fome  time  we  thought  him  dead. 
The  Miniftersof  Juftice  left  the  Houfe,  in. 
order  to  look  after  the  Criminal,  but  they 
could  never  difcover  what  was  become  either 
of  the  Sifter,  or  the  infatiable  Revenger. 
He  grew  weaker  every  Day,  no  Confulta- 
tion  or  Advice  for  his  Recovery  was  neg- 
lected; all  proved  unfuccefsful,  and  after  he 
C  had 
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had  prepared  himfelf  for  Death,  at  the  end 
of  five  Days  he  expired,  Enjoying  his  Senfes' 
to  the  laft,  repenting  of  his  ungrateful  ufage 
to  me.,  and  begging  my  forgivenefs  to  the 
lad  moment. 

His  laft  Behaviour  to  me  had  made  fuch 
imprefTion,  that  I  grieved  very  much  for  his 
Misfortune  ,•  I  wiflied  I  had  accompany'^d 
him  in  his  Death,  and  heartily  forgave  him- 
ail  the  injuries  he  had  done  me.  But,  as 
ill  fortune  feldom  comes  alone, .  this  was 
fucceeded  by  another  m.ore  afRiding,  which 
was  the  Lois  of  my  Son,  who  foon  follow  M 
his  Father.  Being  thus  deprived  of  all  my 
comfort,  the  little  Mony  remained  almoft 
wafted,  and  nothing  but  a  few  Jewels  left 
to  fupport  me,  my  condition  was  reduced 
to  that  extremity,  that  it  would  have  been 
impoiTible  for  me  to  bear,  had  not  Fortune 
provided  for  my  Relief.  When  Don  Anto- 
nio had  heard  of  my  Husband's  Death,  he 
not  only  continued,  but  renewed  his  Appli- 
cations with  greater  fervency:  It  is  not 
difficult  to  believe  that  I  had  now^  no  rea- 
fon  to  be  difpleas'd  at  his  CourtHiip,  the 
frequent  Prefents  he  made  me,  being  nei- 
ther unneceilary,  or  unacceptable  in  my  pre- 
fent  Circumftances.  I  neverthelefs  thought 
it  indecent  to  receive  addrefl'es  from  any 
other,  fo  foon  after  my  Husband's  Expira- 
tion ;  but  the  fervent  ScllicitationS',  and 
fervent  InterceiTion  he  made  to  me  prevailed 
fo  far,    that  I  promised   to  fee  him  in  my^ 

-    Houfe 
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Houfe  at  a   time  I  affignM.     Don    Antonio 
overjoyM,  came  accordingly  to  vifit  me  the 
Evening  appointed.     His   Satisfadion  was 
fo  great,  that  it  fcarcely  left  him  the  Power 
to  fpeak,   and  he  treated   me  with  all    the 
Refped  imaginable,  fuitable  to  the  Opini-. 
on  and  Character  I  had  of  him.     After  the 
firft  Compliments,    our  Converfation  tnrn'd. 
upon  variety  of  Subjects,  and  was  fo  agree- 
able to  us  both,  that  it  continued  to  Mid- 
night  before   we    parted.     His   Difcourfes 
appeared  to  me  fo    full    of   Wit  and  good 
Senfe,    and   his  Behaviour  fo  generous  and 
engaging,  that  my  Heart  began  to  have  no 
little  Atfedion  for  him.     Thefe  Converfati- 
ons  were  kept   fecret  for  two  Months,  to 
avoid  the    Cenfure  of  the   World,    for  re- 
ceiving Propofitions  of  Marriage  fo  foon  af- 
ter the  Lofs  of  my  Husband.     When  this 
time  was  expired,  my  new  Lover  made  ear- 
nefl  Sollicitations  to  me,  to  accompany  him 
into    Spain^    his  own    Country;    that  ouc^ 
Marriage    fliould    be    folemniz'd  when  we 
were  gone  from  this  Place   about  a  Day's 
Journey,  where  we   were  not  known  :    and  > 
in  confirmation   of   this  Promife,    he  pre- 
fented  me  with  a  Diamond  of  great  Price, 
and   under  the  Writing  to   this    efte6t,    he 
fubfcrib'd  his  Name  writ  in  his  own  Blood. 
I  could  not  refufe  my  Ccnfent,  which  made 
him  very  induftrious  to  provide  with  fpeed 
every    thing    nece(fary    for    our    Voyage. 
He  acquainted  me  that  the  Spa  ilarcis  -wore 
C  2  gene- 
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generally  fo  jealous  of  their  Wives,  that 
any  Gentleman  who  diould  allow  his  Con- 
fort  the  Freedom  they  permit  in  other  Coun- 
tries, or  give  them  even  the  Opportunity  to 
fpeak  with  any  other  Perfon,  would  be  de- 
fpisM  for  their  Folly  and  loofe  O Economy  ; 
and  therefore  that  I  might  not  be  puHilh'd 
with  this  required  Refervednefs,  or  hfe  cen* 
fur'd  for  his  Unwarinefs,  or  loofe  Conduct, 
he  deiired  I  would  accompany  him  in  this 
Voyage  drefs'd  in  Mens  Clothes ;  that  be- 
ing obliged  to  go  by  Sea,  this  would  yet 
be  the  more  requifite.  He  therefore  provi- 
ded for  me  a  Man's  Habit,  rich  and  fa/hi- 
onable,  with  all  things  fuitable.  The  Garb, 
I  fancy,  had  infpired  me  with  manly  Refo- 
lutions ;  I  had  no  timorous  Thoughts,  was 
refolved  at  lead  to  counterfeit  the  young 
Hero,  and  applied  my  felf  diligently  to  at- 
tain their  Airs.  My  Knees  at  firfl  knock'd 
too  clofe  together,  and  my  Gate  was  too 
mincing;  but  Cuftom  made  me  flep  more 
boldly,  and  in  a  little  time  I  could  ilrut  and 
cock  my  Hat  as  well  as  the  befl,  and  force 
out  a  neceffary  Oath  to  adorn  my  Difcourfe. 
Thus  equip'd,  I  embarked  wath  my  Spoufe. 
I  pafs*d  for  a  Relation  of  Don  Antonio,  and 
there  was  no  one  in  the  Ship  who  fufpe^led 
my  being  a  Cavalier.  When  the  Winds 
had  fweird  our  Sails,  and  our  Veflel  be- 
gan to  feud  away,  to  pafs  tl>e  time  more 
agreeably,  I  defired  Don  Antonio  to  divert 
OS  with  fome  Tale  of  Love,   of  wHkh  I 

^  knew 
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Imew  him  to  be  well  flor'd,  and  able  to 
deliver  it  to  us  to  the  greateft  advantage  : 
The  Captain  of  the  Veflel,  and  the  Compa- 
ny made  him  the  fame  requeft,  and  he  con- 
defcended  to  entertain  us  in  the  following 
manner.

Ji  N  Sar ago/a,  a  famous  City  m  Spain, 
R.i  M   ^^^  ^'^"^  inhabited  the  antient  Fa- 
lififMi   mily  of   the  Alvarez.,   the  moft  ef- 
tetr/d  both  for  their  Worth  and  large  Pof- 
fe'lions,  of    any  in  the  Kingdom  .of  Arragon, 
OF  this  Line  was  Don  Sehaflian,  one  of  the 
moft  afiable  and  moft   accomplifh'd   young 
Gentleman  in  that  Country.     He,  like  the 
reft  of  the  young  Noblemen,  fpent  his  time 
in  courting  variety  of  young  Ladies  ;  no  par- 
ticular Beauty  having  yet  the  Influence   to 
fix  his  inconftant   Heart,  he  made  an  equal 
application  to  all.     Gallantry  was  his  only 
Diverfion,  and  the  Nights   were  pafted  in 
Se'cnades,    f:ouring    about    in   Masks   and 
Difguifes,    according   to  the  cuftom  of  the 
Place.  . 

In  the  midft  of  this  Career   he  happened 
to  fee  a  young  Gentlewoman,  whofe  Beau- 
ty and  Behaviour  feemed  to    him   extraor- 
dinary. 
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diiiary.  He  was  fo  charmed  with  her  Ap- 
pearance, that  he  fell  defperately  m  love 
with  her.  He  followed  her  home  to  her 
Houfe,-  and  taking  particular  notice  of  it, 
that  he  might  not  forget  the  place,  he,  like 
other  Lovers,  emitted  not  to  pafs  often  eve- 
ry day  by  her  Window,  in  hopes  of  the

Without  you  it  is  impoffible  for 
me  to  \ivt;  'tis  you  that  make  my  Defliny, 
and  as  you  command  I  am  either  to  be  hap- 
py or  miferable.  Thefe  are  Affairs  too 
important  to  be  negleded,  and  I  hope  may 
prevail  with  you  as  an  Excufe  for  my  ta- 
king this  Method  to  acquaint  you  with  my 
Condition.  I  hope  you  will  be  more  fa- 
vourable to  this  Declaration,  than  you 
have  been  to  the  Letters  I  fent  you,  and

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^  travagant  rate/  His  Adions  were  fo  con- 
formable to  his  Expreflions,  and  accompa- 
nied with  fo  many  Sighs,  utter'd  in  fo  agree- 
able a  ftile,  that  no  one  who  heard  him 
could  doubt  of  the  Sincerity  of  his  Intenti- 
ons.    '  We  know  Don  Sebafliany  faid  Pantbea^ 

*  that  you  are  perfedly  Mafter  of  the  Art  of 

*  Perfwading;  yourPerfon,  as  well  as  your 

*  Behaviour,  are  framed  for  it,  and  many  of 
^  our  Sex  have  no  doubt  been  fenlibie  of  it 

*  to  their  Coft.     If  report  be  to  be  credited 

*  (you  will  excufe  me  the  freedom)  after 

*  the  rambling  Life    you  are  reported  to 

*  have  led,  they  mufl  be  ftupid  who  take  this 

*  Di/courfe  of  your's  for  any  other  than  Jeft 

*  and  Raillery  i  neither  think  it  Pride  or  Dif- 

*  dain    that  hinder'd   me  from    anfwering 

*  your  Letters,  the  Compliments  in  them 

*  were  much  beyond  what  I  deferved.  I 
^  muft  acknowledg  the  vanity  of  fuppofing 
'  myfelf  belov'd,  was  not  difpleafing  to  me. 

*  What  we  defire,  w^e  are  too  fubjed  to  be- 

*  lieve.  My  Weaknefs  was  not  yet  fo  great, 
'  as  to  condefcend  to  return  you  an  Aiifwer 

*  to  your  Letters.    To  have  given  Encou- 

*  ragement  to  a  Pallion  I  had  no  farther 
'  proof  of,  would  have  been  injurious  to  the 
'  Honour  and  Decency  of  our  Sex,  well 
'  knowing  how  little  you  Cavaliers  value  an 
^  eafy  Conqueft :  I  therefore  fummon'd  all 
^  my  Forces  to  refift  thefe  powerful  Attempts; 
'  and;,  Thanks  to  my  Stars,  I  ftill  poflefs, 
I  and    ever   fhall;,     Fortitude    and    Pru- 

C  5  '  dence 
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^  dence  fufficient  to  guard  me  from  thefe 
'  1  emptations,  tho  feconded  by  your  Pre- 
^  fence,  where  you  confirm  thofeProteflaci- 
''  ons  2nd  tender  Expreilions  you  have  fo  often 

*  made  ufe  of  in  my  favour.     But,  to  fliew 

*  you  that  my  Heart  is  not  capable  of  Ingra- 

*  titude,  upon  condition  tliat  what  you  re- 

*  quire  is  not  beyond  the  Bounds  of  Honour, 
*^  I  give  you  leave  to  love,  and  will  return  it 
^  with  a  virtue  us  and  honeftFriendfhip  :  yet 

*  be  ceruin,  that  whenever  you  move  in  the 

*  \ei:R  be  vend  thefe  Limits,  ycu  fhall  never 

*  fee  me  more;  and,  notw  ithftanding  the 
^  Dificrence  cf  our  Qiialities,  be  delpiied  as 
'  an  Invader  of  my  Honour,  and  an  Enemy 

*  that  only  aims  at  ruining  my  Reputation, 
*'  and  good  Name/  At  thefe  words  Pantheas 
Mother,  V  ho  had  overheard  this  Difcourfe, 
advanc'd  : '  Sir,/:/;V/yZ'6',theFolly  cfmyDaugh- 

*  ter,  and  the  M^amer  of  expreiTing  her  in- 

*  norent  Thoughts,  not  accuflom'd  to  enter- 

*  tain  Perfcns  of  your  Rank  and  Qtiality, 
*"  mud  appear  to  you  ridiculous.'  *  On  the 
*'  ccntrary,  Madam,    cryd  he^  when  I  came 

*  here  firfl:   I  thought  not  to    have  ftaid  a 

*  Moment,    bui    her   Difcou'fe  has  fuch  a 

*  Mixture  of  Wit  and  good  Senfe,  utter'd  in 

*  fo  obliging  a   manner,  that  it   h  I  think 

*  im.pofTble  for  me  to  go  :  Her  Expreflicns.^^ 

*  are  ficfh  Chains,    and  her  Words  gather 

*  new  Charms  and  Sweetnefs,  as  they  ccm.e 
'  out  of  her  prettyMauth.  Virtue  and  Beauty 
'  are  not  aiwavslink^'d  to  Q-isUty:  Yourpret- 
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^  ty  Daughter  poflefles  both,  and  tho  not  of 
^  Co  high  Degree,  of  fo  exalted  Birth,  a 
*  Cavalier  of  the  hfghefl  Rank  may  be  proud 
'  'of  her  Converfation,  when  adorn'd  with 
^  two  fiich  valuable  Jewels.' 

After  much  Difcourfe  of   this  kind  Don 
Sebaflian  took  his  leave  for  this  time.     He 
continued  his  Viiits  for  fourteen  or  fifteen 
Days,  in  hopes  of  accomplifliing  his  Intenti- 
ons; and  tho  he  was  well  born,  rich,  not 
unacceptable  to  the  Generality  of  the  La- 
dies,   and,    as  he  thought,    not   hated  by 
Panthea,    finding  that  he  laboured  in  vain, 
that  ail  his  Endeavours  were  to  no  purpofe, 
that  he  figh'd  without  any  hopes  of  the  Re-i 
turn  he  expeded  to  extinguiili  his  Flames, 
which  were  continually  encreafing,  he  re- 
(qWA  to  try  another  Courfe,  which  \vas  to 
fend  the  Mother  fix  thoufand  Crowns,  with  a 
farther  Promife  to  givQ  her  Daughter  aconfi- 
derable  Portion  when  /lie  Oiould  think  fit  to 
marry,  in  cafe  fhe  would  comply  and  gra- 
tify- his   paffionate  Defires.     The   Mother 
and  the   Daughter  were    both  incens'd   at 
this    Affront  i     They    abhor'd    the    being 
thought   fo   vile  and  mercenary  as  to  part 
with  that  Honour  for  a  little  dirty  Drofs^ 
which  had  been  fo  carefully  preferv'd  ;    they 
therefore  return'd   his    Letter  and    Prefent 
in  the  greateft  Difdain,  and  bid  the  Mef- 
fenger  tell  him,  that  he  mJght  keep  his  Mo- 
ney to  enfnare  fome  other  heedlefs  Ladies, 
but  that  The  was  too  fenfible  of  the  Va- 
lue 
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'  Kie  of  Honour  and  Virtue  to  be  taken  m  ^ 
iuch  weak  Toils. 

This  Repulfe  but  the  more  enflam'd  Don    ^ 
Sehaftian :  He  knew  not  what  to  do  ,  to  live    i 
without  her  was    impolTible:    he    refolved   ^ 
to   have    her  at  any  rate,  and  therefore, 
altho  there   was    a   great   Difference    be- 
tween the  Riches  and  the  Quality  of  the  Fa-    " 
milies,  }  et  her  Beauty,  her  Honour,  and  her/ 
Virtue,   had  rais'd   her  fo  much  above  ^d 
low  Stock  from  whence  fhe  proceeded,^>'tlTat 
he  flattered  himfelf  fhe  would  be  efteem'd  a 
Match  not  difequal  or  difefteem'd  by  the 
moft  elevated  Rank ;  he  therefore  concluded 
to  marry^her,  in  cafe  flie  would  give   her 
Confent,  and  to  this  end  making  her  a  Vi- 
fit,   '  Panthea,   faid  he,    I  know  not  if  you 

*  will  forgive  me  the  Attempts  I  have  made 

*  upon  your  Honour;  it  is  not  my  leafl  Joy 

*  that  I  have  found  you  able  to  refill  my 

*  Solicitations :    Your  Virtue,   join'd  with 

*  the  Charms  of  your  Beauty,  have  gain'd, 

*  my   lovely  Pantheay    the  Poifeflion   of  my 

*  Soul;  they  are  a  fufficient  portion  for  any 

*  one,  and  much  more  to  be  efteem'd,  than 

*  Qiiality  and  Riches  where  they  are  not. 

*  I  therefore  come  to  make  you  all  the  Re- 

*  paraticn  in  my  power,  to  fhew  my  Since- 

*  rity,    and  confirm  you  in  the  Opinion  of 

*  the  inviolable  Pa'fllon  I  have  for  you,  by 

*  oftering  you  my  Fortune  and  Peifon,   by 

*  becoming  your  Husband.     If  you  will  con- 

*  fent  to  it,  you  fhall  find  me  the  moll  faith- 

'  ful

:  *  fill  and  the  mod  loving  that  Nature  ever 

*  produc'd/     Thefe  Words  were  very  pleaf- 
ing  to  Panthea  :    ^  I  know  not.  Sir,  fays  Jhe, 

*  whether  this  is  a  new  Stratagem  to  in- 
'  vcigk  me  :  I  am  fenfible  of  the  Difference 

*  of  our  Conditions,  and  your  Condefcenfion 

*  in  it  may  well  countenance  my  Sufpici- 

*  ons;  but  if  what  you  fay  is  really  your 
•  *  Intention,  I  fhall  receive  the  Honour  you 

*^  will  do  me  with    all    Acknowledgments 

*  (jf^Gratitude,  and  endeavour  to  convince 

*  youby  my  Behaviour  that  a  Perfon  may 

*  be  happy,  tho  not  marry'd  to  one  of  an 

*  equal  Rank  and  Qaality.' 

In  confirmation  of  his  Promife,  Don  »SV- 
baftlm  prefented  her  with  a  Diamond-Ring, 
which,  after  two  or  three  Kiiles,  he  put 
upon  her  Finger,  defiring  her  that  the  Affair 
might  be  kept  fecret  till  he  had  acquainted 
his  Relations  with  it :  In  the  mean  time  fhe 
might  advertife  her  Mother  and  Brotherly 
of  his  Defign,  and  that  he  would  himfelf 
procure  a  Prieft  to  celebrate  their  Marriage. 
The  Ceremony  was  performed  the  next 
Morning,  in  the  prefeuce  of  her  Mother^ 
the  two  Brothers,  a  Servant-Maid  of  theirs^ 
and  a  trufly  Valet  who  belong^  to  Don 
Sebaftian,  The  whole  day  was  fpeot  in  Feaf- 
ting,  Merriment,  and  Joy,  at  Pantheas 
Marriage ;  the  Bridegroom  notwithftanding 
thought  it  an  Age  before  the  wifli'd-for 
Evening,  the  happy  Seafon  wherein  he  was 
to  reap  thofe  long'd-for  Joys  he  had- with 

fuch 
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fuch  indefatigable  labour  fo  ofccn  attempted, 
came.     Big  with  Expedation  he  halles  to 
Bed,  rifles  the  bridal  Treafure,  and  with 
repeated  Pangs  often  renews    the  amorons 
Chafe,    refolved  to  make   a  full    Repaft  of 
■what  he  had  fo   long  deiir'd :  Towards  the 
Morning  the  Fury  of  his  Appetite  abated, 
he  grew^  more  temperate,  and  began  to  think 
of  his  Intereft.     My  dear  Payithea^    [aid  hc^ 
I  think  my  felf  the  happieft  Creature  in  the 
World,    and  prefer   my  Panthea    before   all 
the  Treafure  of  the  Univerfe;  but  you  know% 
my   Dear,    that  we  muft  not   quite  negleft 
the  Management  of  our  Affairs,  which  re- 
quired that  this  Marriage  fhould  be  kept  a 
Secret  for  fome  time,  till  all  w^as  fettled  to 
my  Intentions:    that    till  then  I  fliall    be 
obh'g'd  to  lie  every   night  at   home  :    That 
it  was  more  his  Unhappinefs,  he  ailur'd  her 
than  it  could  be  her's,  and  delir'd   her  not 
to  take  it  amJfs,  fince  it  was  for  both  their 
Advantages  ;  that  he  would  viiit  her  every 
4ay,  and,   when  he  had  not  the  Satisfadion 
to  be  with  her,  /lie  fhould  be  the  Objed  of 
his  Thoughts  and  Wifhes  ;  that,  he  had  pro- 
vided for  her  a  Bill  of  a  thoufand  Crowns  to 
fupply    her  prefent   Occadons,    and  would 
take  care  to  furnidi  her  from  time  to  time 
\vkh  w  hatever  fhe  \vanted.    She  told  him  the 
Abf^nre  of  what  (he  (o  much  efleem'd,  muft 
needs  be  very  grievous  to  her  ;  that  her  on- 
ly Comfort  Vvcuid  be  to  think  it  contrary  to 
liis  Defires,  and  the  efied;  of  his  Prudence 

only. 
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only,  often  fo  great  an  enemy  to  Love; 
that  file  hop'd  /lie  had  the  fole  PoilefTion 
of  his  Heart,  and  in  that  View  was  very 
wiHing  to  fubmit  to  any  thing  he  fhould 
think  iit  to  command  j  that  fhe  fhould  every 
day  expect  him  with  Impatience,  and  deiir'd 
him  to  omit  no  Opportunity  that  would 
permit  him  to  come  with  convenience  to  her 
welcome  Arms.  In  this  amorous  State  they 
parted,  and  he  frequently  renewed  his  Viiits 
with  the  fame  Ardour  and  Inch'nation. 

Thefe  frequent  Vifics  were  taken  notice  of 
by  the  Neighbours,    who  began  to  cenfure 
the  young  Lady's  Condud  and  Deportment, 
and  refleded  upon  the  Mother  and  the  Bro- 
thers for  fuftering  fo  fcandalous  a  Corref- 
pondence,  to  the  prejudice  of  their  Sifter. 
They  lamented  that  a  young  Perfon,  who 
had    fo  carefully  preferv'd    her  Reputation 
and  Character  untainted  to  the  age  of  twen- 
ty, and  who  was  fo  efteem'd  forher  Virtue 
and  Behaviour,    Hiould   have  the  Weaknefs 
and  Unhappinefs,  to  be  entic'd  into  a  dif- 
honefl  Ccnverfation.     Pamhea  w^as  not   ig- 
norant of  thefe  Reports  ,•    but  knowing  her 
own  Innocence,    and  believing   fhe   fhould 
foon   have  an  opportunity  to  clear  her  Re- 
putation by  the  difcovery  of  her  Marriage, 
file  took  but  little  notice  cf  it.  She  neverthe- 
^ .  lefs  often  defir'd  her  Spoufe  to  take  her  home 
with  him,  to  avoid  the  Scandal  and  Calum- 
ny  which   the  Neiglibours  caft   upon  her; 
but  he   gave   her   fuch  foothing  Anfvvers, 

that 
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that  fhe  confented  rather  to  bear  the  Blame 
and  Cenfure  of  the  whole  World,  than  give 
him  the  leaft  occafion  for  Difpleafure  ,•  re- 
folv'd  to  facrifice  all  her  Adions  to  his  Con- 
tentment and  Satisfadion. 

The  Paflions  that  engage  Mankind,  efpe- 
cially   if  violent,    feldom    continue    long. 
'Twas  thus  with  Don  Sehafliany  the  Ardency 
of  his  Love  began  to  lefi'en,  he  often  look'd 
upon  his  Pantheay  and  found  not  in  her  thofe 
bewitching  Charms  he  ufed  to  think   her 
Miftrefs  of  ^  this  made  him  incline  to  Re- 
pentance for  his  unwary  Marriage.    In  his 
cooler  Refledions  he  thought  the  inequality 
of  the  Match  injurious  to  the  Honour  of 
his  Family,  that  it  would  be  to  his  Prejudice 
to  have  it  difcovered  ,•    and  therefore   ab- 
flained  from  vifiting  her  fo  frequently,  and 
only  at  thofe  times  when  his  inordinate  De- 
fires  prompted  him  to  it.     Thus  the  poor 
P  am  he  a  was  forfaken,  he  forgot  his  often  re- 
peated Vows  and  Promifes,  the  Duties  of  a 
married  State,  and  fell  into  his  old  Courfe 
of  living.     AmongO:  the  Variety  of  Ladies 
he  courted,  the  Daughter  o^  Signor  AIendoz.ay 
one  of  the  moft  antient  Families  inArragony 
fell  defperately  in  love  with  him  ;  they  be- 
ing both  rich,   and  of  equal  Qtiality,    the 
Relations  foon  agreed,    and  the  Marriage 
was  foon  folemnized  with  great  Pomp  and 
Splendor.     The  Confummation  being   pad, 
Don  Sehaftian  went  home  with  his  Wife  to 
her  Father's  Houfe  j  where^  whilft  the  Ho- 
ney- 
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iiey-moen  lafled,  like  other  Husbands,  he 
parted  his  time  in  Content  and  Satisfadion  : 
but  it  being  impoffible  that  this  News  could 
be  long  kept  from  the  knowledge  of  Panthea 
and  her  Relations,  fome  bufy  Body  or  other 
foon  acquainted  them  with  this  difmal  News ; 
no  Grief  could  be  more  exceilive  than  that  ^ 
w^hich  they  received  at  thefe  unhappy  Ti- 
dings ;  how  to  proceed  they  knew  not,  the 
Prieft  that  foiemnized  the  Marriage,  that 
tied  the  fatal  Knot,  was  unknown  to  them,' 
both  as  to  Perfon  and  Habitiation.  To 
commence  a  Procefs  againft  two  fuch  weal- 
thy and  powerful  Families,  afforded  a  verj^ 
uncertain  Prom ife  of  Succefs,  tho  a  certain 
and  inconceivable  Expence  attended  it  : 
That  it  would  be  the  moft  prudent  way  to 
be  quiet  for  fome  time,  the  better  to  confult 
what  means  was  to  be  taken,  the  moil  like- 
ly to  prevail,  and  remedy  their  fad  Condition* 
This  was  the  Refolution  of  the  Relations  ; 
Pantheas  Pain  and  Lamentation  was  more 
piercing.     ^  Oh  poor  unhappy  Panthea^  fa/d 

*  fie,  how  miferable  art  thou  grown,  thus 
^  bafely  us'd  by  thy  faithlefs,  thy  once  dear 

*  Sebaflian^  tied  by  thefacred  Bonds  of  Mar- 

*  riage  to  be  only  thine:  but  alas!    what 

*  Links,  what  Chains,  have  ftrength enough 

*  to  bind  infinuating,    falfe,    and   faithlefs 

*  Man!    Off  from  my  Head  ye  treacherous 

*  Locks :  thefe  Curls  help*d  to  contrive  my 

*  ruin,  to  enfnare  and  charm  the  Man  that 
!  has  undone  me ;  the  Poifou  is  turned  upon 
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my  felf,  and  I  alone  the  Sufferer,  down  on 
the  Ground,  and  twiil  your  felves  into  a 
fatal  Line,    to  end  the  wretched  Life  of 
pGor  Pambea.     If  there  be  a  Line,  a  fingle 
Feature,  in  this  once  admired  Face,  it  is 
a  Traytor,  a  Confpirator,  and  has  helped 
me  to  the  Wretch   that  has  uncone  me  ; 
with  thefe  Nails  I'll  Cilgy  and  bury  them 
in  the  bloody  Furrows  of  my  Cheeks,  as 
deep    as  the  Treachery   of    my  faithlefs 
Husband.'     She  was  thus  going  on,    her 
Hair  tore  off  from  her  Head,  her  Clothes 
in  pieces  on  the  Ground,  and  her  bleeding 
Face  Teamed  with  Scratches  ;  when  the  Mo- 
ther and  the  Brothers  forced  into  her  Cham- 
ber, to  give  her  all  the  Comfort  they  were 
able.     'I  his  melancholy  Sight  almoft  diftrac- 
ted  them, they  were  before  too  fenfibly  touch- 
ed at  the  Difgrace,  but  this  was  (till  more 
pointed  ;  and  what  could  be  more  afRiding 
than  to  fee  the  onl)  Comfort  they  enjoyed, 
thus  overwhelmed  with    Grief?     '  Oh  my 

*  dear  Child,  faid  Jhe,  ceafe  to  complain  ^ 

*  we  own  you  have  Reafon,  but  "'tis  not  in 

*  our  power  to  condud  our  Fates,  we  muft 
^  fubmit  to  what  the  Gods  decree,  and  fruit- 
'  lefs  are  our  Mournings  and  Complaints  ,* 
^  this  excels  of  Grief  is  baneful  to  your 
^  Health,  deftrudive  to  the  fair  Form  that 
^  Nature  gave    you,  and  breaks  into  thofe 

*  folid  Bounds  of  Prudence  you  have  hither- 
^  to  maintained.  Is  it  (o  great  a  Miracle  to 
[  find  a  faithlefs  Man  ?  Alas!  my  Child,  there 

^  are 
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are  Millions  in  your  Cafe;  you  are  not 
fingle  in  this  Misfortune,  the  very  Perfoii 
who  thinks  her  feif  fo  happy  in  the  FoUcf- 
fidn  of  him  has  more  Occaiion  to  com- 
plain, he  has  cheated  and  deluded  her, 
made  her  a  Proftitute,  and  rob'd  her  of 
her  Honour  by  a  Trick  ;  but  yours,  my  dear 
Pamhea,  is  fafe  and  fpotlefs,  delivered  by 
due  Form  of  Law  into  the  Hands  of  him 
your  firfl  PoiTeffor,  and  confecrated  by  a 
holy  Prieft :  Let  the  malicious  World  fay  as 
they  pleafe,  this  we  all  know,  thy  Mo- 
ther, Brothers,  and  thy  tender  Confcience 
can  teftify  the  Fad,  and  the  fole  Right  to 
him  is  only  yours.  A  time  will  come  I 
hope,  my  Dear,  when  we  /hall  be  able  to 
jniuFy  your  Caufe  in  fpite  of  all  his  Gran- 
deur, bring  him  rependng  to  your  Arms, 
and  ask  your  Pardon  with  a  true  Contri- 
tion ;  but  if  our  Right  is  to  be  fway'd  by 
Greatnefs,  there  are  thofe  in  Spain  that 
for  a  fmall  Reward  will  do  us  Juftice,  and 
revenge  our  Wrongs.'  '  Oh  pray  torment 
me  not,  Panthea  cryed,  you  add  new  Fuel 
to  my  Grief,  Sebaflinn  is  the  vileil:  Wretch 
of  all  Mankind,  bafe  and  unworthy  of  a 
kind  Thought  ,•  but  yet  he  is  my  Hus- 
band :  ril  bear  my  Wrongs  with  conjugal 
Obedience,  preferve  my  Innocence  with 
Patience,  keep  my  facred  Vows,  and  love 
the  Villain  to  the  laft.  Leave  me  to  grieve 
my  haplefs  Fate  alone,  I  am  too  mifera- 
ble  for  Con  verfation,  you  but  difturb  me  ; 

'  excufe 
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*  excufeme,  my  dear  Mother,  for  my  Affllc- 

*  tions  make  me  iincapable  of  knowing  what 

*  I  do  or  fay.'  Upon  this,  they  thought  it 
proper  to  leave  her,  ordering  the  Maid  w^ho 
was  prefent  at  the  Marriage,  to  flay  near 
at  hand,  and  to  watch  her  carefully,  left 
/lie  fliould  offer  fome  Violence  to  her  felf. 
After  /he  had  lamented  in  this  manner  for 
fome  time,  fhe  began  to  be  more  appeas'd, 
and  fometimes  w^oiild  enter  into  a  Converfa- 
tion  with  her  Maid  ;  the  Sub/ed  was  always 
the  Lofs  fhe  had  in  one  whom  fhe  loved  fo 
tenderly,  endeavouring  flill  to  fay  foraething 
in  his  excufe,  and  would  have  willingly  per- 
fuaded  her  felf  that  it  was  the  Force  of  his 
Relations,  rathipr  than  his  own  Inclinations, 
that  had  occafioned  this  ill  Treatments 
The  Servant  was  of  another  Opinion,  fhe 
thought  it  was  owing  to  his  wandring  Hu- 
mour and  ill  Morals  ,•  that  flie  could  never 
forget  fuch  an  Injury,  and  were  it  her  Cafe, 
whatever  might  be  the  Event,  no  lefs  than 
the  Sacrifice  of  his  Life  could  fatisfy  her 
Revenge. 

Thefe  Difcourfes  were  often  related  to 
the  Mother,  who  was  defiroiis  to  know  how 
her  Daughter  proceeded  in  herRefentments. 
She  was  furprized  at,  and  admired  her  for- 
giving Temper,  wondring  how  one  pro- 
ceeding from  Spanijl)  Parents,  could  be  en- 
dued with  fuch  Mildnefs  and  Godnefs  :  fhe 
thought  this  was  to  be  valued  in  it  felf;  but 
in  the  mean  time,  how  fhould  the  Honour  of 

tfeo 
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the  Houfe  be  falv'd  ?  If  whole  Families  have 
been  murdered  for  a  fingle  Look,  or  an  un- 
wary Adion,  what  would  they  think  of 
them  who  had  been  fo  notorioufly  and  pub- 
lickly  affronted,  without  making  a  fuitable 
Return  ?  This  made  it  necefl'ary  to  clear 
their  Reputation  to  the  World,  and  fliould 
fhe  want  one  to  revenge  the  Injuries  of  the 
Family,  Xlie  would  be  the  fatal  Inftru- 
ment  her  felf  rather  than  fuffer  this  Stain 
to  taint  and  blot  their  Fame.  When  flie 
faw  her  Daughter,  fhe  ufed  to  entertain 
her  with  fuch  Difcourfe  which  was  ungrate- 
ful to  her  Temper;  and  this  Difpute  be- 
twixt Forgivenefs  and  Revenge,  commonly 
ended  in  a  little  Qtiarrel.  The  Brothers 
and  the  Servant  were  of  the  fame  Inclina- 
tion with  the  Mother,-'  fo  that  there  was 
four  againft  one  in  this  Combate.  This  ten- 
der Creature  was  fo  conflantly  affaulted  eve- 
ry day  in  this  kind  of  Argument,  that  flie 
was  obliged  at  laft,  for  her  quiet,  to  give 
S  her  feeming  Confent  towards  the  Profecu- 
tion  of  their  bloody  Defign.  They  had 
agreed,  to  make  their  Revenge  more  noto- 
rious, that  Pamhea^  who  had  been  once  the 
Miftrefs  of  his  Heart,  fiiould  majie  ufe  of 
thofe  Engagements  that  ufed  to  allitreJiim 
to  his  Happinefs,  to  invite  him  to  his  fatal 
End  ,•  and  to  this  purpofe  they  defired,  that 
fhe  would  write  a  kind  Letter  to  him,  af- 
furing  him  of  her  Forgivenefs  of  what  was

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pail,  and  that  if  he  would  but  make  her  fome 
times  fo  happy  to  afford  her  his  Company, 
it  would  givG  her  a  Satisfadion,  without 
which  file  was  not  able  to  livQ  :  That  i(  he 
came  according  to  this  Invitation,  there 
fhould  be  two  Bravces  ready  to  receive  him 
at  the  end  of  the  Street,  and  givQ  him  an 
Entertainment  fuitableto  his  Deferts.  This 
treacherous  Behaviour  appeared  very  de- 
teflable  to  the  honourable  Pantheay  fhe 
would  rather  have  loft  her  Life  than  have 
confenred  to  it  :  but  reBedting  that  their 
cruel  Difpofition Would  by  fome  means  or 
other  revenge  themfelves  upon  this  Injurer, 
at  a  time  when  perhaps  file  knew  nothing  of 
it,  file  entred  into  their  Meafures,  and 
gave  her  feeming  Condefcenfion  in  the  fol- 
lovv'ing  Lines. 

y^HE  cruel  Injuries  you  have  lately  done  me, 
my  ^(?^A-  Sebaftian,  'are  not  fufficiem  to  blot 
the  Memory  of  you  out  of  ?ny- tender  Heart,  'The 
Refleclion  of  former  Joys  revive  in  my  Soul, 
and  I  ardently  vjijkfor  their  Continuance  :  Ihear^ 
tily  forgive  you,  upon  the  agreeable  Condition  that 
you  fee  me  often  ;.y  071  are  too  great  aTiSafure  to 
bepcffefi  by  one  alone,  and  'tis  a  Folly  to  think  to 
keep  that  to  onefelf  v:hich  is  the  Blejftng  of  the 
"ixhcle  Sex.  Fail  not  to  come  to  me  on  Tuefday  in 
the  Dusk  of  the  Evening,  lean  live  no  longer  with' 
cut  you,  the  Maid  fj all  be  reudy  as  ufualto  lefyou 
in  at  the  back  Door,  vuhere  you  fi all  find  a  lVel^\

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come  that  hill  convince  you  how  entirely  you  pjfefs 
the  Heart  and  Soul  of 

Tour  Panthea. 


This  Letter  was  approved,  /lie  carryed 
it  in  tQ  feal,  and  enclofing  in  it  another  ft  ill 
more  kind,  is  was  delivered  into  the  Maid's 
Hand  ;  who  had  Orders  to  give  it  with  all 
privacy  to  Don  Sehaflian  at  his  own  Houfe. 
In  the  mean  time  the  Bravoes   were  hired 
to  be  in   readinefs,    in  cafe  the  Stratagem 
fhould  take,  to  aflkult  and  murder  the  Don 
as  he  approached  the  Door.     Solemn  Pro- 
mifes  and  Engagements  had  paft,  and  every 
thing  was  provided  to  execute  the  Attempt. 
The    Maid  knocked  at    the  Don's  Door,' 
which  was  opened  by  a  Footman,  who  en- 
quired her  Bufinefs ;  file  told  hi.tn  fhe  mufl 
fpeak  with  his  Mafter,  for  it  was  on  fo  im- 
portant an  Affair,  that  jfiie  could  not  deliver;

He  had 
often  wiih'd  to  renew  this  Intrigue,  the 
Perfon  of  Panthea  appeared  charming  after 
this  refpite ;  and  he  (being  a  Lover  of  Va- 
riety) wanted  another  Amufement  to  pafs 
his  time  the  more  agreeably.  As  he  was 
returning  into  his  Houfe,  he  drew  forth  the 
Letter  to  have  the  Pleafure  of  reading  it 
again;  and  found  hisfurprize  had  made  him 
forget  to  read  the  enclofed,  .which  dafhed 
his  wanton  Hopes,  and  was  to  the  following 

Twas  obliged  to  'write  the  Letter  that  enclofed 
thiSy  upon  the  Command  of  my  Relations  % 
ijoho  contrived  it  to  revenge  the  Injuries  you  have 
done  us*  My  Heart  is  not  Jo  'warrm  to  invite  y 071 
to  my  defpi fed  Embraces,  nor  my  T^emferfo  cruel 
to  tempt  you  to  this  treacherous  Snare,  As  you 
'value  your  Life,  forbear  to  come,  for  near  the 
Houfe  will  be  placed  two  hi/d  Villains  to  difpatch 
you  upon  your  approach,  'Thus  I  take  care  to 
fave  that  Life  which  has  deflYoyed  ?mne  ^  but  if 
it  be  not  Love^  I  think  it  at  leaft  the  Duty  of 

Tour  faithful y  tho  abufed  TVfe. 


At  this  he  grew  penfive  and  thoughtful, 
the  Profped  of  the  Pleafures  he  propofed  to 
himfelf  were  vanifiied^  and  he  found  himfelf, 
m  Danger  of  paying  very  dear  for  thofe  he 

had 
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h^d  obtained  by  his  deceitful  Pradices.  He 
could  not  but  refled  upon  his  own  Bafenefs 
and  Perfidioufnefs,  and  it  iliock'd  him  ex- 
tremely to  have  his  Honour  fo  far  furpafs'd 
by  one  of  a  meaner  Extrad,  as  to  endea- 
vour generoully  to  proted  that  Life  which 
had  fo  inhumanly  treated  her.  This  revived 
the  covered  Embers  of  his  Love,  and  by  its 
kindly  warmth  hafaied  its  Growth  into  Va- 
lue and  Efteem.  He  began  to  loath  himfelf 
for  his  Treachery  to  her";  Oh  that  his  fickle 
Heart  in  view  of  Interell,  had  never  temp- 
ted him  to  this  fecond  Marriage !  He  wifhed 
athoufandtimes,  that  the  Contents  of  the  firll 
Letter  had  been  the  Senfeof  her  Heart,  and 
the  laft  the  Contrivance  only  of  her  Parents, 
to  break  the  continuance  of  the  Intrigue. 
Upon  this  he  reafoned  for  fome  time,  but  all 
the  Arguments  which  his  Defires  could  in- 
vent, were  too  weak  to  conclude  any  thing 
in  favour  of  his  Wifiies.

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Defigii  there  was  to  aflkilinate  him  the 
next  Evening,  when  he  fhould  go  to  fuch  a 
part  of  the  Town;  that  two  Perfons  had 
undertaken  to  perform  it,  that  he  was  re- 
folved  to  difcover  the  Villains,  and  the  Bot- 
tom of  the  Defign  ;  and  therefore  had 
pitch'd  upon  him  as  one  on  whom  he  could 
depend  :  That  having  this  Notice,  and 
being  well  armed,  both  oft'enfively  and  de- 
fenfively,  he  had  not  much  Occafion  to  fear ; 
for  at  feme  di (lance  there  fhould  be  two  or 
three  Servants  more  placed,  to  aflift  him  in 
cafe  of  Extremity  ,*  and  that  his  Reward 
fhould  be  proportionable  to  the  Danger  he 
underwent,  and  to  the  great  Service  it  would 
do  him. 

The  Servant  readily  obeyed  his  Mafter's 
Commands,  was  proud  of  the  Confidence 
he  put  him,  and  pleas'd  with  the  Hopes  of 
a  confiderable  Gratuity.  The  Evening  ap- 
proaching, he  puts  on  his  Mafter's  Coat  of 
Mail,  I  roof  againft  Sword  or  Dagger,  arms 
himfelf  with  his  long  Toledo,  and  its  Dag- 
ger behind  ;  and  left  any  of  thefe  fhould 
fail,  he  puts  a  Stilletto,  and  a  Pocket-piflol 
into  his  Pocket.  It  was  convenient  to  take  a 
dirk  Lanthorn  to  difcover  the  Faces  of  the 
Aflaffinators,  when  they  fhould  be  either 
taken  or  killed  ;  and  that  it  might  not  hinder 
his  Dagger- Hand  in  his  defence,  he  con- 
trived to  hang  it  to  one  of  the  Breaft-buttons 
of  his  Doublet.  This  Equipment  he  thought 
fufficient  for  his  Defence.     And  at  the  time 

appointed 
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appointed  he  thus  fally'd  out  ,•  at  fome  df- 
tance  follov  ed  his  Mafter,  wich  a  Servant 
or  two  who  knew  noching  of  the  Affair,  to 
fee  the  Event.  According  to  the  Letter, 
when  this  fingle  Perfon,  who  was  dreifed 
in  the  Clothes  Sebaflian  us'd  to  wear,  ap- 
proached the  Corner  of  the  Street,  he  was 
vigoroufly  affaulted  by  the  two  Villains  5 
their  Thrufts  were  all  to  no  purpofe,  the 
Coat  of  Mail  was  not  to  be  pierc'd  by  their 
Violence,  and  the  Servant  foon  laid  them 
bothdeadj  or  wounded,  at  his  Feet.  Don 
Sebaflian  was  now  fatisfy'd  of  the  reality  of 
the  Defign,  and  leaving  his  Servants  came 
up  to  view  their  Faces.  He  believ'd  them 
to  be  Pantheas  Brothers,  who  intended  to 
glut  their  Revenge,  and  repair  their  Injuries, 
by  this  Attempt,  and  this  provoked  his  Cu- 
riofity  ,•  but  he  found  it  otherwife,  and  im- 
mediately retired  home  with  his  Servants 
to  avoid  all  further  Enquiries.  > 

The  old  Woman,  who  heard  the  Buftlcj 
was  pleafed  with  the  Thoughts  of  her  pre- 
meditated Revenge,  not  doubting  of  the 
Succefs  j  but  when  (he  went  out  to  fee  the 
tragical  Effe<5i:,  fhe  was  very  much  difap- 
pointed  to  find  her  two  Villains  lie  wallow- 
ing in  their  own  Blood  upon  the  Ground, 
whilft  the  Object  of  her  Fury  was  gone  fafe 
away  :  and  what  yet  vexed  her  more  was, 
that  fhe  found  her  felf  obliged  to  treble  her 
Reward  to  thefe  Affaffinators,  to  prevent 
them  from  difcovering  who  had  hir'd  them 
D  ^  to 
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to  this  wicked  Attempt,  and  to  help  to  dif- 
charge  the  Expence  of  their  Cures,  if  any 
couldbe  obtained. 

Wh^n  /lie  came  back,  (he  repin'd  with 
her  Daughter  at  their  difappointcd  Defign, 
and  the  efcape  of  the  villanous  Wretch  who 
had  ruined  their- Reputation  j  but  all  the 
return  that  fhe  could  gain  from  the  good 
Panthea,  w^as,    *  How  rain  is  it    for  us  to 

*  pretend  to  givQ  Rules  to  Providence,  whofe 
Decrees  they  referve  in  their  own  Power  ? 

'  Whether  they  are  to  our  Happinefs  or  Mif- 

*  fortune,  it  is  our  Duty  to  fubmit  with  Pa- 

*  tience.      The   fucceeding  in    {o    black    a 

*  Crime  would  have    encreasM  our  Guilt, 

*  and  drawn  a  greater  Vengeance  on  our 
'  Heads.  Secure  and  guarded  by  our  In- 
'  nocence,  we  enjoy  the  pleafures  of  a  quiet 

*  Confcience,  and' wait  till  Fate  Hiall  pleafe 
'  to  change  our  Dccms^  and  givQ  us  unex- 

*  pedted   Happinefs.' 

In  the  mean  time  Don  Selaflian  w^as  re- 
turned home,-  the  Joy  of  having  efcaped  fo 
tragical  a  Scene,  fo  weH  concerted,  and  at- 
tended with  fucb  Probability  of  Succefs, 
and  the  being  indebted  for  his  Deliverance 
to  a  Fevfon  he  had  treated  fo  inhumanly,  and 
from  whom  he  wa?  fenfible  liC  merited  ano- 
ther Return,  occafioi^ed  various  Viciffitudes 
in  hi:  Mind.  He  abhorred  himfelf  for  his 
former  Ingratitude,  acknow led g^'d  that  this 
Adion  miift  proceed  fom  the  highefl  pitch 
of  Duty  and  Inclination  j    Her   Form,  her 

Beauty, 
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Beauty,  her  Behaviour,  were  far  beyond 
thofe  to  which  he  had  yielded  in  her  preju- 
dice. With  what  Excufes  could  he  palliate 
his  Bafenefs  ?  Or,  if  this  (liould  be  known 
and  publifhed  to  the  World,  the  general 
Cenfure  would  condemn  him  unworthy  of 
the  Honour  of  his  Anceftors,  to  part  with 
his  Probity  for  a  new  Face,  whofe  Charms 
a  fliort  tim.e  would  change  into  Indifference  ; 
whilfl  the  black  Stain  of  fo  \i\Q  an  Action 
would  endure  for  ever,  was  a  raili  unwary 
Bargain,  and  hateful  to  her  Memory. 

Thefe  kind  Thoughts  of  her  began  to  re- 
vive   the    glowing  Embers   of  his    form.er 
PaiTion  i  and  tho  he  had  no  Reafon  to  com- 
plain either  of  the  Perfbn  or  Deportment  of 
the  Lady,  with  whom  lie  v/as  at  prefent  eri-"- 
gaged,    he  wiilied  it  had  been   poiTible  to. 
have  untied  the  fatal  Knot ,  or  rather,  that 
he  had  never  been  (o  unlucky  to  have  con- 
fented  to  it :  But  this  was  to  no  pufpofe,  a 
patient  Submiffion  to  his  prefent  Fate  was 
neceflary,    and   a   Refoliition  to    bear   his 
Chains  contentedly,  till    Fortune  fhould  be 
pleafed  to  eafe  him.     He  refolved  to  caft  no 
more  Blots  of  this  kind  upon  his  Honour,  . 
but  to  live  up  to  the  Rules  of  Honefty,  and  . 
be  a  perfed  good  Husband  for  the  future.  - 
He  behaved  himifelf  with  all  the  Tendernefs 
-  imaginable,  w  hether  real  or  counterfeit  lean-.. - 
not  determine,   to  his  prefent  Lady;    and    . 
the.. Endearments  w^ere  fo  reciprocal,  that  a 
hapoier  Couple,    in  the  Eflimation  of  the 
D  3  .  World,  . 
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World,  were  not  to  be  found.  Nothing 
-was  wanting  to  compleat  the  Joy  of  the 
Parents,  but  the  BlefTmg  of  an  Heir  to  con- 
tinue the  Line.  The  Father  lived  not  to 
fee  his  Hopes  thus  gratified,  for  he  died  be- 
fore his  Daughter  had  been  married  nine 
Months. 

Sehafljan    was    now   fole   Patron   of  the 
Houfe,  at   liberty  to  do  what  he  pleafed, 
and  no  one  with  Authority   either  to  fpy 
into  or  controul  his  Adions.     This  altered 
not  his  Courage,    his  Repentance  was  fin- 
cere,  and  his  Refolutions  fixed  and  unalte- 
rable, heftill  proved  the  moflkind  and  loving 
Husband.      Fortune  feemed  to   be  pleafed 
with  his  Behaviour^    for  four  Months  had 
fcarcely  pafs'd  when  flie  broke  off  his  uneafy 
Chains,  by  diflblving  the  fecond  M  arriage, 
as  a  Reward  of  his  Perfeverance.  His  Spoufe 
had    inadvertently    taken    too    plentiful    a 
Draught  of  Lemonade  cooled  in  Ice,  when 
fhe  had  been  overheated  by  long  walking  in 
her    Garden   amongft    her    Orange-Trees, 
when  the  Sun  was  too  high  in  the  Horizon  : 
Th'S  threw  her  into  a  Fever,  and  in  a  few 
Days  file  ex^-ired.     He  was  now  Mafter  of 
all,   he  could  do  no  lefs  but  ^ntvQ  for  the 
Lofs.      He    had  enjoyed  the   Pofleffion   of 
a  charming  Woman,    who,    as  he  had  no 
Reafon  to  doubt,  loved  him  :  He  was  be- 
come Lord  of  a  great  Fortune,  abfolutely 
n  ow  at  his  own  difpofal.    But  alas !    upon 
what  Conditions  were  they  become  his  ?

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gard  to  his  own  Reputation,    (lie  would 
never  agree  to  any  thing  that  iliould  in  the 
lead:  fully  it ;  and  had  that  Value  for  her 
own,  to  chnfe  rather  to  live  unTiappy  and 
innocent,    than  to    brand  her  Virtue   by 
rendting  her  former   Marriage  doubtful ; 
but   if  his  Value  and  Efteem  for  her  was 
fo  great  as  to  remove  ail  Cenfure  from  her 
fpotlefs  Virtue,     and  acknowledge  thofe 
facred  Bands  which  had  fo  long  been  ce- 
lebrated bet%veen  them,  her  Honour  and 
her  Inch'nations  could  have  no  Pretence  to 
refufe  what  he  defired,  and  fhe   would  fly 
with  Pleafure  to  his  Arms,  the  fame  for- 
giving loving   Creature,    forgetful  of  all 
Wrongs,  and  banifli'from  her  Breaft  the 
unwelcome   Though.ts   that  fpoke  not  in 
his  Favour/     He  could  not   but  applaud 
her  nice  Tafte  of  Honour,  and  made  all  ne- 
ceiTary  Difpofals  to  falve  his  Reputation  in 
his  former  way  of  living,  and  make  as  am- 
ple Reparation  to  the  Injured,  as  was  polH- 
bie.     The  Family  he  had  laft  m.arried  into, 
w^as  almoftextinguifiiedj  he  therefore,  with 
great  Pains,  found  out  the  next  Heir,    who 
was  at   a  great  diftance  ^    upon  w^hom  he 
fettled  the  Inheritance  of  the  Eftate  that 
belonged  to  his  Anceftors,   and  was   given 
him  in  Marriage.

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O  N  Antmio  had  proceeded  thus  far 
in  his  btcry,  \\ hen  he  found  himfelf 
j"nicrrupted  by  the  unwelcome  fight 
of  a  Privateer  of  .B^^^^r)',  who  made 
all  his  Endeav  our  to  come  up  w  ith  us.  Our 
Ship  was  in  a  general  Conflernation,  for  we 
"W  ere  not  flrong  enough  to  engage  him  with 
any  Hopes  of  Succefs  neither  being  heavy 
laden  could  we  proptfe  great  Safety  from 
our  Flight.  We  neverthtkfs  ufed  all  Means 
to  mile  it  as  fwift  and  fj eedy  as  poffible. 
But  the  Wind  forbearing  to  fwell  our  Sails, 
there  happened  an  unlucky  Calm,  and  we 
-v^ere  cbliged  to  lie  flill.  The  Captain,  the 
other  Officers,  and  Den  Antonio  had  the 
Decks  cleared,  and  every  thing  difpofed  in 
order  to  give  the Barharians  a  warm  Recep- 
tion, refclving  to  defend  our  felves  to  the  laft 
drop  of  Blood.  We  had  but  fipc  Pieces  of 
Cannon  en  Bo;?rd,  and  thefe  we  managed  to 
the  greateft  Advantage,  returning  every 
Difcharge  the  Enemy  made  w  ith  one  of  our 
Broad- fides.  The  Engorgement  lafied  for 
fome  time,  and  it  was  difficult  to  determine 
whether  the  Attack  or  the  Defence  was  exe- 
cuted Y>  ith  the  greateft  Vigour  ;  the  Officers 
ran  from  Cide  to  fide  to  animate  the  Mari- 
ners, and  where  the  greateft  Danger  was, 
there  DonAracmo  w^^  always  prefent.  I  fol- 
lowed 
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lowed  him  from  place  to  place,  was  always 
next  to  him  5  and  I,  who  not  long  before  was 
ready  to  die  at  the  fight  of  a  naked  Sword, 
was  now  infpirM  with  undaunted  Courage, 
began  to  contemn  Death,  and  flight  the 
greateft  Danger:  of  fuch  power  is  Cuftom 
to  reconcile  us  to  the  greateft  Extremes, 
Fear  was  quite  bani/hM  from  my  Heart,  and 
no  one  who  had  been  a  witnefs  of  my  Beha- 
viour, would  have  fufpeded  me  for  any  other 
than  a  finifh'd  Hero. 

The  Corfair  feeing  we  were  refolv'd  to 
defend  our  felves  to  the  laft,  doubled  their 
Fury  and  Attack.    They  had  made  fo  many 
Shot  into  the  Body  of  our  Veffel,  that  fhe 
began  to  leak  confiderably ;  we  difcover^d 
where  (he  took  moft  Water,  and  with  our 
Diligence  ftop'd  her  Leak,  the  Captain  be- 
lieving  that   the  Barbarians  would  at  our 
brave  Defence  defpair  of  taking  us.    There 
might  have  been   fome   Grounds  for  this 
Conclufion,   had  not  an  unlucky  Accident 
happen'd  ,*  a  chance  Shot  brought  our  Main- 
Maft  by  the  board,  and  by  its  Fall  kill'd 
the  valiant  Captain^  and  five  of  the  bravefi^ . 
Sailors,  who  were  near  him.    This  Misfor- 
tune encreas^  the  general  Confternation  io  j 
the  Crew,  and  they  had  fcarcely  the  heart 
to  labour  fuiEciently  to  pump  out  the  Water 
the  Ship  received  at  her  Leaks,  but  weary 
and  difcouragM  were  inclined  to  fave  their-^ 
lives  in  Slavery  by  a  Surrender,  rather  hazard 
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an  hcnourable  Death  by  a  brave  and  refolute 
Defence. 

All  the  Pains  that  Don  Antonio  took  to  en- 
courage 'em  were  ufelefs;  they  threw  down 
their  Arms,  and  concluding  that  the  Ship 
would  fiiddenly  (ink,  and  no  other  Remedy 
in  View,  they  chofe  to  fubmit  to  the  mercy 
of  the  Barbarians^  rather  than  undergo  their 
certain  Fate  from  the  mercilefs  Waves.  Up* 
on  this,  crying  out  for  Quarter,  the  Priva- 
teer foon  boarded  us,  and  feveral  of  the 
Privateer's  Men  enter'd  our  Veffel.  The 
fingle  Refinance  of  Don  Antonio  would  have 
been  very  infignificant ,-  he  could  not  bear 
his  hard  Fate,  and  his  greateft  Anguiih  and 
Trouble  was^for  m^  who  was  always  by 
his  fide.  Thus  agitated,  he  was  going  to 
inock  his  own  Brains  out  againft  the  ^\dQ  of 
the  Ship,  when  we  found  our  felves  furround- 
cd  by  a  File  of  the  Privateers,  from  w  horn 
I  expeded  immediate  Death :  They  on  the 
contrary  offer'd  us  Qiiarter,  imagining  by 
our  rich  Clothes,  that  we  fhould  be  able  to 
^ivQ  a  good  Ranfom  for  our  Liberty,  could 
they  take  us  alive.  Don  Antonio  refused  to 
take  Quarter,  and  continued  to  defend  him- 
felf  fo  vigoroufiy  that  they  durfl  not  ap- 
proach him.  So  that  finding  it  impoffible 
to  take  him  alive,  the  Captain  of  the  Cor- 
fair  ordered  one  of  his  Ship  toflioot  him,  the 
^  eflel  filling  continually  with  Water,  and  a 
longer  Delay  being  dangerous.  According 
to  command  the  Sailor  fir^d  his  Musket, 

the 
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the  Shot  took  place,  and  the  brave  Aritomo 
fell  dead  at  my  Feet. 

Being  thus  deprivM  of  all  my  hopes  of  all 
the  Comfort  I  had,  I  refolv'd  to  revenge  my 
felf  of  the  Villain  who  had  given  him  hi$ 
Death,  arrd  rnnning  to  him  with  my  drawn 
Sword,  1  gave  him  a  cut  in  the  Shoulder,- 
and  as  I  was  going  to  renew  my  blow,  thofe 
who  were  behind  me,  feiz'd  me,  foon  refted 
the  Sword  from  my  too  feeble  Arm,  robbed 
me  of  the  Death  I  w^ifh'd  for,  and  made  m.e 
their  Prifoner.  The  Captain  foon  carry'd 
me  into  his  own  Yc^d,  when  they  had 
fcarcely  plunder'd  our  leaky  Veflel  be- 
fore I  faw  her  (ink.  I  was  immediately 
flrip'd  by  the  Captain*s  order,  and  glad  to 
put  on  one  of  his  Coats,  which  tho  it  fitted 
me  not  fo  well  as  I  wifli'd,  was  more  agree- 
able to  my  prefent  Condition. 

When  the  Barbarians  had  divided  the 
Plunder  they  found  in  our  Vefifel,  and  the 
Prifoners  were  fecur*d  under  a  Rrong  Guard, 
they  put  out  all  their  Sails,  and  made  the 
befl  of  their  way  for  Algiers,  where  we  ar- 
rived in  a  few  Days  ,•  from  thence  we  w  ere 
carryM  to  Conflantinople  to  be  fold.  My  only 
Confolation  was,  that  they  had  not  difco- 
ver'd  my  Sex,  being  more  w  illing  to  under- 
go any  Slavery  they  fhould  enjoin  me  as  a 
Man,  than  be  forcM  to  fubmit  my  felf  as  a 
Woman  to  their  libidinous  Defires. 

We  had  not  been  long  at  Conflantinople  be- 
fore we  were  carry'd  to  the  Place  they  call

Beftiflan,  that  is,  the  Market  where  they  fell 
their  Slaves,  as  we  do  our  Cattle  and  Horfes 
in  England,    There  were  many  that  demand- 
ed of  my  Conditions,    and  Ability  j  they 
made  me  leap  and  run,  to  fee  if  they  could 
find  any  Defefts  in  my  Limbs  j  but  the  Perfoii 
to  whofe  Lot  I  was  fallen,  putting  too  great 
a  value  upon  me  for  my  Youth  and  Figure,  fo 
much  beyond  the  others,  and  which  he  ima- 
gined  would    raife  my  Price,  it  was  long 
before  he    could  meet    with    a  Chapman. 
At  length  a  rich  Merchant,  who  was  pleas'd 
with  my    Perfon    and   Appearance,  offered 
him  four  hundred  Crowns  for  me ;  the  Market 
being  almoft  over,  and  fearing  he  fhould  not 
meet  with  fo  good  a  Chapman,   the  Bar- 
gain was  concluded,  and  I  was  to  be  deli- 
ver'd  to  the  Merchant  at  his  Houfe.     I  was 
accordingly  carryM  to  the  Merchant*s,  and 
the  Captain  received  the  Money  for  which 
I  was  purchafed.     Now  began  my  firft  ex- 
perience in  Slavery,  and  I  very  much  lament- 
ed my  unfortunate  Condition.     I  had  heard 
before  of  the  Hardfhips  and  Severities  thefe 
poor  Creatures  are  oblig'd  to  undergo,  and 
I  reprefented  to  my  Imagination  a  Scene  of 
the  greateft   Mifery^   but  my  Expedations 
were  a  little  relieved,  when  my  new  Patron 
carr}''d  me  into  his  Apartment,  fliev  ed  me 
the  feveral  Cabinets,  China,   and  Plate  in 
it,  ?nd  told  me  that  my  Office  fhould  be  to 
keep  this  Apartment,  and  what  was  in  it, 
nkdyy  neat^  and  clean ;  and  provided  I  ac- 
quitted 
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quitted  my  felf  well  in  this  Employment, 
he  would  expect  no  other  Service  of  any 
kind  from  me.  I  was  very  well  pleased 
with  my  light  Task,  and  bellev'd  I  had 
ftrength  enough  to  perform  it  to  his  Satif- 
feaion.  I  inftantly  apply 'd  my  felf  to  ex- 
ecute his  Commands,  and  he  was  pleas'd 
with  my  firft  endeavours.  The  Bell  rung  as 
a  Signal  to  call  us  to  our  Dinners,  and  I 
was  conduded  by  one  who  (as  1  underftood 
afterwards)  was  our  Cook  into  a  large  Por- 
tico or  Hall,  fapported  with  Pillars,  where 
the  Slaves  were  accuftom'd  to  eat.  But 
who  can  expre fs  the  Surprife  I  was  in,  and 
the  Trembling  that  feiz'd  me,  when  amongfl: 
the  Number  who  belong'd  to  my  Patron,  I 
found  Charles^  my  firft  Lover?  Neither  the 
Habit  with  which  he  was  clothed,  the 
Abatement  of  the  Sweetnefs  of  his  Counte- 
nance by  his  continual  Slavery,  or  the  long 
Beard  he  was  obliged  to  wear,  could  diC- 
guife  him  from  my  Knowledge.  If  my 
Aftonifhment  was  great,  kis  was  yet  more 
extraordinary^  for  I  found  his  Eyes  fix'd  up- 
on me,  and  Alterations  in  his  Face  that 
fbew'd  the  Confufion  of  his  Mind.  After 
fome  time  when  he  had  welcomed  me  into 
their  Society,  he  ask'd  me  of  what  Country 
I  was,  and  what  was  my  Name.  I  told  him 
my  Coimtry  was  Great-  Britam,  that  I  was  of 
the  Family  of  the  yohnfmsy  and  going  to 
Spain  upon  fome  atiaiis  of  Confequence  in 
the  Company  of  fome  Merchants,  we  had 

the 
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the  Misfortune  to  be  taken  by  the  Algerine^ 
who  plundered  us  of  all  we  had,  and  fold 
us  as  Slaves  at  the  next  publick  Market. 
This  was  what  I  thought  fit  to  fay  to  my 
Fellow-Slave,  to  difguife  my  Sex  from  him, 
and  to  confirm  the  reft  of  the  Slaves  who 
heard  our  Difcourfe,  in  that  Opinion,  it 
not  being  yet  a  convenient  time  to  difco- 
ver  my  Condition  to  him.  His  Eyes  were 
unm^oveably  fixM  upon  me  all  the  time  we 
were  at  Dinner^  and  being  now  time  to  re- 
frelli  our  felves  with  Repofe,  he  approach'd 
me,  '  I  wifh,  faid  he,  that  fince  Deftiny  had 

*  doom'd  you  to  Slavery,  that  you  had  been 
*■  fold  to  fome  other  Mafter;    for  when  I 

*  look  upon  you,    methinks  I  fee  that  en- 

*  gaging  Face,  that  has  been  the  fatal  Caufe 

*  of  all  my  Misfortunes  and  Mifery/  I 
could  return  him  no  Anfwer^  the  Overfeer, 
or  Perfon  whofe  duty  it  is  to  take  care  of 
the  Slaves,  coming  at  that  inftant,  order'd 
me  to  go  along  with  him.  He  conduced 
me  into  a  Chamber  next  my  Patron^'s,  and 
fhew^ins:  me  fc  me  Straw  in  a  corner  of  k^ 
that,  fays  he,  is  the  Place  where  you  are 
to  fleep  and  repofe  your  felf  I  bow'd  to 
him  in  return  of  Thanks,  but  Sleep  was  all 
that  Night  a  Stranger  to  my  Eyes^  the 
Thoughts  of  what  I  muft  fuffer  by  the  lofs 
of  Don  Anton'-o,  were  crowded  in  my  Ima- 
gination, and  left  no  room  for  reft,-  the  find- 
ing my  old  Lover  amongft  the  Slaves  g.ive 
me  fome  Confufion,  and  I  could  not  con- 
clude 
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dude  what  would  be  the  event  if  T  fhould 
chance  to  be  difcover'd.  In  variety  of 
Thoughts  of  this  kind  I  pafs'd  the  tedious 
Night  upon  my  Bed  of  Straw,  in  the  moil 
affliding  manner  imaginable.  When  the 
Morning  came,  my  Mafter  call'd  me  to  my 
daily  Task,  which  was  to  help  to  drefs  him, 
and  to  take  care  of  his  Apartment. 

I  was  concerned  that  I  could  not  under- 
fland  the  Difcourfe  that  pafs'd  amongft  my 
Fellow-flaves;  I  often  knew^  the  Meaning  of 
feveral  Words,  but  the  Senfe  of  the  w^hole 
was  hidden  from  me.  This,  with  the  Con- 
venience of  underftanding  the  Language, 
the  better  to  perform  w^hat  I  fliould  be 
enjoinM,  made  me  apply  my  felf  diligently 
to  learn  it.  When  I  confider'd  of  it  farther, 
I  found  it  a  Mixture  or  Gallimaufry  of  moft 
Languages,  Italian^  French^  Spanifi,  &c.  I 
foon  perfedly  underflood  it,  and  by  a  little 
Pradice  was  able  to  fpeak  it  as  well  as  the 
beft  of  'em,-  and  as  eafy  and  natural  to  me  it 
became  as  my  Mother-tongue.  I  was  oblig'd 
one  day  to  wait  upon  my  Mafter  to  his 
Gountry-Seat,  where  he  had  a  curious  and 
charming  Garden.  He  intended  I  Iliould 
root  up  fome  of  the  Weeds  that  had  mingled 
themfelves  amongft  his  fined  Flc  wers.  Here 
I  found  Charles^  who. was  emplo)  'd  in  tranf- 
planting  fome  Trees  which  his  Mafter  would 
have  remov'd,  to  make  an  agreeable  Shade  in 
a  part  of  the  Garden,  too  much  expofed  to 
the  Heat  of  the  Sun.    When  the  Patron  had 

given 
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given  \\'hat  Orders  he  thought  neceffary,  he 
return'd  to  the  Town,  and  left  me  alone 
with  my  Fcllow-flave  Charles,  My  firft 
Lover  thinking  the  opportunity  propitious, 
threw  down  his  Garden-Inftruments,  and 
embracing  me  in  his  Arms,  gave  me  a  thou- 
fand  furprizing  Kiffes.  '  Pardon  me,  my 
^  Fellow-Slave,  faid  he,  for  being  fo  imper- 

*  tinent  to  difturb  you  with  thefs  Teflimo- 

*  nies  of  my  Friendfhip ;  this  manner  of  Ad- 
^  drefs  I  know   is  not  cuftomary   amongft 

*  Men,  but  you  mull  excufe  me,  fince  eve- 

*  ry  time  I  look  upon  you,  I  have  a  fecret 

*  Inclination  that  makes  me  covet  you  in 
'  my  Arms,  fo  perfedly  does  your  Figure  re- 

*  prefent  the  moll  dear  and  faithlefsMiilrefs 
^  of  my  Heart.     And  thothe  Thoughts  of 

*  her  Perfidioufnefs  fhould  more  reasonably 
'  provoke  me  to  dcCpifQ  and  detefl  her,  to 

*  vilify  and   rail  at  her  undeferv'd  Behavi- 

*  our,  my  Heart  melrs  in  her  Favour,  my 

*  Language  foftens  in  her  Pra ife,  and  Ican- 

*  not  conceive  a  Thought  or  utter  a  Sylla- 
^  ble  in  her  Prejudice.  'Tis  natural  to  hate 
'  what  has  been  the  occafion  of  our  Ruin, 
^  but  my  Tendernefs  for  her,  my  Weaknefs  is 

*  fo  great,  to  my  fliame  I  own  it,  that  in  lieu 
^  of  detefting  her,  I  hav^  a  warm  Love  and 

*  fervent  PafTion  for  any  thing  that  bears  the 

*  leaft  refemblance  of  her.* 

At  the fe Words  the  Tears  trickled  from  the 
Eyes  of  my  poor  Fellow-fufferer.  I  have 
often  wonder*d  how  I  was  able  to  fupport 

my 
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my  Difguife,  and  not  join  with  him  in 
his  Complaints  and  Lamentations ;  but  when 
he  began  to  blame  me  for  my  PerfidioufnefSj 
I  was  the  moft  put  to  it,  and  could  hardly 
forbear  returning  him  an  Anfwer  in  my  vin- 
dication :  but  my  Prudence  was  fufficlent  to 
guard  me  from  fuch  a  Slip,  which  otherwife 
might  have  been  attended  with  a  train  of 
Inconveniencies.  When  the  firft  Shock  of 
this  Paflion  was  pafsM,  he  took  me  by  the 
Hand>  and  dtfii'd  me  to  come  and  fit  down 
by  him  upon  a  Bank  of  Camomile,  under  a 
Ihade  of  Orange-trees,  fo  thick  that  the 
Sun-beams  could  fcarcely  enter,  where  he 
chofe  me  as  a  Confident  to  unburden  his 
Breaft,  as  to  an  indifferent  Perfon,  of  what 
he  had  fuffer'd  for  his  fdir  and  faithlefs 
Miftrefs  from  the  beginning  of  their  firft 
Amours. 

The  famous  Town  of  London,  faid  he,  was 
the  Place  of  my  Birth,  where  my  Parents 
ftill  inhabit,  and  are  efteemM  the  richeft 
Merchants  of  that  place.  There  livM  over 
againft  us  a  Merchant  who  had  gathered 
great  Wealth  by  Traffick,-  he  had  only  one 
Daughter,  who,  as  it  was  generally  thought, 
would  be  Heir  to  all  his  Riches.  The  Fame 
of  this  and  the  Beautifulnefs  of  her  Perfon 
made  her  the  Admiration  of  the  whole 
Town :  I  had  two  Sifters  about  the  fame 
Age,-  and  receiving  by  chance  their  firft  Edu- 
cation at  the  fame  Boarding-School,  they 
contracted  an  acquaintance  and  intimacy  that 

conti- 
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continu'd  afer  they  came  home.  They  iis'd 
to  be  frequently  together,  and  this  afforded 
me  an  opportunity  of  beginning  an  acquaint- 
ance with  Lucmda  (the  name  of  the  only 
Daughter,-)  and  I  already  began  to  have  that 
innocent  AfFedion  for  her  -which  fuch  tender 
Years  were  capable  of  producing,  the  Seeds 
of  a  future  PaiTion  that  was  to  be  ripen'd 
by  time.  Neither  w^as  I  now  unhappy  ;  for 
the  fair  one  m.ade  me  an  equivalent  Return, 
and  we  were  fo  far  advanc'd  as  to  promife 
each  other  perpetual  Love  and  Affedion  : 
Our  Pailicns  encreas'd  with  our  Years,  and 
would  have  ended  no  doubt  to  both  our  Satif- 
fadions  in  a  happy  Marriage,  had  not  the  Fa- 
ther and  Motlier  of  LucmdaheQii  fo  exorbi- 
tantly covetous  of  F.iches  as  to  break  all  cur 
Meafures,  and  deftroy  our  Hopes.  The  flur 
one  gave  me  her  felf  an  Account  of  what 
was  the  Obflacle  to  our  Defires,  that  a  rich 
old  Fellow  call'd  Roderick  had  by  the  power 
of  his  Riches  fo  far  gain'd  the  good  liking 
of  her  Father  and  Mother,  that  they  had 
promifed  to  givG  him  their  Daughter  in 
Marriage;  that  in  vain  fhe  opposM  thefe 
Refolutions^  the  paternal  Commands  were  too 
pofitive  to  bedifobey'd,  and  all  the  Confo- 
lation  fhe  was  able  to  obtain  Vvas  the  Ref- 
pite  of  eight  Days  to  fix  her  Refolutions, 
to  comply  with  what  was  fo  rigoroufly  com- 
manded. In  this  time  fhe  acquainted  me 
with  the  great  averfion  fhe  had  to  be  mar- 
ry'd  to  this  Dotard,  how  oificiouily  flie  was 

teazM 
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teaz'd  to  yield,  to  her  continual  Vexation 
and  Difcontent  (the  opportunity  we  had  of 
meeting  by  means  of  the  back  Gate  of  the 
Garden,  when  the  Servants  were  in  E^dy 
brought  this  to  my  Knowledge.)  This  un- 
welcome News  fo  much  abided  me,  that  I 
was  even  ready  to  terminate  my  Misfortune 
by  ending  my  own  Life,  fince  nothing  could 
be  more  grievous  to  me,  than  to  fee  my 
charming  Miflrefs  in  the  poffellion  of  ano- 
ther. But  not  to  trouble  you  with  num- 
berlefs  Circumflances,  we  refelved  to  take 
with  us  what  we  could  conveniently  carry, 
and  f]y  from  our  Relations,  to  compleat  our 
Marriage  in  fome  other  Place,  and  to  re- 
main there  till  our  Friends  had  reconcile  us 
to  our  Parents.  The  Day  was  appointed  to 
make  our  Efcape,  the  Place  ailign'd,  snd 
the  Manner  agreed  upon,  that  Lucinda  with 
her  Servant,  who  was  her  Confident  in  this 
Affair,  was  to  meet  me  at  the  Water-fide, 
where  I  w^as  to  provide  a  Boat  to  receive 
her.  I  was  punctual  to  the  Allignation,  and 
every  thing  was  provided  to  put  our  defign  in 
execution:  but,  alas!  lon^  did  I  exped  her 
there  in  vain  -,  and  I  pafs^'d  the  whole  tedi- 
ous Night  in  the  moll  exquifite  Torments 
between  Hope  and  Defpair.  T doubted  not. 
but  her  Father  had  difcover'd  our  Intentions, 
and  had  been  the  occafion  of  my  Difap- 
pointinent,  for  I  could  not  fufped  the  Per- 
fldioufnefs  cf  my  Ludnda^  who  had  %\v^Vi 
me  fuch  Proofs  of  her  Afiections  by  difro- 

vering 
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vering  to  me  the  Defign  of  marrying  her  to 
another,  and  had  thus  kindly  contriv'd  and 
agreed  with  me  how  to  prevent  it.  But  by 
fad  experience  I  quickly  fuund  that  the  Pro- 
mifes  and  Vows  of  frail  Woman  are  not  to 
be  depended  upon. 

In  this  condition  I  remained  the  whole 
night ;  in  the  morning  I  went  to  a  Friend's 
Houfe  in  the  Town,  fome  diilance  from  my 
Father's;  Ifent  Spies  about  to  get  intelli- 
gence of  what  had  pafs'd  in  the  Family 
where  Luanda  liv'd.     I  was  foon  informed 
that  the  whole  Houfe  was  in  great  Confufi- 
on  upon  the  miffing  of  Luanda,  not  know- 
ing what  was  become   or  where   to   find 
either  her  or  her  Maid-fervant,   that  her 
Father  and  Mother  were  in  the  utmoft  def- 
pair,    and    had    fent    Men    with    Horfes 
and  Meffengers  to  every  Part,  in  fearch  af- 
ter her,  with  Affurances  of  great  Rewards 
to  thofe  who  fhould  firft  difcover  her.   This 
News  encreas'd  my  Grief,  and  wounded  me 
a-frefh.     I  refleded  upon  the  Demonftration 
of  Love  which  I  had  always  received  from 
Luanda;  but  on  the  other  fide  I  could  reafon- 
ably  conclude  no  other  than  that  fhe  had  fome 
fecret  Lover  whom  fhe  preferred  before  me, 
and  was  fled  away  with  him.     I  blam'd  her 
Infidelity,  and  wonder'd  to  what  purpofe  fhe 
fhould  take  fuch  pains   to  deceive  me.     I 
labour'd  with  the  Hiarpeft  Pangs  of  Pain, 
and  was  tore  to  pieces  with  the  Inquietude 
of  my  Thoughts  ,•  but,  finding  this  ferv'd  on- 
ly 
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ty  to  increafe  my  Afflidions,  I  refolr'd  to 
return  home,  that  I  might  not  be  fufpeded 
for  the  Perfon  who  had  fled  away  with  Lucin- 
da, whom  I  now  really  believed  in  the  Arms 
of  another  Lover.    I  had  told  my  Relations 
that  an  Affair  of  Confequence  required  me  to 
be  in  the  Country  for  four  or  five  Days,  and 
they  were  furprizM  to  fee  me  return  fo  foon, 
efpecially  when  they  perceiv'd  in  my  face 
fome  tokens  of  Melancholy,   the  occafion 
whereof  I  w^ould  not  upon  their  Demands 
difcover  to  'em.     The  Meffengers  who  were 
fent  in  fearch  of  Lucinda,  were  returned  with- 
out being  able  to  make  the  leaft  difcovery  of 
which  way  fhe  had  taken,  or  with  whom  fhe 
was  gone.    My  Melancholy  and  Defpair 
increasM  ;  no  Diverfion  or  Variety  of  Com- 
pany could  afford  me  the  leafl  Satisfadtion, 
and  therefore  I  refolv'd  to  end  my  Grief  by 
feeking  an  honourable  Death  in  the  Wars 
that  were  then  depending  between  Holland 
and  Great- Britain,    I  enter'd  my  felf  a  Vo- 
lunteer on  board  one  of  the  largefl  Frigats 
in  the  Fleet,  where,  by  my  undaunted  Cou- 
rage and  defperate  Behaviour,  pufh'd  on  by 
my  defire  of  Death,  I  perform'd  fiich  daring 
Adions,    that  not  undefervedly  I   was  ac- 
counted one  of  the  floutefl:  young  Fellows  in 
that  dreadful  Navy :  But  a  Peace  foon  enfu- 
ing,  with  this  acquir'd  Applaufe  I  return'd 
to  my  Relations,   who  being  pleas'd  with 
the  reputation  of  my  Charader,  received  me 
with  unfpeakabie  Joy.     They  enjoy'd  not 


long 
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long  my  Compaay,  Lucinda  ftill  continued 
the  conftant  Subject  of  my  Thoughts  ,•  for 
her  I  went  to  die,  and  thought  my  felf  un- 
happy in  the  Difappoiutment  ,•  my  Heart 
■was  never  at  eafe,  the  Idea  of  my  Lofs 
troubled  my  Soul^  and  'twas  impolTible  to 
live  without  her.  I  therefore  refolved  to  end 
my  wretched  Life  in  fome  honourable  way  ; 
and  fince  the  Danger  of  the  Fleet  had  crofs'd 
my  Hopes,  I  was  refolved  to  fee  i£  the  Ha- 
zard of  the  Camp  would  be  more  profperous 
to  my  ¥/ifhes.  And  there  being  Wars  in 
"Turkey y  I  intended  for  i\\q  Chriflian  Camp, 
in  hopes  that  fome  keen  Scimiter  might  in 
fome  A6lion  cut  ofi'  my  Miferies  w  ith  my 
wretched  Life. 

To  this  intent,  I  went  a  Paffenger  in  the 
fxrft  Venetian  Ship  that  failed,  in  order  to 
profecute  my  Defign  ;  but  Fortune  who  had 
not  yet  paid  me  ail  the  Store  of  Mifery  ilie 
ow^ed  me,  threw  us  into  the  hands  of  a  T'ur- 
ki(l)  Rover,  before  we  reached  our  intended 
Fort.  We  had  a  brisk  Gale,  but  our  Yeflel 
was  afluggi/li  Sailer;  on  the  contrary,  the 
Rover  had  been  lately  careen'd,  built  for 
fpeed;  and  having  all  her  Sails  out,  made 
fuch  way  that  Hie  could  overtake  us  when 
ilie  pleafcd.  Vv^e  were  but  forty  Hnnds  \\\ 
our  Ship,  our  Condition  was  defperate, 
^twas  to  little  purpofe  to  refill:,  there  w^asno 
Hopes  of  efcape,  and  Fear  had  difanimated 
the  whole  Crew  :  I  was  the  only  undaunted 
Perfon  ;   for  iince  Death   w'as  the  Boon  I> 

fought. 
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fought,  it  was  indifferent  to  me  in  what 
manner  it  fhould  happen.  Our  Captain,  the 
he  faw  this  difparity  of  Force,  and  the  vain 
Expedation  of  Siiccefs  from  his  Defence, 
was  obliged  in  Honour  to  make  fome  Re- 
fiftance,  and  therefore  all  was  prepared  for 
an  Engagement.  He  encouraged  his  Sailors, 
and  told  them  how  much  better  it  was  to 
die  an  honourable  Death,  than  tame- 
ly fubmit  to  inglorious  Slavery,  and  lead  a 
miferable  Life  among  Heatbem  and  Barba- 
rians. We  had  engaged  for  four  Hours  be-^ 
fore  the  Rovers  could  boaft  of  any  great  Ad- 
vantage,- when,  by  a  Broadfide  of  Car- 
tridge-Shot, they  made  a  great  Havock  of 
our  Sailers  who  were  upon  the  Deck,  and 
we  found  that  our  number  of  Fighting-men 
was  decreas'd  to  fixteen ;  this  was  a  Prefage 
of  our  approaching  Ruin,  we  were  now 
unable  to  defend  our  felves,  the  Rover 
boarded  us  with  a  Number  of  his  Men,  be- 
came Mafters  of  our  Deck,  and  we  were 
compel'd  to  retire  into  the  Gangway  of  the 
Quarter-deck  ;  where  we  turned  two  fmall 
Guns  upon  them,  which  we  difcharged  to 
clear  the  Deck.  But  we  were  foon  mafter^'d, 
and  the  Captain,  as  well  as  my  felf,  being 
wounded,  the  Ship  was  taken  by  the  Enemy. 
They  foon  plundered  the  Ship,  changed  our, 
Habits  for  the  worfe  they  had,  and  putting 
heavy  Chains  upon  our  Legs,  huddled  us  to- 
gether under  the  Hatches,  to  lament  our 
unhappy  Condition.  It  was  not  long  before 
E  wc 
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x^ewere  put  to  fale  for  Slaves,  and  I  ha\^e 
been  three  tedious  Years  in  the  Service  of 
this  Mailer,  without  giving  my  Father  or 
Mother  any  notice  of  my  Misfortune  ,•  but 
have  bid  adieu  to  my  Country  forever,  in 
hopes  that  a  fudden  Death  will  deliver  me 
from  the  crnciating  Torments  of  this  World. 
The  Reafon  therefore  why  I  offered  to  you 
thofe  Embraces  and  Endearments,  was,  for 
the  likenefs  that  you  bear  to  my  beloved;- 
tho  faith lefs,  Ltichida ;  and  it  is  impoillble  to 
behold  you  without  renewing  the  Idea  of 
the  Charms  of  that  dear  Miflrefs  who  al- 
ways poffeil  my  BreaR.  And  did  not  your 
Habit  and  ExprelTicn  convince  me  of  the 
contrary,  I  (liould  believe  you  the  va-y  fame 
Perfon  that  has  been  the  Occafion  of  all  my 
I'roubles,  and  at  w^hofe  Remembrance  w^ith 
Pain  I  reftrain  my  watry  Eyes  from  fhed- 
ding  their  iifual  Tribute. 

At  thefe  Exprefiions,  he  applied  his  Hand- 
kerchief to  his  Face,  to  hide  his  fhameful 
Tears  ,•  the  m.ournful  Story  had  fo  inclined 
my  Heatt  to  p'ity,  that  no  lefs  than  the  Fear 
cf  a  Difcovery  of  my  felf  and  Sex  to  the 
Deitrudion  of  us  both,  could  hinder  me 
from  ilie-wing  the  (dme  Signs  of  Comipaffion  : 
but  I  found  it  necefiary,  and  by  my  Endea- 
vours miafcered  my  Inclination,  very  much 
concerned  that  it  was  not  proper  for  me  to 
alter  his  Opinion  of  m^y  Perfidioufnefs, 
which  troubled  m.e  extremely.  I  did  v:  hat 
was  in  my  power  conveniently  to  comfort  • 

him , 
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him,  advifing  him  to  think  as  little  as  poiH- 
ble  of  his  abfeiit  Miftrefs,  that  whili4  (he 
was  in  his  Mind  it  would  give  frefh  Nou- 
rifhment  to  and  augment  his  Afflidion. 
^  Oh  my  fellow  Slave,  /aid  he,  were  you 
'  not  every   Day  before  my  Eyes,  perhaps 

*  in  time  the  Remembrance  of  her  might: 

*  leffen  in  my  Heart;  but  you  are  fo  per« 

*  £Qd:ly  her  Figure,  that  when  I  fee  you  it 

*  occafions    all    thefe  irregular  Tranfports 

*  which  fo  diforder  me/  I  bid  him  be  of 
Comfort,  that  Time  perhaps  which  brings 
the  moft  unexpected  things  to  pafe,  might 
by  fome  unaccountable  Event  procure  his 
Happniefs ;  and  that  in  the  mean  time,  he 
fhoula  bear  his  Yoke  with  Patience.  By  this 
time,  the  Servant  came  to  fetch  us  home 
from  the  Garden,  and  I  applied  my  felf  to 
my  daily  Work. 

My  Patron  was  a  Widower  of  about  fifty 

Years  of  Age,  he  ^vas  very  rich,  and  ail  his  E- 

ftate  was  defigned  for  an  only  Daughter,  waio 

was  not  yet  tv/enty  Years  of  Age.    I  thought 

no  'Turkijh  Woman  could  be  fo  beautiful  as 

fhe  appeared  to  me  ;  I  do  not  remember  to 

have  feen  any  European  of  a  fairer  Com-* 

plexion,  of  more  delicate  Skin,  or  a  more 

agreeable  mixture  of  White  and  Red :  In 

fine,  I  think  fhe   was  the  handfomeft  Wo-«i 

man  I  ever  faw..    She  call'd  to  me  one  Day 

as  I  was  paiTing,  by  her  Chamber  5  I  ftopp'd, 

and  with  all  the  Humility  of  a  Slave,  deiir'd 

t<D  know  what  {he  would  pleafe  to  command. 

E  2  She 
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She  bid  me  fit  down  by  her  ,•  I  with  Excufes 
of  my  Duty  refufed,  but  (he  again  com- 
manded me,  and  I  was  obliged  to  obey. 
She  asked  me  of  what  Country  I  was,  w^hat 
"was  my  Name,  my  Age,  and  whether  I  was 
ever  married.  I  told  her  that  Great  Britain 
was  my  Country,  that  my  Parents  were 
fomething  above  the  Degree  of  common 
Citizens,  that  I  was  about  twenty  Years 
of  Age,  and  that  I  had  never  been  married : 
fhe  afterwards  demanded  of  me  if  I  had  ever 
advifed  my  Relations  of  my  Slavery,  and  if 
I  had  not  the  Hopes  of  being  quickly  ran- 
fomed  ?  I  told  her  that  having  been  fo 
wicked  to  leave  my  Parents,  in  oppofition 
and  defiance  to  their  Commands  and  De- 
fires  ^  the  Powers  above  had  juftly  rewarded 
my  Undutifulnefs,  by  expofing  me  to  this 
Misfortune ;  that  I  had  little  Reafon  to  ex- 
peft  a  Deliverance,  but  yet  was  not  without 
fomc  Hopes  of  having  my  Liberty  pur- 
chafed  in  fome  time.  She  appeared  with 
fome  Concern  when  I  mentioned  my  Hopes 
of  Redemption,  but  feemed  to  endeavour  to 
conceal  it  from  an  antient  Female  Slave  in 
the  Room,  that  was  there  as  her  Watch  and". 
Guardian  ;  yet  in  a  low  Voice  ilie  gave  me 
to  underftand  that  flie  was  to  go  the  next 
Day  to  the  Garden,  and  ordered  me  to  be 
there  at  the  beginning  of  the  Afternoon. 
I  made  her  a  low  Reverence,  and  promifed 
her  I  would  not  fail,  when  (he  put  four 
Sultanoes  into  my  Hand,  and  bid  mel  fhould 

acquaint 
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acquaint    her    when    I  had  occafion    for 
more. 

The  Reception  (he  gave  me,  her  Com- 
mands to  meet  her  in  the  Garden,  and  the 
Money  (Iiq  put  into  my  Hand,  made  me  be- 
lieve fhe  was  fallen  in  Love  with  me.  Oti 
the  one  fide  I  pitied  her  fruitlefs  Paflion, 
fince  Nature  had  made  me  uncapable  to 
give  her  any  fatisfadory  return  ;  and  on  the 
other  fide,  I  compaffionated  my  own  Con- 
dition, apprehending  left  this  amorous  Con- 
verfation  Hiould  raife  a  Jealoufy,  to  which 
the  Turks  are  fo  fubjed,  to  my  infallible 
Ruin.  Iknew  the  Effe^:  and  Refentmenc" 
of  a  Paflion  that  met  not  with  a  fuitable  re* 
turn,  which  I  thought  muft  infallibly  be  my 
Cafe  with  Sabina  (the  Name  of  the  youngs 
Turkijh  Lady^  when  fhe  found  I  returned 
her  not  thofe  warm  Endearments  which  His 
expeded  ;  her  injur'd  Paifion  would  turn  to 
a  mortal  Hatred,  and  what  muft  be  my  Fate 
from  fuch  a  merited  Revenge  ?  This  made 
me  curfe  the  Moment  that  firft  brought  me 
to  her  fight,  I  could  not  hope  to  allay  the 
Fury  of  her  Defires  with  foft  Words  and 
innocent  Carefl'es  ;  (he  ran  too  great  a  Dan=- 
ger  for  her  Satisfadion,  to  be  rewar  ded 
with  fuch  trifling  Joys  :  but  where  was  the 
pofTibility  of  returning  morefubftantial  Blifs  ? 
Alas  !  I  was  unable,  I  detefted  ray  Face,  I 
loathed  my  pleafing  Form  that  had  raifed 
her  Pallion,  and  drew  me  into  thefe  inevi- 
table Harddiips.  Thefe  Refle(3:ions  fo  dif- 
E  3  turbed 
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turbed  my  Red,  that  I  could  not  clofe   my 
Eyes  for  the  whole  Night;    I  pafs'd  the 
Ivlorning  as  ufual,  in  pain  for  the  Event  of 
the  Day '^  I  wifhed  that  feme  lucky  Accident 
would   have  happened  to   have  drawn  me 
with  Honour  from    this   Appointment.    I 
knew  the  Women  of  that  Country  were  not 
framed  of  the  coldeft  Mould,  that  Oppor- 
tunities were   dangerous  and   fearce,    and 
therefore  ufually  turned  to  the  greatefl:  ad- 
vantage.   I  am,  thought  I^   a  fit  Hero,  and 
likely  to  oblige  a  young  blooming  wi/hing 
Beauty  in  her  firfl  Paflion,  full  of  curiofity 
and  defire ;  in  what  manner  is  it  poffible  for 
me  to  acquit  my  felf  without  provoking  her 
Hatred  and  Revenge  ?    fhould  I  not  go,  the 
Difobedience  and  Contempt  would  be  un- 
pardonable ;    befides,  my   Duty  draws  me 
there,  m.y  Patron  commanding  me  to  free 
thofe  precious  Flowers  he  fo    delights  in 
from  the  baneful  Weeds.     I  therefore  went,, 
tho  with  an  aking  Heart,-  the  firft  thing  I 
faw  in  the  Garden  was  ^^^/;?^  attended  by 
two  old  Women  who  w  ere  to  take  care   of 
her,-  I  was  glad  to  fee  fhe  was  not  alone,  and 
thought  I  liiould  be  the  better  able  to  ad  my 
part.     She  foon  perceived  me,  and  employ- 
ed the  old  Women  to  gather  fome  Flowers 
in  a  Compartment  a  little  diilant,  that  fhe 
might  have   the  better  Opportunity  to  talk 
with  me  alone.  She  commanded  me  as  before 
to  fit  down  by  her ,-  ilie  was  well  dreffed, 
appeared  extremely  beautiful,  aiKi  there  was 
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a  charming  Sweetnefs  in  her  Eyes,  that 
Hiew'd  the  Paffion  of  her  Heart ;  nothing 
but  Love  could  make  her  Looks,  fo  agreeable. 
Her  firft  Qiieflion  was,  when  I  expeded  to 
be  redeemM ;  I  returned  her  the  fame  An- 
fweras  before.  ^  But,  faid  fiey  fuppofe  you 
'  /iiould  here  at  Conflantimpk  hzvQ  an  Op- 
'  portunity  to  make  your  Fortune,  would 

*  you  not  rather  chufe  to  ftay  here  and  en- 
'  joy  it,  than  run  the  Hazard  of  your  Life, 

*  by  taking  fo  long  a  Voyage  as  the  return 

*  to  your  own  Country  ?  I  know  fomething 
'  that  may  perhaps  prove  very  muth  to  your 

*  Advantage/  This  fo  amazed  me,  that  I 
knew  not  what  Anfwer  to  make ;  Sahina 
look'd  upon  me  with  fuch  Attention,  that  it 
encreafed  my  Apprehenfions :  neverthelefs 
af ce r.  a  1  i  1 1 1  e  paufe,  I  r e t  urn  cd  h e  r  t  h  i  s.   *  N  o : 

*  knowing  in  what  other  place,  except  my 

*  own  Country,    to  make   my  Fortune,    I 

*  thought  it  moftadvifable  to  return  thither: 
^  Yet  notwithftanding,  i^  I  could  meet  with 
^  anything  here,  that  would  be  to  my  certain 
'  and  future  Advantage,  I  fhould  wiih'ngly 
*^  yield  to  the  Temptation  ;  and  in    grati- 

*  tude,  acknowledge  that  I  fhould  owe  my 
^  Life  to  the  Goodnz^s  of.thofe  who  fhould 

*  procure  me  that  unexpeded  Happinefs/ 
There  was  Hypocrify  in  njy  Anfwer,  my 
Sentiments  were  not  conformable  to  my 
V/ords  ;  but  I  was  obMgtd  to  diflemble,  ra- 
ther than  provoke  her  Hatred.  With  Eyes 
glowing  with  Love,   fhe  returned,   that  I

muft  firf:  get  my  felf  inflruded  in  the  Tuv* 
kifi  Kdigion,  and  that  then  fhe  would  her 
felf  inform  me  in  particular  of  that  which, 
confidering  the  Condition  I  was  in^  would 
no  doubt  be  to  my  greatefl  Satisfadion,  and 
I  Ihould  for  ever  blefs  the  lucky  Moment 
that  iirfl  brought  me  to  her  fight.  I  made 
her  all  the  Obeyfance  of  a  Slave,  and  re- 
turned her  Thanks  for  the  Favours  fhe  was 
pleafed  to  promife  me  ;  I  found  not  the 
Danger  of  this  prefent  Rencounter  fo  ter- 
rible as  I  imagin  d,  for  Sahinay  whom  I  affif- 
ted  in  the  moft  humble  manner,  rais'd  her 
felf  from  the  green  Bank  where  fhe  fat,  not 
to  giYQ  her  old  Guards  too  much  occafion  of 
Sufpicion,  and  by  that  Opportunity  gave 
me  a  Purfe  which  I  received  with  Signs  of 
a  profound  Refpedl ;  and  opening  of  it  at  my 
Leifure  I  found  it  cram'd  with  Sultanoes,  and 
amongfl:  them  thefe  Verfes. 

From  the  Jharp  Pains  of  Loze,  fhe  hopes  yoiill 

eafe 
Her  panting  Heart,  ivho  kindly  fends  you  thefe ; 
Sla've  to  a  Slanje  jhe  luill  no  longer  he^ 
If  all  her  pouoerful  Gold  can  fet  you  free- 
No  Chains   but  thofe  of   Hymen  Jhall  you 

wear, 
IVhere  the  kind  Nymph  an  equal  vj eight   will 

bear  ; 
That  State  mufl  needs  be  happy,  all  will  hold. 
Wherein  lies  Duty,    blended  Love,  and  Gold. 

Altho 
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Altho  I  was  very  much  pleafed  with  the 
Gold,  I  received  a  greater  Diffatisfadion  at 
the  Verfes  ,•  the  Thought  how  this  Affair 
would  end,  afforded  but  a  difnial  Profped ; 
I  knew  not  how  to  proceed,  or  how  I  could 
difengage  from  Sabinas  Affedion.  I  refolv'd 
rather  to  die  the  moft  miferable  Death,  than 
turn  to  the  Mahometan  Religion  i  and  how 
could  I  give  my  Confent  to  Marriage,  when 
I  was  fo  uncapable  of  performing  the  greatefl 
Part  of  the  Ceremony  ?  This  brought  a  frefh 
River  of  Tears  into  my  E  yes,  and  I  hear- 
tily pray 'd  to  Providence  to  deliver  me  by 
forae  Means  or  other  from  thefe  aiHiding 
Circumftances. 

I  know  not  whether  my  Prayers  prevailed  ; 
but  it  is  certain  that  two  Days  after  this, 
my  Patron  fell  fick,  and  his  Diftemper  fo  far 
encreafed,  that  he  began  to  be  appreheniive 
of  his  Death.  Whilft  the  Family  was  In 
thefe  Troubles,  Sabina  had  not  the  Oppor- 
tunity to  fpeak  to  me  alone  ;  for  being  the 
only  Perfon  that  attended  my  Mafter  in  his 
Chamber,  I  could  not  leave  him  for  a  Mo- 
ment. At  the  feventh  Day  of  his  Sicknefs 
there  came  to  him  a  Talifman,  (who  is  a 
kind  of  Prieft  among  the  T'urks)  to  dif- 
pofe  him  to  the  Thoughts  of  another  World, 
and  to  fet  the  Affairs  of  his  Family  in 
order.  My  Patron  immediately  caufed  an 
Inventory  of  what  he  owed,  to  be  made, 
and  laid  under  his  Piilaw,  that  they  rnfghc 
be  difcharged  in  cafe  he  fiiould  die.-  The 
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Tlirks   being  of  Opinion  that  they  would 
otherwife  be  put  to  their  Account  in  the 
otbe^  World,  and  if  they  know  not  to  whom 
to  make  Reftitution  of  what  they  have  un- 
juftly  acquired,    they  bequeath  it   by  their 
laft  Will  to  the  endowing  of  Hofpitals  and 
other  pious  Ufes,  and  part  tor  the  maintain- 
ing Lamps  in  their  Mofques,  with  Salaries  to 
Talifmen  and  other  religious  Priefis  to  pray 
for  their  Souls  after  their  Deceafe.     After 
the  Talifman  had  exhorted  the  (ick  to  refled 
ferioufly  upon  his  paft  Life,  and  to  repent  of 
all  his  Enormities  and  evil  Adions,  finding 
that    Life    continued  longer  than   he     ex- 
peded  j  he  call'd  for  the  Alcoran  or  the  Tur- 
kijh  Law,  and  read  feven  time^  fucceffively 
the    Chapter    w^hich    the    Mahometans    call 
Chahereth  Fkz^yy    wherein   are   contained  xht 
Adicns  of  Jefus  Chrift,  for  which  I  could 
hear  no  other  Reafon  than  that  it  was  a  con- 
flant  Cuflom   among  the    "Turks.      On  the 
tenth  Day   my  Patron  ditd^  with  appear- 
ance of  great  Penitence  ;  his  Body  w^as  im- 
mediately laid  upon  a  Carpet,  extended  in 
the   middle    of  the  Floor  of  the  Chamber 
where  he  expir'd,-  where  his  neareft  Rela- 
tions came,  and  (landing  in  a  Circle  about 
him,    with  Crowns  made  of  the  Wood  of 
Aloes  in  their  Hands,  made  their  Prayers 
much  after  the  manner  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholicks.      After  this,    they  laid  the  dead 
Body  upon  a  Table,  ftripp^d  off  his  Linen  \ 
rhey  wafhed  firft  his  Privities,  and  after  that 
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his  whole  Body  with  Water  and  Soap,  dry- 
ing of  it  with  clean  Linen  Clothes ;  wheo 
this  was  performed,  they  v/aih'd  it  with 
R.ofe-water,.  and  anointed  the  Body  with 
perfiim'd  Oils  and  fragrant  Ointments  to 
give  it  an  agreeable  Smell.  After  this  they 
clothed  him  in  his  richeft  Veftments^  put- 
ting on  his  Head  a  Ttirbant  adorn'd  with 
Flowers,- and  when  the  Body  had  lain  thus 
for  fome  time  upon  the  Table,  it  was  carry'd 
away  to  be  buried  in  the  place  he  had  de- 
fign'd  when  he  was  alive. 

It  is  not  the  Guftom  either  for  the  Wife  or 
Daughter  to  attend  the  "Corps  at  the  Burial ; 
they  flay  at  home  to  prepare  a  fumptuous 
-Banquet  for  the  Prieils  when  they  return  fa- 
tigued by  continually  crying,    as  they  pafs 
along  the  Streets,  Alia  Alia  Mehemeth  Refuf 
'AUay  that  is^   God  is  Gody  and  Alahomet  is 
his  Prophet.     After  the  Interment  is  thus  fo- 
lemniz'd,   they  ered  a  Maufoleum  fuitable 
to  the  condition  of  the  Perfon ;    they  iiii- 
his  Grave    with   the  choiceft  Flowers,   and 
throw  into  it  an  oval  Box,  in  which  is  en- 
clos'd  the  Elegy  of  the  Deccas'd. 

But  to  return  to  the  Pricfts,  when  they 
have  bury 'd  the  Corps  they  comeback  imme- 
diately to  the  Houfe  of  the  deccas'd  Perfon^., 
to  partake  of  the  Banquet,  and  to  receive 
each  five  Afpers  as  a  rev^ard  for  their  Pray;* 
ers  and  Trouble. 

Many  Turks  have  fmall  Mofquc^  or  Chap- 
pels  built  near  their  burying  Placss^  for  the.- 
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convenience  of  praying  for  the  departed 
Souls ;  and  there  is  fcarcely  one  of  thefe 
■W'ithout  an  Infcription  expreffing  the  good 
Deeds  and  Life  of  the  dead  Perfon.  Thofe 
of  a  meaner  Rank  have  for  their  Monu- 
ments a  long  Cheft  of  Stone  in  depth  about 
three  Foot  flrev/M  about,  and  fiU'd  with 
Flowers,  in  order  to  oblige  thofe  Pafl'engers 
who  go  that  way,  and  partake  of  their 
fweet  Odour,  to  pray  for  the  Souls  of  thofe 
who  lie  there,  that  they  may  be  as  fweet, 
and  of  as  agreeable  a  Flavour  in  the  Noflrils 
of  Mahomet,  and  their  great  Creator. 

After  my  Patron  was  thus  interr'd,  all  his 
Slaves  had  their  Freedom  prefented  them  ac- 
cording to  the  lafl:  Will  and  Teftament  of  my 
late  Mailer.  His  Brother  who  w^as  his  Ex- 
ecutor gave  us  befides  fome  Mony  to  bear 
our  Expences  in  the  return  to  our  Coun- 
tries. Sahina  w^as  upon  her  Father^s  Death 
carryM  to  her  Uncle^s  Houfe:  and  thus  I 
was  happily  deliver'd  from  the  Apprehenfi- 
ons  I  fear'd  from  my  amorous  Engagement 
with  her. 

I  was  two  years  in  this  Slavery,  before  I 
loft  my  Mafter,  and  during  the  whole  time 
I  had  nothing  remarkable  happen^  to  me, 
except  the  falling  into  the  fame  Slave- 
ry with  my  firll:  Love  Charles,  afid  Sahmas 
falling  in  love  \^ith  me,  each  of  which  gave 
me  many  uneafy  Thoughts.  I  had  no  reafon 
to  complain  of  the  Hardfhips  of  my  Slavery, 
lince  my  Patron  was,  as  I  had  good  reafon 
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to  believe,  one  of  the  befl:  Men,  not  only  in 
Turkey,  but  even  in  the  compa fs  of  all  Europe. 
His  Temper  was  civil  and  obliging,  free 
from  that  Cruelty  which  the  Turks  generally 
lliew  towards  their  Chriflian  Slaves,  and 
which  as  an  Eye-witnefs,  I  faw  too  often 
praftifed  by  other  Mafters. 

We  no  fooner  received  the  happy  News 
of  our  being  at  liberty,  but  every  one  en- 
deavoured with  all  hafte  to  leave  this  place 
of   their  Confinement.      Charles    was    the 
only  Perfon  that  amongft  the  general  Joy 
fhew'd  fenfible  figns  of  Grief.    It  was  dif- 
ficult for  me  to  leave  him  in  thefe  Troubles 
and  Difcontent,  and  yet  I  was  refolv'd  not 
to  difcover  my  felf  to  him  till  a  luckier  Op- 
portunity fliould  prefent ;  when  accompany- 
ing me,   at  my  requeft,  out  of  Town  fome 
day  in  the  afternoon  (for  now  we  were  at 
full  liberty  to  do  what  we  pleas'd,  and  the 
Executor  obligM  to  furni/li  our  Expences  un- 
til we  could  conveniently  go)  my  old  Lover 
with  Pain  confented  to  what  I  had  fo  earneft- 
ly  defir'd.     He  was  grown  fo  melancholy, 
that  Converfation  was  hateful  to  him,  or 
any  thing  that  had  the  leaft  appearance  of 
afluaging  his  Grief,  when  with  much  ado  I 
had  prevailed  with  him  to  go  with  me  out  of 
Town.     When  we  were  in  a  folitary  Place, 
out  of  the  danger  of  being  feen  or  heard,  I 
wonder,  Charles,  faidi,  that  you  fliould  ap- 
pear fo  afRided  and  concern'd  at  a  time  that 
demands  our  greatcfl;  Joy;  for  what  can  be 
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more  acceptable  to  a  generous  Soul  than  to 
be  delivered  from  the  bafe  and  fervile  Bonds 
of  Slavery,  and  whofe  opprefTive  Weight  ^ve 
have  felt  by  fad  Experience?  You  boaft  your 
felf  to  be  of  no  unworthy  Family,  that  they 
abound  in  Riches,  and  love  you  to  Defpair,- 
your  Abfence  doubtlefs  loads  'em  with  end- 
elek  Grief,  corrupts  the  Joys  of  Life,  and 
-turns  all  their  Comfort  into  Sorrow.     How 
can  a  noble  Soul,  whofe  delight  it  is  to  do 
merciful  and  generous  Adions,  be  pleas'd  in 
giving  Mifery  and  Pain  ?  When  you  ad  thus 
you  are  thoughtlefs  of  a  Parentis  Care,  or 
of  a  filial  Duty,  a  Return  unworthy  for  the 
Life  they  gave  you.     If  an  unfortunate  and 
unruly   Paflion  has  forc'd  you  almofl  upon 
the  brink  of   Madnefs,  they  are  not  in  the 
Fault  j   and  if  perhaps  you  had  acquainted 
'em    with  your    unbounded   Paiiion,    they 
would  have  contriv'd  fome  means  to  have 
favour'd  your  Defign.     Without  any  trial  of 
their  Inciinatibns,  ordifcovery  of  yourDif- 
concent,  you  have  the  Cruelty  to  leave 'em, 
to  abandon  them  for  ever,  and  not  to  eafe 
their  doleful  Hearts  by  knowing  where  you 
are,  uncertain  whether  they  ought  to  mourn 
your  fatal  Death,  or  grieve  for  your  unhappy 
miferable  Life.     'Tis  flrange  that  you  ihould 
rather  chufe  to  be  a  Slave  and  ferve  abroad, . 
than  live  at  home    and    give  command  to 
others!    Rather  difcard  this   baneful  Love, 
throw  off  the  weighty  Chains,  banifli  the 
fair  one  from  your  Breafi:,    return  to  your 
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Country,  be  a  Bleffing  to  your  Parents,  s(nd 
take  this  glorious  Opportunity  to  free  you 
from  the  Bondage  of  your  Mind  as  well  as 
Body.  Fortune  perhaps  may  favour  your 
good  Intentions  ;  and  who  knows-  but  that 
you  may  in  time  find  another  Luanda  to 
eafe  your  Complaints,  and  reward  your  Con- 
ftancy  with  endlefs  Happinefs  ? 

Charles y  who  had  all  this  time  kept  his  Eyes 
"fixt  upon  the  Ground,  began  to  look  up  at 
the  found  of  Lucinda  ;  he  call:  his  Eyes  upon 
me,  figh'd  and  fpoke  in  the  following  Words. 
I  muft  acknowledge,  my  Friend,  fald  he,  that 
what  you  fay  is  very  reafonable ;  I  have  be- 
haved my  felf  fo  unworthily,  I  muft  confefs, 
to  my  Relations,  that  I  have  juftly  forfeited 
all  their    Efteem  and  Value,  having  given 
''em  fuch   continual  occaiion  of  Grief  and 
AiRidion ;  and  'tis  for  this  reafon  that  I  wifh 
never  to  fee  "em  more,  or  to  return  to  the 
unhappy  Place  that  gave  me  Birth.     I  will 
always  remain  a  Stranger  to  my  Country, 
baniftiM  from  thofe  I  have  injarM,  andrwafie 
a  lingring  miferable  Life  in    a    remote   and 
foreign  Climate.     You  wonder  at  the  Con- 
fufion  of  my  Thoughts,    and  why  this  Li^ 
berty,  fo  acceptable  to  moft,  fiiouid  be  re- 
ceiv'd  by  me  with  fuch  Indifference,  fuch  lit- 
tle Signs  of  Joy;    but  I  imuft  owntheCon- 
flancy  of  my  Love,    the  Violence  of  my 
Paffion  debars  me  of  all  Content,  and  in  time 
wall  make  me  die  the  mofL  wretched,  the 
fame  unhappy  Creature  I  have  always  liv'd. 

To 
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To  return  to  my  Relations  would  but  pro- 
duce frelli  Troubles,  and  occafion  of  Afflic- 
tions ;  my  impatient  Temper  would  quickly 
hurry  me  from  thence  ,•  predominant  Paffion 
would  force  me  from  my  Duty,  and  make 
me  rove  again  about  the  faithlefs  World,  in 
hopes  to  find  at  lafl  a  welcome  Death. 
That  I  am  unfortunate,  you  findj  know 
my  folly  in  continuing  to  love  a  Perfon  for 
whofe  fake  I  have  endur'd  fo  many  Hard- 
fhips,  doubtful  of  a  fuitable  return.  I  know 
not  where  to  find  her  whether  alive  or  dead ; 
and  if  by  chance  my  unwearied  Diligence 
fhould  luckily  difcover  her,  the  fame  ill  Fate, 
that  always  has  attended  me,  perhaps  will 
lead  me  to  my  Deftrudion,  and  fliew  me 
the  faithlefs  fair  one  dying  with  Pleafure.in 
the  Embraces  of  another  Lover.  This  I 
own  proclaims  me  a  doating  incorrigible 
Fool :  but  the  Power  of  Love  forbids  me  to 
reform.  It  is  in  vain  to  ftrive  to  end  the 
Charm,  my  Life  and  Paffion  bear  an  equal  date. 
Oh  my  Lucinda  /my  dear  belovM  Luanda! 
(faid  he,  with  a  Sigh)  notwithdanding  the 
reafon  you  have  ^iMtn  me  to  fufped  your 
Fidelity,  I'll  adore  you  with  an  endlefs 
Paffion  to  the  lad.  Could  I  but  fee  that 
pleafing  Form,  thofe  killing  Eyes  that  have 
endav'd  me,  my  Fatigues  and  Cares  were 
well  rewarded;  and  to  end  my  Life  upon 
that  panting  Bofom,  would  be  my  utmofl 
Wifii :  a  Kappinefs  the  immortal  Gods  would 
die  for!    But  why  do  I  talk  thus  ?  perhaps 

you 
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you  are  now  in  the  cold  Arms  of  Death, 
and  all  that  Beauty  crumbled  into  Earth  :  I 
will  not  long  be  abfent  from  you.  I,  fure, 
at  lad  fliall  find  that  willi'd-for  End  which 
I  have  ranfack'dall  the  Corners  of  the  World 
to  meet :  but,  as  for  you,  my  Friend,  if  e- 
ver  it  be  your  Chance  to  fee  my  lovely  Lw 
cmday  whofe  Image  you  perfeftly  reprefent,' 
tell  her  that  you  have  feen  her  conftant  Lo- 
ver, who,  after  he  has  had  the  unexpeded 
Fortune  of  being  freed  from  T'urkijh  Slavery, 
is  for  her  fake  fo  carelefs  of  his  Liberty,  as 
to  hazard  the  lofs  of  it  by  further  Attempts ; 
and,  being  not  able  to  live  without  her,  is 
fearching  opportunities  to  facrifice  thofe 
Trides  to  her  Shrine. 

So  many  moving  Sighs,  and  mournful 
Tears,  accompanied  thefe  Expreflions,  that 
I  could  no  longer  bear  to  fee  him  in  this  la- 
menting  condition.  There  is  no  occafion  for 
your  rambling  any  farther,  my  dear  Charles j 
faid  I,  to  feek  your  lov'd  Lucinda ;  ihe  holds, 
file  holds  you  in  her  longing  Arms,  preiles 
you  with  her  warm  Embraces,  and  with 
her  balmy  KilTes  flops  your  fleeting  Soul ; 
which  if  it  have  a  Tendernefs  like  mine, 
would  otherwife  quit  its  Manfion  with  ex- 
cefs  of  Joy.  I  am  the  happy  Objed  of  your 
conftant  PafTion,  the  fair  one  you  com- 
plain of,  the  very  fhe  whom  you  unjuftly 
call  your  falfe  Lucinda  :  but  when  you  hear 
the  Variety  and  Turns  of  Fortune  I  have 
undergone  for  you,  if  there  be  a  Grain  of 
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Pity  in  your  Breaft,  give  it  to  poor  LucirJa. 
Think  her  not  faithlefs  and  unkind,  but 
biame  the  Treachery  of  .a  mif-pjac'd  Confi- 
dence, a  corrupted  Servant,  who  betray^ 
our  firfl  Defign,  and  fold  me  to  a  Villain 
for  a  Bribe,  from  whence  enfu'd  a  Train  of 
Misfortunes  which  would  have  been  endlefs, 
had  not  my  kinder  Stars,  in  pity  to  my  Suf- 
ferings, brought  us  together  in  vile  Slavery, 
v.nd  uoexpeded  Freedom,  whicli  yields  a 
profpecl  of  fucceediog  Joys.  I  durft  not 
difcover  vny  k\^  fooner  to  you,  Jefl  the  fa- 
tal Secret  might  have  prov'd  a  Ruin  unavoid- 
able to  us  both.  Neither  have  I  (I  muH: 
confefs)  leffen'd  my  fatisfadion  by  the  Con- 
cealment ^  it  has  givQxi  me  the  unutterable 
Pleafure  to  find  what  mcft  I  wiili'd,  your 
faithful  boundlefs  PaiTion  for  me,  attended 
with  a  Conftancy  to  be  admirM,  and  match- 
lefs  in  the  Bounds  of  Nature.  I  was  going 
to  continue  my  Difcourfe  upon  this  agree- 
able Theme,  when  my  Lover,  ravifh'd  with 
the  furprizing  Joy,  fell  down  on  his  Knees  at 
my  Feet,  trembling  with  Pleafure;  he  took 
my  Hand,  bath'd  it  with  Tears  of  Joy,  and 
imprinted  on  it  a  thoufand  tender  Kifles. 
He  begg'd  my  Pardon  if  he  had  faid  2ny 
thing  that  might  offend  me,-  his  PaflTion  was 
extraordinary,  and  he  could  not  account  for 
all  the  Irregularities  of  Condud  it  might 
occafion.  I  eafily  forgave  him,  rais'd  him 
from  the  ground,  feal'ci  his  Pardon  w^ith  my 
Embraces^  and  began  to  tell  him  by  what 

con- 
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contrivance  I  fell  into  the  Hands  of  old  Al- 
phonfiis,  how  I  efcapy  out  of  his  Hoiife;  how 
I  refus'd  to  gratify  my  Deliverer  by  Marriage, 
tiill  hadafilirancesthat  you  was  faithlefs,  and 
wedded  to  another.  Inline,  I conceal'd  no- 
thing from  him  that  had  happened  to  me  : 
and  to  divert  his  Melancholy,  I  entertain'd 
him  with  my  Intrigue  with  Sai^im^  and  her 
Paflion  for  me. 

Being  overjoy'd  at  our  lucky  meeting,  and 
perfedly  fatisfy'd  in  each  others  Conduct,  we 
took  a  Refolution  to  go  as  foon  as  poflible 
from  this  Place;  and  there  lying  in  the  Port 
an  Englijh  Veilel  ready  to  fail,  we  laid 
hold  of  the  Opportunity.  It  was  thought 
convenient  that  I  fhould  ftiil  retain  my  Ha- 
bit ;  it  would  give  me  more  Freedom  amongft 
the  Paffengers  and  Mariners :  we  therefore 
enterM  the  Ship  in  our  (laviili  Guarb,  and 
hop'd  that  after  fo  many  Misfortunes,  we 
fhould  at  lafl  meet  with  a  happy  return. 

We  had  not  been  a  Fortnight  under  Sail 
before  we  were  furpris^d  with  a  violent 
Storm.  As  the  Day  began  to  break,  the  Wind 
blew  impetuoufly  from  every  Corner,  the 
Clouds  obfcur'd  the  Sky  -,  inflead  of  Daylight 
Darknefs  increas'd,  and  Torrents  of  Show- 
ers, like  Rivers,  wafh'd  our  Declis.  The 
Pallengers  were  thrown  from  fide  to  fide;  the 
raging  Billows  tofs'd  the  floating  Ship  up  to 
theFirmament,and  then  as  foon  immers'd  her^ 
into  the  watry  Bowels  of  the  Deep,*  the 
unruly  Veffel  could  fcarcely  obey  her  Helm  ; 
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her  Sheets  and  Cordage  were  tore  to  Rags 
and  Lint,  and  the  creaking  Planks  groan'd 
as  if  they'd  fall  afunder.  The  Captain 
walked  penfive  with  his  Arms  a-crofsj  the 
Faces  of  the  Mariners  grew  pale,  and,  as  a 
Prefage  of  our  inevitable  Ruin,  the  general 
Sound  was  now,  to  Prayers,  to  Prayers :  the 
trembling  Prieft  was  fluttering  out  his  Lef- 
fon,  when  a  fudden  Crack,  as  if  the  Ship 
was  burfl:  afunder,  encreas'd  our  Rears,  and 
liird  the  Air  with  Screams.  He  left  his  Book 
to  know  what  was  the  Difafler,  and  found 
the  Main-Maft  was  Hiatter'd  with  Lighten- 
ing, and  blown  down.  We  fell  to  our  Pray- 
ers again,  and  expecting  to  fink  every  mo- 
ment, every  one  apply'd  themfelves  to  their 
Devotion,  and  m.ade  publick  ConfeiTions  of 
their  Sins,  without  referve.  When  we  had 
been  in  thefe  Agonies  for  fome  time,  the  Sky 
grew  clearer,  the  Winds  abated  of  their  Vi- 
olence, and  we  had  hopes,  tho  in  that  fhat- 
ter'd  Condition,  to  out-ride  the  Scorm.  The 
Dram-bottle  went  briskly  about,  our  Fears 
leiTen'd,  and  we  began  to  recover.  I  look'd 
amongft  the  Paflengers,  and  could  not  for- 
bear fmiling  at  the  remembrance  I  retain'd 
of  many  of  their  Confeffions :  fome  were  fo 
comical,  that  I  could  not  forbear  giving  too 
much  ear  to  'em  in  the  midfl;  of  our  greateft 
Danger,  which  was  I  fear  to  the  difadvan- 
tage  of  my  Devotion;  and  this  fix  hours 
Storm  made  us  better  acquainted  with  each 
others  Frailties  and  Inclinations,  than,  if  we 

had 
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had  liv'd  fo  many  Years  together.  When  the 
Storm  was  over,  the  Mariners  apply*d  them- 
felves  to  repair  the  Damage  the  VefTel  had 
fuffer'd;  our  Leaks  were  fiop'd,  our  Mails 
fplinter'd  up  as  well  as  the  opportunity 
would  permit,  and  Sheets  which  the  Cap- 
tain kept  in  referve,  brac'd  to  the  Yards. 
And  yet,  notwathflanding  we  were  reftor'd 
to  this  tolerable  Condition,  and  that  the 
Sea  had  fmooth'd  its  rugged  Face,  and  we 
were  out  of  danger,  and  quiet  and  peacea- 
ble in  a  grateful  Calm,  I  made  a  firm  Re- 
folution  never  to  truft  ray  felf  more  to  this 
angry  Element,  when  it  was  poflible  forme 
to  get  a  PafTage  by  Land. 

Thisgood-natur'd  Weather  contlnu'd  till 
we  arrived  on  the  Coaft  of  England-,  we  had 
not  one  rough  haughty  Billow  to  difturb  us  : 
and  there  being  a  Mariner  on  board  who 
had  fpent  his  younger  Days  in  the  Schools,aod 
had  improvM  himfelf  by  reading,  but  forc'd 
by  fome  Extravagancies  in  his  Youth  to  take 
to  this  fort  of  Life,  he  was  efteemM  the  Wit 
amongft  'em;  and  when  they  were  a  careen- 
ing, or  the  Hands  lay  idle  in  a  Calm,  Jona' 
than  (for  fuch  was  his  Name)  was  always 
courted  to  divert  ''em  with  his  Buffoonery  or 
fome  pleafing  Story.  This  Seafon  was  agree- 
able, he  wanted  not  much  Litreaty,  and  be- 
gan to  lliew  his  Parts  in  the  following  Man- 
ner. 

For  tune 
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Fortune  favours  the  Bold ; 
or,  The  Happy  Milanese. 

^^^p  Fter  the  defeat  of  the  Switzers  in  the 
Sa|||  Battel  betwen  the  Lords  Dotia  and 
^^^^^  Meliguan'i      when    Maximilian   Sfor- 
z.a  had  by  his  ill  Government  loft 
his  Dutchy  of  Milan^  GiO'  Giacomo  Trivuhio 
mace  all  his  Endeavours  to  have  the  Gihellines 
banifh'd  or  forc'd  out  of  the  State ;  many  of 
*em   having  fhelter'd  themfelves  at  Mantua^ 
where  the  Marquefs  Don  Francefco  di  Gonfaga 
gave  "em   Protection,  and  permitted  them 
to  inhabit.     At  that  time  Charles  of  Bour- 
bon^ that  great  Soldier,  was  Governour  of 
MJ^;2  for  the  King  o'i  France ;    he   was  fo 
mild  and  courteous,    that  feveral  of  thcfe 
who  had  been  banifh'd,  were  recall'd,  and 
reftor'd   to  the    PoflslHon  of  their  Eftates. 
Some  of  ^em  were  fled  to  T'rent^  under  the 
Protedion  of  Francefco  SforTLa,  then  Duke  of 
Bart ;  others  to  Rome^  and  others  to  Napksy 
according  to  the  reception  they  met  with 
amongft  the  Princes  of  Italj. 

Amongft 
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.  Amongft  thofe    who  retfr'd   to  Mantua^ 
was  a  Gentleman  of  an  antient  Family,  cail'd 
Gon^aky    a    Perfon   well    accomplidiM,    of 
much  Honour,  and  whofe  Eft  ate  w^as  equal 
to  the  richefl:  Cavalier  of  Milan,     His  Mo- 
ther had  had  the  Addrefs  to  have  made  fuch 
interefl  with  the  Governours,  that  fhe  re- 
main'd  in  poiTeilion  of  her  Fortune,  tho  fhe 
was  of  the  Party  of  the  Sforz>as,  and  one  of 
thechiefeil  who  endeavour'd  mofl:  flrenuoudy 
to  drive  the  Freitch  out  of  Milan.     Gonz,alo 
before  he  was  forc'd  to  quit  Milan  had  by 
his  genteel  Carriage  and  Behaviour  gain'd 
the  Favour  of  one  of  thefineft  Ladies  of  A^i- 
Ian;  and  he  w^as  fo  violently  in  love  with 
her,  notwithflanding  fhe  was  m.arry'd,  that 
his  being  obligM   to    be    abfent  from    her 
was  more    infupportable  to  him  than    his 
Eanifliment.     They  kept  a  Correfpondence 
by  Letters,  by  the  means  of  a  Servant  who 
had  formerly  livM  with  Lm^  (which  was 
the  Lady^s  Name)  in  the  Houfe  where  fhe 
inhabited.     The  Aftair  was  fo  far  advanc^'d, 
by  the  Management  of  this  Servant,  that 
Gonzalo  was  come  to  Milan  to   enjoy  and 
reap  the  Fruit  of  his  Addrefles  at  the  very 
time  when  the  French   had  di^cOMtrd  feme 
frelh  Defigns  of  the  Family  of  the  Sfjrz-as, 
of  which  he  was   eileem'd  the   Principal. 
And  the  fearch  after  the  Confpirators  was 
executed  with  fuch  Stridnefs  and  Dih'gence, 
that  to  fave  his  Life,  he  was  obliged  to  fly 
from  thence  with  all  Hade  ^nd  Secrecv. 

'  This 
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This  parting    gave  great    Uneafinefs  to 
both  (idesj  Gonz^alo  loft  his  defir'd  Expeda- 
tion,  and  could  not  bear  an  Abfence  that 
appeared  of  fo  long  Continuance.     The  fair 
Lady  was  difappointed,  and  what  can  be 
more  grievous  to  a  Woman  ?  but  befides  this 
Afflidion,   fhe  was  tormented  with  Fears' 
and   Appreheniions  left  her  Gallant  fhould 
fall  into  the  Hands  of  his  Enemies  by  ill 
Fortune,  or  be  betrayM  for  a  Reward   by 
thofe  he  was  forcM  to  confide  in,  to   the 
lofs  of  his  Life,   and  the  only  Happinefs 
fhe  coveted.     But  Fortune  was  fo  favoura- 
ble to  his  Flight,  that  Gonz^alo  arriv'd  with 
all  Safety  at  Mantua,    To  divert  him  from 
the  Melancholy  that  his  Banifhment  and  the 
Abfence  of  his  Miftrefs  occaiion'd,  he  fre- 
quented   Company,    and  paid  vifits  to  the 
beft  of  the  fair  Sex.     It  was  not  long  before 
one  of  the  greateft  Rank  and  Beauty  in 
Mantua    was  very  much    pleas'd    with  his 
Manner  and  Deportment^   and  her  PafTion 
for  him  encreafing  beyond  the  degrees  of 
liking,    fhe   was   fo    much    in  love,   as  to 
follow  the  warm  Meafures  of  the  Women 
of  that  Country,  and  not  be  afhamM  to  en- 
deavour publicldy  to  have  a  Correfponden- 
cy  with  him. 

She  therefore,  to  engage  him  with  th 
more  certainty,  fent  a  Confidant  of  her 
to  him,who  meeting  him  in  the  Church,  fpoke 
to  him  in  the  following  manner :  '  An  ac- 
*  complilii'd  Cavalier  of  Honour,  when  he 

'  has 
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has  gain'd  a  general  Efteem,  will  never  be 
guilty  of  any  Adion  that  (hall  tarnifh  th^ 
Reputation  he  has  acquir'd,  or  will  be  neg- 
ledful  of  taking  thofe  Meafures,  which  if 
not  nicely  follow 'd  may  be  attended  with 
the  moft  mifchievous  and  a/Hiding  Confe- 
quences.'     He  was  furpriz'd  at  this  Dif- 
courfe  and  Compliments  from  a  Perfon  un- 
known to  him  ,*  and  after  he  had  look'd  upon 
her  for  fome  time,  he  gave  her  the  follow- 
ing Anfwer  :    '  I  never.    Madam j  [aid   he,  ,. 

*  that  I  remember,  broke  my  Word  with 

*  any  Perfon,  or  ever  committed  an  indif- 

'  creet   or  difbonourable  Adion  that  might  ' 

*  givQ  any  Occafion  of  Difgufl  -,  but,  if  I 

*  have,  thro  Inadvertency,  and  contrary  to 

*  my  Intentions,  done  any  thing  to  give 
^  Offence,  I  am  more  worthy  of  Forgivenefs 
'  than  Revenge;  and  therefore  I  defire  to  be 
^  acquainted  with  ray  Fault,    that  I  may 

*  make  Satisfadion,  and  ask  Pardon  for  my 
'  Miftake.' 

The  Lady  was  fo  pleas'd  with  this  An- 
fwer, that  /lie^was  perfuaded  he  was  a  Mam 
of  Honour,  and  deferv'd  the  Love  of  ih^ 
greateft  Lady.  And  upon  this  fhe  difcovei  'd 
to  him  the  extraordinary  Paflion  that  her 
Friend  had  for  him,  defcribing  her  Beauiy, 
and  good  Qiialities,-  but  it  was  all  to  little 
purpofe,  for  Gmz.-ah/s  Morals  were  at  this 
time  very  much  out  of  the  Mode  ;  he  perfe- 
verM  in  his  Conftancy  to  his  firfl  Miftrefs, 
and  thought  it  an  Injury  to  Love,  and  difho- 
F  nourable 
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tiourable,  to  be  fo  much  as  pleas'd  with  the 
Idea  of  any  other  Perfon  than  of  the  fair 
one  to  whom  he  had  vow^d  perpetual  Con- 
flancy  and  Love.    '  I  know  not  in  what 

*  manner,  faid  he,  to  receive  this  obliging 

*  Oft'er  that  this  Lady  makes  me  of  her  Af- 
^  fedion,  not  being  able  to  remember  any 

*  thing  that  I  have  ever  done  for  her 
'  to  oblige  her  to  this  grateful  Return,  w  hich 
'  would  be  a  competent  Reward  for  all  the 

*  Anions  of  my  Life  fpent  in  her  Service, 

*  and  even  for  the  lofs  of  that.     But,  Ma- 

*  dam,  I  grieve,  and  muft  ask  her  Pardon,  if 

*  I  am  obh'g'd  to  refufe  the  Favour^    My 

*  Heart  is  already  engag'd  to  another,  and 

*  bound  to  her  with  fuch  Vows  and  Lnpre- 
'  cations,  that  it  is  difhonourable  and  im- 

*  poflibie  for  me  to  confent  to  what  fhe  de- 

*  fires,     if  it  had  been    my  good  Fortune 

*  to  have  been  free,  fhe  fliould  have  had  the 

*  fole  polTeffion  of  me,    and  I  fhould  have 

*  gloried  in  the  Happinefs.  ^  Neverthelefs  I 
^  beg  you  not  to  think  it  Pride  or  Vanity 

*  that  cccafions  this  Refufal,  or  that  I  ef- 

*  fleem  it  the  lefs  for   being  prefented  to 

*  me    in    fuch    a    manner  *,  and    if  there 

*  be  any  thing  elfe  befides  the  gratifying  her 
^  Reqi  efl:,  which  fhe  requires  of  me,  I  will 
'  fhew  her  the  Power  flie  has  over  me,  by  a 
^  ready  and  pundual  Obedience  to  her  Com- 

*  mands.' 

*  You 
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*  You  make  indeed  Sir,  fays  Jhe^  as  galh;nt 
an  Excufe  as  it  is  poffible,  f  om  a  Spark 
who  refufes  the  lafl  Favours  of  a  charming 
Lady.     This  would  have  been  very  fafhi- 
onable  in  the  Times  of  our  Fore- fathers, 
and  might  perhaps  have  gain'd  you  the 
Name  of  Faithful  and  Confcientious,  and 
have  brought  you  into  the  efteem  of  the  old 
Matrons,  but  in  this  Age,  I  advife   you 
to  be  careful  of  expofing  your  uncommon 
Principles,  left  the  whole  Sex  deride  and 
point  at  you.    By  your  outward  Figure  one 
would  not  imagine  that  you  fliould  be  the 
only  Perfon  to  refufe  the  Acceptance  of 
that  which  others   w'ould  Sacrifice    their 
Lives  to  obtain.    I  begin  to  fufped  your 
Endowments,  that  Fame  has  been  too  la- 
viHi  in  your  Favour,  and  that  your  Heart 
has  been  always  infenfible  of  the   Plea- 
fures    of  Love,    to  refufe  fuclt  an  Op- 
portunity  of  making  you   intirely    hap- 
py; and  how  can  you  ever  have  the  face 
after  this  to  make  your  courtHiip  to  the 
Ladies  ?  Go  on  in  the  purfuit  of  your  Va- 
nity, and  you  will  quickly  find  how  many 
Fair  ones  of  the  Sex  will  die  for  the  Lois 
of  your  pretty  engaging  Perfon.'   Madam, 
refly'd  Gonzalo,    you  give  me  a  feverer 
Chaflifement  than  I  deferve :  You  accufe 
me  for  want  of  Civility  and  Love,  when 
thofe  are  the  only  Reafons  that  make  me 
guilty  of  this  Rudenefs.    I  own  that  my 
Heart  is  already  engag'd  to  a  Lady  in  M/« 
Fa  t  l^^9 
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^  laviy  and  if  I  fhould  break  my  Faith  with 

*  her,  you  might  wiih  more  Juflice  call  me 
'  infeniible  and  perfidious  ;  and  I  think  this 
^  is  being  honourable  in  the  greateli:  degree 

*  to  the  Lady  whofe  Affections   you  ofier 

*  me/  '  What!  faidjhcy  are  you  oneof  thofe 

*  Jgnorants  who  would  be  contented  with  a 

*  fingle  Glory,  as  much  to  be  contemn'd  in 

*  the  purfuit  of  Love  as  War  ?  Would  any 
'  Lady  of  Wit  or   Senfe    efleem  you   the 

*  more,  do  you  think,  for  this  fcrupulous 
'  Simplicity  ?    No,   no,  the  Ladies  admire 

*  not  this  cold  Temper,  they  would  have 

*  their  Gallants  replenifh'd  with  warm 
'  Deiire  and  unbounded  Pailion ;  and  tho 

*  they  wiih  to  keep  their  Lovers  to  them- 
^  felves,  they  w  ould  rather  owe  it  to  the 

*  Excefs  of  their  own  Charms,  .than  to  the 
'  Indifierency  of  their  Admirers.  Take  my 
^  Word  for  ity  this  Nicenefs  will  never  re- 
^  commend   you  to  their  Embraces;    their 

*  Joys  are  heigh ten'd  by  their  Endeavours 

*  to  out-charm  their  Rivals  ,•  and  they  con- 

*  elude  a  Man  incapable  of  a  defi-Vi  Paffion, 

*  who  has  fo  little  of  Nature,  as  to  confine 

*  himfelf  to  one  alone.    But  were  this  Fide- 

*  lity,  as  you  call  it,  fo  commendable,  how 
'  are  you  certain  that  this  Perfon,  this  M- 

*  lane2..e^  for  whom  you  facrifice  the  growing 
'  Pleafures  of  your  Life,  malies  you  the  fame 

*  return  ?  Do  you  vainly  believe  your  felf

^  our  Hearts  are  always  wifliing  for  thofe

'  wifely  in  the  Abfence  of  our  Lovers,  we 
'  long  forPradice,  and  chafe  Tome  other  to 
'  fupply  his  Poft.  The  whole  Sex  are  equally 

*  fubjed  to  the  fame  Paffion  ,•  Conftancy  is 

*  an  idle  and  derided  Fancy,  fligmatizes  as 
^  Man  with  Coldnefs,  and  now  impradica- 
^  ble  amongft  the  wifer  Mortals.     When  a 

*  Gallant  has  enjoyed,  received  the  lufcious 

*  Harveft  of  his  amorous  PafHon,  he  ought 

*  not,  I  muft  confefs,  to  abandon  the  kind 

*  loving  Creature  :    He  lliould  make  a  [mt'd- 

*  ble  Return,  and  be  fo  faithful  as  to  gratify 

*  her  amorous  Defires;  but  to  forfake  all  o- 
^  thers  for  her  fake  is  foolifiiand  unfafhiona- 
'  ble.    And  thus,my  honefr,virtuous  Cavalier, 

*  I  leave  you  to  confider  of  what  I  have  faid ; 
^  and  for  the  future  be  wifer  than  to  refufe 

*  an  Opportunity  like  this,  when  Fortune 
^  prefents  it  to  you/ 

Gonz-alo  was  aftoniilied  at  thefe  Expref- 
fionsfrom  a  Woman;  but  it  being  about  the 
Power  of  Love,  he  was  not  difpleafed  with 
it  ,•  and  would  not  have  interrupted  the  La- 
dy, had  not  flie  left  off  of  her  own  accord. 
'  I  muft  confefs,  M2id3,m, /aid  he,  there  is  a 

*  great  deal  of  Reafdn  in  what  you  fay,  you 

F  3  '  feem 
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^  feem  perfedly  to  know  the  Foible  of  your 
^  own  Sexj  if  I  may  call  it  fo,    and  many 

*  of  them  \is  true,  are  not  renounced  for 

*  their  ConRancy ;    but  all  your  Rhetorick 
'  can   never  perfuade  me  of  the  Frailty  of 

*  her  whom  i  adore  :  and  tho  I  have  never 

*  yet  been  fo  happy  to  arrive  at  the  Goal, 

*  at  which  all  Lovers  bend  their  Courfe,   I 
'  neverthelefs'  believe  my  felf  more  belov'd, 

*  than  ever  any   was  by  that  fair  Sex.    I 

*  therefore  beg  you  to  talk  to  me  no  more  of 

*  the  Inconftanc}   of  this  Lady,  or  endea- 

*  vour  to  pel  fuade  me  to  the  Embraces  of 

*  another,    both  Subjeds  are  equally  odious 

*  to  me :    One  I  cannot   fuffer,  and  to  the 

*  other  I  can  never  confent.' 

The  Confidant,  finding  it  impoflible  to 
change  his  Inclinations,  and  that  ^twas  la- 
bouring in  vain  to  endeavour  to  fupplant 
the  beloved  Milanez^e;  /he  returned  to  her 
Friend  who  had  employM  her  in  this  Em- 
bafly,  and  acquainted  her  with  all  the  Dif- 
courfe  fhe  had  had  with  Don  Gonzalo ;  that 
his  Heart  was  already  engaged,  and  had 
voweda  Conftancy  which  appeared  impreg- 
nable and  beyond  the  Force  of  Temptation. 
The  Ladv  was  piqued  and  fretted  to  have 
a  Milariez-e  preferM  before  her,  fhe  thought 
her  Ch:irms  equal,  if  not  fuperiour  to  any  ,• 
yet  upon  Refledion,  fhe  could  not  blame 
the  Don  for  his  Conftancy:  file  therefore 
making  a  Virtue  of  Neceflity,  refolved  to 
be  contented,  fhe  praifed  him  for  his  honou- 
rable 
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rable  Behaviour  to  both  ,•  Hie  efleemed  and 
valued  him  for  his  good  tho  uncommon  Prin- 
ciples ,•  and  the  Heat  and  Paflion  of  Defire, 
diminifhing  by  degrees,  it  changed  at 
length  into  a  fblid  Friendfhip,  that  after- 
wards proved  of  great  Service  to  Don  Gon* 
zalo  in  the  Accidents  of  his  future  Years. 

Whilil:  this  pad  at  Mihm,  the  charming 
Livia  was  dying  with  impatience  to  fee  her 
dear  Don  Gonz^alo^  and  to  give  him  the  laft 
Favours  ,-  this  tfhe  concluded  would  rivet 
him  fafl:  to  her  Heart,  and  was  what  he 
merited  for  the  Dangers  he  had  run  for  her 
fake.  She  underftood  that  her  Husband 
was  obliged  to  go  out  of  Town  upon  fome 
urgent  Affairs,  and  v/as  impatient  till  i\vi 
had  fent  the  Don  this  Letter, 

T\Efliny  has^  I  hpe  at  leafi,  {ihated  of  its 
Rigour^  and  Fortune  be^ms  to  fievj  a  mrre 
favLurahle  Countenance :  ivhat  gives  me  thefe 
l^houghts  iSy  the  Obligation  my  Hisband  lies  un- 
der to  go  out  of  'Town  for  fome  Davs  upon  Affairs 
of  Confequence.  I  am  ratified  at  the  Opponu nitv : 
I  leave  you  to  tell  me  the  fame  thmg  m'we  fi^nifi^ 
cantfyy  when  I  fee  you  ;  theye  can  be  nothing  ap^ 
prehended  to  interrupt  what  I  have  to  commu<ii'» 
cate  to  you  \  therefore  your  f pee dv  Arrival  or  An" 
fwer  I  expeB  with  the  greatefi  Impatience.

^12  8     Fortune  favours  the  ^old  5  or^ 

•  Don  Gonzalo  was  ready  to  die  with  Joy 
at  this  good  News,  he  was  equipping  him- 
felf  with  ail  hafte  for  his  Journey  ;  but  whe- 
ther the  Advocate  in  the  Church,  w^ho  had 
been  fo  free  with  the  Conflancy  of  the  Sex, 
had  made  any  ImprefTion  upon  him,  or  for 
•U'hat  other  Reafon  Iknow^  not,  he  began  to 
be  wavering  in  his  Thoughts.  Sometimes  he 
refieded  upon  the  Danger  of  being  taken 
hy  his  Enemies  upon  the  way,  and  the  Ha- 
zard he  run  of  his  Life;  it  might  perhaps 
be  a  counterfeit  Letter  to  draw  him  into 
a  Snare,  or  if  ic  fhould  come  from  the  very 
Lividy  how  did  he  know  whether  file  refented 
not  his  Abfence,  and  took  this  Method  for 
a  fecure  Revenge  ;  or  whether  the  Husband, 
having  had  fome  Sufpicion  of  the  Intrigue, 
might  not  force  her  to  this  Method,  in  or- 
der to  repay  the  Injury.  Innumerable 
Thoughts  of  this  kiiad  troubled  his  Breaft, 
and  made  him  doubtful  what  to  do,  or  how 
to  fix  his  Refolutions.  He  intended  there- 
fore to  ccnfulc  with  a  Friend  of  his,  who 
knew  of  his  Intrigue  with  Liviaj  and  hap- 
pened to  be  now  at  Mantua  about  this  Aftair  ,* 
he  went  to  him,  fhew^d  him  the  Lady's  Let- 
ter, and  defired  his  Advice.  His  Friend 
honeftly  told  him  his  Opinion,  pointed  to 
him  the  Dangers  he  underwent,  and  the  Im- 
prudence to  hazard  his  Life  for  fuch  a  Trifle 
as  the  PoffefTion  of  an  inconftant  Woman : 
That  tho  the  prefenc  Satisfaction  might  be 
agreeable  to  his  youthful  Fancy,  he  would 

in 
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ill  time  be  of  another  Opinion,  when  Years 
and  Senfe  had  more  matur^'d  his  Underftand- 
ing  ;  that  the  Pleafure  was  doubtful,  but  the 
future  Punifliment  and  Repentance  certain : 
In    fine,  he  ufed  fo  many  Arguments,  and 
made  fo  reforming  a  Sermon,  that  the  Don 
defer'd  his  Journey  that  Evening,  he  went 
to  Bed  ;    the  Thoughts  of  Honour,    Fear^ 
Difappointment,  Defire,  and  the  like,  had 
made  fuch  a  Combate  in  his  Mind,  that  he 
flept  not  for  the  whole  Night :  his  waking 
Penfi venefs,  and  the  warm  Bed,  brought  his 
Mifirefs  afreili  into  his  Heart;   and  power-? 
ful  Love  became  Conqueror  of  ail  the  PalTions, 
for  no  fooner  broke  the  day,  but  he  refolved 
to  fhake   off   all   timorous    Apprehenfions, 
and  hafle  to  his  dear  expeding  Lwia,     He 
took   with  him  fome  Mantuan  Servants  he 
could    moft  confide  in,    and  efcaping    the 
Danger  of  being  taken  by  the  way,  he  quick- 
ly arrived  fafely  at  Milan;    taking  up  his 
Lodging  at  the  Houfe  of  a  trufty  Friend., 
he  foon  communicated  his  arrival  to  Liviay 
and  beg'd  fhe  would  grant  him  the  Favour 
to  fee  her.    Altho  Livia  was  impatient  to  fee 
the  Don,  (lie  could  not  forbear  being  con- 
cerned at  his  flay  in  Milan,  knowing  how 
much  he  was  expofed  to  the  Jealou/ies  and 
Sufpicions  of  the  French,  who  fail'd  not,  at 
leail  once  a  Week,  to  fearch  every  Houfe, 
where  thofe  of  the  difcontented  Party  were 
thought  to  inhabit:.     She  neverthelefs  writ  ; 
a  BiVlet  to  Don  Gonz,alo^   wherein  fne  ex- 
F  5  prefs'd 
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prefs'd  her  Love  as  v  ell  as  Fear,  and  defired 
him  to  come  about  the  Evening  in  a  Dif- 
guife  to  her  Houfe ;  that  fhe  would  be  at  the 
Door  ready  to  receive  him,  and  it  being  the 
time  of  Carnival,  that  he  fhould  acquaint 
her  of  feme  particular  Sign  or  Token,  where- 
by fhe  might  diflinguini  him  from  the  other 
Perfons  in  Mafquerade  who  thronged  the 
Streets.  Don  Gcnz,alo  pundually  obeyed 
the  Lady's  Commands,  he  came  into  the 
Street  where  Livia  dwelt,  whom  he  ob- 
ferved  talking  to  fome  Cavaliers  in  Masks  ,- 
thefe  feeing  Gonzalo  advance  near  the  Door 
"with  a  Feather  in  his  Hat  after  the  Spanijh 
Fafiiion,  and  believing  by  the  Lady's  car- 
riage that  there  was  a  Defign  of  converfing 
together,  they  civilly  withdrew  to  afford 
them  the  greater  Liberty.

*  charming  Z/'z;/<7,  faid  he,  I  adore  you  with 

*  that  ReU  ed,  that  I  am  ready  to  fail  at  your 

*  Feet  a  Vidim  to  my  Paffion.     No  Dangers 

*  could  detain  me  from  obey  in  j^  the  agreea- 

*  ble  Commands  cf  my  dear  obliging  Liviay 

*  I  would  chrfe  rather  to  die  in  her  Prcfence 
'  this  Moment,  than  tafle  for  ever  the  in- 

*  fipid  Fleafures  of  Life  without  her.'  '  My 
X  Gon%,alO:i    ft^d  (he,   thefe  are   convincing 
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'  Demonflrations  of   your  Pailion  for  me, 

*  and  Inclination  will  make  me  have  the 

*  weaknefs  at  leaf!:,  to  receive  them  as  fuch  ; 

*  my  Heart  cannot  be  ungrateful,   it  pants 
'  in  your  Favour,  and  my  Arms  are  open  to 

*  receive  you;  the  Dangers  and  Perils  you 
'  have  contemned  for  me,    I  place  to  your 

*  Account,  and  all  (hail  be  repaid  in  bound- 

*  lefs  Love.     For  my  fake  you  have  often 

*  run  the  Hazard  of  your  Life,  ^twould  be 

*  ungrateful  not  to  venture  mine  for  you^ 

*  but  when  the  Satisfadion,  the  Happinefs 

*  of  my  beloved  Gonz^alo  is  in  the  Cafe,  no 
'  Fears  of  Torment  or  a  jealous  Husband's- 

*  Care,  fliall  fright  me  from  the  Gratitude 

*  I  owe  my  dear  Gonzalo.     This  Minute  K 

*  thought  to  have  been  happy,  but  an  un- 

^  lucky  Chance  has  robb'd  me  of  my  Wiflies^  , 
^  and  diftanc'd  my  expeded  Joy  ;  with  Pain  ^ 
^  I  difcover  to    you   the   Occafion  of  my 
^  Grief,    left  you  fhould  think  it  Coldnefs 
^  or  Unkindnefs  in  your  Livia:    my  Huf- 
^  band,    who  I  thought   would  have  been 
^  abfent  for  three  or  four  Days,  will  unex— 
^  pededly  return  this  Night  to  Milan  ;  let 
^  not  tlris  givQ  you  any  hard  Thoughts  of 
^  me,  or  make  you  repent  the  Dangers  you 
^  have  run,    for  if  you  will  come  to  this 
^  Place  about  four  Hours  hence,  I'll  ufe  my 
'  female  Arts,  and  do  all  that,  is  poffible  to- 
^  give  you  a  Sample  of  thofe  future  Joys-, 
^  which  a  better  Opportunity,  I  hope,  will 
^  yield  us  with  more  Satisfadion,.    And  in 

-  '  cafe 
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cafe  any  thing  fiioiild  happen  to  prevent 
my  coming,  I  will  fend  my  Maid  to  ac- 
'  quaint  you  with  it.' 

This  unexpected  Return  a  little  morti- 
fied the  Don  ;  however,  he  was  extremely 
pleafed  with  the  Aflignation  fhe  had  made 
him,  and  thought  it  then  convenient  for 
that  time  to  take  his  leave  :  The  remaining 
time  he  wafted  at  home,  armed  himfelf  for 
the  Purpofe,  and  came  to  the  Houfe  at  the 
appointed  Hour.  He  was  but  juft  there, 
when  he  heard  at  a  very  little  diftance, 
clafhing  of  Swords,  and  a  great  Noife,  as 
if  feveral  were  engaged  in  a  Rencounter; 
and  one  of  them  who  was  very  much  wound- 
ed, crying  out  Murder,  and  flying  towards 
Livias  Gate,  where  he  fell  down  dead,  at 
the  time  the  Maid  was  opening  the  Door  for 
Don  Gonz..aloy  fome  of  the  Neighbours 
who  came  to  their  Windows  at  the  Noife, 
faw  Gon^.alo  w^ith  a  naked  Sword  in  his  hand, 
which  he  had  drawn  for  his  defence  in  the 
Clamour,  enter  the  Door  which  was  open. 
iHe  was  conduced  into  a  private  Apartment 
by  the  Servant,  and  every  thing  being  quiet 
in  the  Street,  Livia  came  down  to  invite 
her  Lover  into  a  more  conv^enient  Chamber, 
where  there  might  be  no  Interruption  ,  to 
their  mutual  Satisfadion.  But  alas  !  in  the 
midft  of  their  tender  ExprefHons  for  their 
reciprocal  Joy  and  Content  for  this  ravifhing 
Opportunity,  they  were  diilurbed  by  a  vio- 
lent knocking  at  the  Gate ;  for  the  Guard 

and 
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and   Officers   of  Juftice,  (finding  in   their 
Rounds  a  murdered  Body  lying  at  the  Door, 
and  being  informed  by  fome  Neighbours,  of 
whom  they  made  enquiry,    that  truly  they 
knew  not  the  Occafion,  but  they  faw  a  Man 
with   a  naked  Sword   go  into  the  Houfe) 
made  them  defire  entrance,  to  be  better  in- 
formed of  the  Affair.     Livia  who  overheard 
them  fpeaking  French^  doubted  not  but  they 
had  difcovered  by  the  means  of  fome  of  their 
Spies,  that  Gonz,alo  was  at  her   Houfe,  and 
that  they  were  come  thither  with  Intentions 
to  apprehend  him,  and  \^  as  ready  to  die.  with 
Fear  and  Confuiion.     Gonz>alo  was  neverthe- 
lefs  undaunted,  and  retained  a  Prefence  of 
Mind  ;  and  tho  he  wiHied  himfelf  at  Man^ 
tua  fafe  with  his   Friend  that  advifed  him 
againft  this  Attempt,  he  did  what  he  thought 
mofl:  likely   to  fave  him  in  this  Extremity : 
and  being  a  little  alTifted  by  the  trembling 
Livia,    he   mounted   up    into  the   Chimney 
with  his  drawn  Sword,  where  he  could  not 
long  have  remained  had  it  not  happened  that 
a  large  Nail  had  been  drove  into  the  Back 
for   fome  other  Occalion,    upon  which  he 
relied  one  of  his  Feet  to  fupport  the  weight 
of  his  whole  Body,   in  which  nneafy  Con- 
dition he    waited  the    uncertainty  of  his 
Fate. 

When  Livia  had  thus  provided  for  the  Se- 
curity of  her  Gallant,  finding  that  the 
Guards  threatned  to  break  open  the  Door,  file 
took  the  Key  and  unlocked  it  her  felf  with 

an 
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an  Authority  becoming  the  Miftrefs  of  the 
Houfe,  and  0ne  of  her  Condition,  asked  the 
Captain  wl)at  made  him  dare  to  difturb  her 
at  that  unfeafonable  Hour,  efpeciaily  in  the 
abfence  of  her  Husband.  The  Captain  beg'd 
her  Pardon  very  civilly,  that  he  was  forced 
to  this  Rudenefs  contrary  to  his  Inclina- 
tions ;  for  there  being  a  Murder  committed 
in  the  Street,  and  being  informed  that  the 
Offender  had  taken  Refuge  in  this  Houfe, 
they  were  obliged  to  obey  their  Orders. 

*  Upon  my  Word  Captain,  fays  Livia,  you 

*  have  been  falfely  informed,  for  during  my 
*■-  Husband's  abfence  I  have  kept  my  Doors 

*  locked  and  the  Key  always  in  my  own  pof- 

*  feflion ;  yet  neverthelefs  to  clear  me  from 

*  the  Scandal   of  harbouring  any  body  in 

*  my  Houfe  from  the  hands  of  Juflice,  fearch 

*  about  I  befeech  you,  all  the  Chambers  and 

*  Doors  fliall  be  open  to  you/ 

The  Concern  the  Gallant  was  in  when  he 
heard  the  French  in  the  Chamber,  isfcarcely 
to  be  imagined;  he  began  to  deteft  intriguing 
and  the  Deceits  of  Love,  and  his  Heart 
told  him  that  he  was  in  a  fair  way  to  be 
puniflied  by  the  Juflice  of  Heaven,  for  en- 
deavouring to  commit  fo  horrible  an  Offence, 
to  the  irreparable  Prejudice  of  an  innocent 
Perfon.  But  Providence  had  not  yet  de- 
li^n'd  his  Death,  for  the  Guards  not  difco- 
vering  any  Perfon  in  the  Houfe,  retired  ,• 
and  the  Don  with  a  great  deal  of  Joy  leap'd 
from  his  dark  Apartment  with  an  Intention 

to 
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to  embrace  his  Liviay  and  to  heighten  the 
coming  Pleafure  by  the  Thoughts  of  the 
Dangers  they  had  efcaped.  But  wanton 
Fortune  play'd  him  another  Trick,  for  the 
Husband  arriving  juft  at  that  time,  finding 
his  Doors  open  and  a  Crowd  in  the  Street^ 
knew  not  to  what  to  attribute  the  Reafon* 
The  arrival  of  the  Husband  gave  Livza 
more  Aftonifhment  than  the  Guards  had 
done  before  ;  Fear  and  Concern  made  her 
look  pale  like  Death  ,•  and  finding  by  her 
Husband  that  he  took  notice  at  the  change 
of  her  Countenance,    '  Would  you   believe 

*  it  my  dear  Husband,  faidfhe,  thefe  Guards 

*  have  extremely  difordered  me,  they  have 

*  had  the  Infolence  to  fearch  your  Houfe  m 
^  your  abfence  ;  Til  fhew  you  the  Chambers 
^  where  they  lookM  in  every  Corner,  here 

*  (carrying  him  into  the  Room  where  Gon-' 

*  z>alo  was  again  got  into  the  Chimney  that 
'  he  might  hear  their  Difcourfe)  but  alas ! 

*  my  dear  Life,  they  faw  no  more  than  you 

*  do  now  ',    and  foon  went  fatisfied   away 

*  juft  as  you  came  in.'  At  this  the  Huf- 
band  went  down  himfelf  to  lock  the  Doors 
faft,  and  in  the  mean  time  Livia  excufed  her 
feif  to  her  Lover,  for  being  obliged  to 
entertain  her  Husband  longer  than  ilie  de- 
fired. 

The  Houfe  being  thus  fecured,  the  Huf- 
band  was  retiring  to  his  Apartment  to  re- 
pofe  himfelf,  when  there  was  a  frefh  Alarm 
at  the  DoOr  ^  this  gave  frefh  Apprehenfion 

to 
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to  Gonz>aloy  and  was  likely  to  delay  his  Tor- 
ture ;  for  there  being  no  more  than  a  thin 
Iron    upon   which  he  could   reft  one  Foot 
only,  he  was  fo  tired  that  he  could  fcarcely 
endure  his  Poft,    being  all   the  while  upon 
the  Rack.     The  Perfon   who  had  before  ac- 
quainted the  Officers  of  Juftice  that  he  had 
feena  Man  with  a  naked  Svvord  retire  into 
Livias  Houfe  when  the  Man  fell  dead  at  the 
Door,    was   carried    to  Pi  ifon ;  and  being 
more  ftridly  examin^'d,    confirmed  his  De- 
pofition  with  fuch  Imprecations  and  Oaths^ 
that  the  Guard  could  do  no  lefs  than  imme- 
diately obey  the  Orders  tofearch  the  Houfe 
again  ,•     this  made  them   thunder   fo   vio- 
lently at  the  Door.      The  Husband  came 
dov/n  himfelf  to  open  the  Door,  and  refent- 
ing  in  his  ExprefTions  the  Difhonour  they 
did  his  Houfe  by  this  Difturbance,-    w^heii 
he  afliired  them  there  w^as  no  body  conceal'd, 
he  let  fall  fome  Words  at  which  the  Officers 
thought  themfelves  affronted ;  and  therefore 
took  the   Mafter  of  the  Houfe  and  all  the 
Servants   into  their  Cuftody,    and  without 
hearkning  to  any  Reafons  or  Excufes,  carried 
them  ail  Prifoners  to  the   Caftle.     Gonz.alo 
ftill  in  the  Chimney,  knew  not  what  to  make 
of  all  this  Noife  and  Confufion  ;  and  Ltvia 
feeing  her  Husband  drag'd  to  Prifon,  was 
not  lefs  concerned,  but  upon  fecond  thoughts 
file  began  to  take  comfort :  Two  things  con-  . 
tributed  to  her  Confolation,  one  was  the  In-- 
Dccency  of  her  Husband,    and  the  other, 

that 


that  contrary  to  her  Expedations  /lie  had 
a  lucky  Opportunity  to  gratify  her  ov  n,  as 
well  as  her  Gallant's  Defires,-  and  her  Joy 
ought  to  exceed  her  Grief  in  the  fame  de- 
gree, that  a  warm  w  idling  Lover  is  prefera- 
ble to  a  dull  indifferent  Husband. 

Full  of  the  Delight  of  thefe  amorous 
Thoughts,  fhe  went  into  the  Chamber  where' 
Don  Gonzalo  was  {till  confined  to  his  footy 
Prifon.  ^  Now  my  Lifcj  faid  fie,  with 
great  Joy,  we  have  tiine  to  reap  a  full 
Harvelt  of  that  Happinefs  we  have  fo  long 
defired  ,•  there  is  no  ill-natured  Obftacle 
to  interrupt  our  Pleafures ;  the  Storms,  the 
vexatious  Difappointments  are  all  paft, 
and  my  heaving  Bofom  panting  with  Love, 
invites  you  to  a  full  PoiTeflion.  Fly  with 
eager  Joy  into  the  Arms  of  Vemis,  fhe 
longs  to  clafp  her  w^arlike  Mars  within 
her  tender  Arms.  The  little  Boy  has  made 
his  Quiver  of  me,  and  has  lluck  ail  his 
keen  Arrows  in  my  wounded  Heart.'  '  Oh 
my  dear  im^,  cryed  the  Don,  let's  give 
a  Truce  to  V/ords,  we'll  take  fuch  Joys 
that  thofe  cannot  exprefs :  Fancy  can 
fcarcely  reach  the  Expedation.  Then  let 
me  embrace  you  thus  my  deareft  Livia^ 
thou  ample  Recompence  for  all  m^  Dangers 
paft,  and  generous  Purchafer  of  all  my 
future  Days.'  In  thefe  Raptures  they  had 
happily  pafs'd  the  Night,  when  in  the  Morn* 
ing  the  Don  returned  to  his  Apartment  at 
his  Friend's  Houfe  :  he  guefs'd  by  the  Hour 

Gonzalo 
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Gonz,alo  came  in,  how  he  had  fpenc  the 
Night ;  and  like  a  Friend  gave  him  that 
Counfel,  like  other  Advifers,  which  he 
would  not  follov/  himfelf,  to  avoid  fuch  dan- 
gerous Practices.  But  bold  Love  fears  no 
Danger,  the  Satisfadion  was  too  great  to  be 
quitted  fo  foon,  and  a  lucky  Fate  contributed 
to  the  Prolongation  ,•  for  the  Husband  be- 
ing detained  feven  Days  in  the  Prifon  before 
he  could  givQ  a  fatisfadory  Proof  of  his  In- 
nocence, Don  Go?iz,alo  omiited  not  a  lingle 
Moment  when  an  Opportunity  prefented  to 
pay  his  Vifit :  But  to  be  fu.re  he  failed  not  to 
pafs  every  wiflied-for  Night,  norwithftand- 
ing  the  Peril  and  Hazard  of  a  Difcovery,  in 
the  Arms  and  Embraces  of  his  charming 
loving  Livia. 

He  would  have  longer  perhaps  continued 
his  Refidence  in  this  City,  had  not  Monfieur 
Mompoier  (who  was  then  Governor  of  Mi- 
lan for  the  King  of  France)  hearing  Gonz.alo 
was  in  Town,  fearched  his  Mother's  Houfe 
for  him.  It  was  therefore  high  time  to  be 
gone,  and  taking  his  way  by  Sergamo  and 
Brefcia^  he  arrived  fafely  at  Mantua^  where 
he  told  his  Adventures  to  his  old  Friend,  who 
foundly  rallied  him  for  his  Folly  and  the 
blinduefsof  his  Paffion. 


HERE 
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ERE  the  Mariner  finifhed  his 
Story,  which  by  the  variety  of  Acci- 
dents very  much  pleafed  the  Com- 
Not  Jong  after,  we  had  more  Reafoii 
be  contented,  for  one  of  the  Seamen, 
with  great  Joy,  claimed  the  ufual  Reward 
given  by  the  Paflengers  to  the  firft  Difco- 
verer  of  Land  ;  others  foon  climbed  up  the 
Shrouds  to  know  the  Truth,  his  Opinion 
was  confirmed,  the  good  News  fpread  a 
general  Joy,  and  in  two  Days  we  were  got 
into  the  Downs y  fafe  from  the  Dangers  of 
fo  perilous  a  Voyage.  This  happened  at 
the  time  when  the  Englijh  Fleet  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  French^  were  preparing  to  en- 
gage the  Dutch.  This  occafioned  fre/h 
Afflidions,  for  there  was  a  terrible  Engage- 
ment between  the  Briti/h  and  Dutch  Fleets  ; 
and  it  was  fought  with  fuch  Courage  and 
Refclution,  that  both  fides  were  very  much 
difabled,  and  it  remained  doubtful  whofe 
Right  it  was  to  boafl  of  the  Vidory,  which 
each  pretended  to  ;  however,  the  Englijh  loft 
fo  many  of  their  Seamen,  that  they  found  it 
neceffary  to  recruit,-  and  the  Orders  for 
preffing  all  who  had  been  at  Sea,  were  exe- 
cuted with  fuch  Hafte  and  Diligence,  that 
poor  Charles  and  I  were  feized,  almoft  as  footi 
as  on  fliore,  by  the  Prefs-Gang,  and  forced 
into  the  Ship  for  Service. 

This 
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This  Misfortune  troubled  me  more  than 
when  I  was  firft  carried  a  Slave  to  Turky. 
But  Patience  was  our  only  Comfort,  and  I 
found  there  was  no  Difcharge  to  be  expeded 
unlefs  I  would  difcover  my  Sex,  which 
would  occaiion  a  Vexation  not  to  be  born, 
the  parting  me  from  my  dear  Charles,  the 
greateft  Afflidion  that  could  happen  to  me. 
I  therefore  chofe  this  milder  Fate,  and  with- 
out endeavouring  to  be  releafed,  fubmitted 
to  my  Deftiny. 

We  were  carried  on  board,  where  we 
found  the  Mariners  employed  in  repairing 
theirTackle,  and  fetting  every  thing  in  order 
with  the  greatefl  Application.  It  was  a- 
bout  the  middle  of  Jtme  when  we  met  with 
the  Dmch  Fleet ;  their  Number  of  Ships  was 
fomething  lefs  than  ours  :  Their  Fleet  was 
divided  into  three  Squadrons,  the  iiril:  was 
com_manded  by  Trumps  who  feeing  the  Eri^ 
tijh  Fleet  retiring  towards  their  own  Coalls 
miftook  it  for  fear,  followed  them,  and  a 
fharp  Engagement  enfued,  both  Fleets  at- 
tacking and  defending  one  the  other,  with 
the  mod  undaunted  Courage  and  Refolution. 
It  was  about  five  in  the  Evening,  when  our 
Ship,  which  belonged  to  the  blue  Squadron, 
was  engaged ;  and  the  Fire  continued  vio- 
lently on  both  fides  till  Eleven,  when  the 
Darknefs  of  the  Night  parted  us.  This  was 
a  much  fharper  Engagement  than  any  I  had 
ever  yet  experienced,  and  I  never  was  fo 
fenfible  of  Fear.  The  Mifery  and  Com- 
plaints 
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pkints  of  the  poor  wounded  Mariners 
moved  my  Heart  to  pity  their  Condition, 
and  I  was  ready  to  betray  my  'Di^gmk  by 
my  watry  Eyes. 

After  the  fecond  Engagement,  many  of 
the  Seamen  were  permitted  to  go  on  fhore  to 
f  efrefh  themfelves,  upon  their  Promife  of  re- 
turning on  board  upon  the  firft  Orders. 
Charles  and  I  were  of  this  Number,  we  were 
very  uneafy  at  our  lafl  Difafler,  and  refolved. 
at  any  rate  to  quit  the  Service.  There 
happened  to  be  about  this  time  a  confide- 
rable  Fair,  where  many  Londoners  came  well 
flock'd  with  variety  of  Goods  of  all  Kinds, 
as  well  as  fafliionable  Clothes  of  all  Sorts, 
ready  made,  to  fupply  the  Country  Gentry 
of  both  Sexes ;  hither  my  Charles  and  I  re- 
paired, believing  that  our  Efcape  and  Safety 
could  not  be  better  accompliHied,  than  by 
changing  oik-  Garb;  therefore,  with  fome 
of  the  Gold  which  Sahina  the  fair  amorous 
T'urk  had  prefented  me,  I  bought  the  richeil 
Attire  I  could  meet  with,  and  every  thing 
belonging  to  the  female  Sex  anfwerable 
to  it.  Charles  likewife  bought  him  a  genteel 
modidi  Suit,  and  to  prevent  his  being  known, 
he  cut  off  hi^  own  Hair,  and  bought  one  of 
the  bed- Perukes  the  Fair  would  afford.  We 
quitted  our  ilavifli  and  Sea  Garb,  and  thus 
accoutered,  it  was  impoffible  to  know  us. 
My  Circumftances  now  forced  me  to  rely 
upon  his  Honour,  we  were  conftrained  to 
pafs  for  Man  and  Wife,  and  he  gave  me  all 

the 
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the  Affurances  of  folemn  Vows  and  Impre- 
cations, that  the  Ceremony  fliould  be  fo- 
lemnized  at  the  firft  convenient  Opportu- 
nity :  'twould  have  been  too  fcrupulous  not 
to  have  trufted  to  his  Honour.    Convenience, 
and  a  Defire  of  being  more  firmly  his,  gain'd 
my  Confent.     We  now  pafs'd  for  Londoners 
that  were  come  thither  for  our  Diverfion, 
we  liv'd  as  well  as  our  Stock  would  permit ; 
and  when  what  we  were  indebted  to  the 
Houfe  was  difcharged,  we  found  only  two 
Crowns  remaining.      Charles  therefore  re- 
folved   to  enquire  after   his  Relations,    to 
acquaint  them  of  the  Accidents  he  had  met 
with,  and  to  requeft  them  that  they  would 
pardon  all  his  former  Faults,  and  fend  him  a 
Bill  fuificient  to  defray  his  Expences  up  to 
Town.    To  this  purpofe  he  intended  to  write 
when  he  came  home,  for  w^e  were  now  di- 
verting our  felves  amongft  the  rdl  at  a  Droll. 
The  Houfe  w  as  throng'd,  and  therefore  if 
we  intended  to  fee  it^  we  muft  (it  on  a  Bench 
upon  the  Stage;  which  is  efteemed  the  bed 
Place,  tho  expofed  to  the  fight  of  the  whole 
Booth.    I  took  notice  that  there  was  a  Per- 
fon  in  the  Pit,  w  ho,  all  the  time  the  Droll 
w^as  ading,    had  his  Eyes  continually  upon 
Charles  or  me ;  I  was  afraid  it  might  have  been 
fome   Volunteer  or  Officer  who  had  been 
on  board  our  Ship,  but  I  could  not  remember 
I  had  ever  feen  him,    and  that  Uneaiinefs 
vanifhed.      When  the  Play  was  ended  he 
came  upon  the  Stage,  look'd  wiHifully  upon 

CharleSf 
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Charles,  when  approaching  after  a  ceremo- 
nious manner,  '  Sir,  faid  he,  I  muft  ask  your 

*  Pardon,  if  I  miftake  you  for  another,  tho 
^  I  fhouldnot  make  you  this  Addrefs  had  I 

*  not  fome  Reafon  for  my  Opinion  :  I  have 
'  a  Coufin  who  has  been  abfent  from  his 

*  Father  and  Mother  for  fome  time,   and 

*  they  know  not  what  is  become  of  him, 
'  and  you  are  fo  perfedly  like  him,  that  I 
^  think  I  may  be  pofitive  you  are  the  fame 

*  Perfon ;  I  willi  you  would  confirm  me  in 
^  my  Thoughts,  that  I  may  not  only  my  felf 

*  congratulate  you  upon  your  Return,  but 

*  alfo  be  the  firft  Mefl'enger  of  the  News  to 
'  your  aged  Parents,  who  will  be  ready  to 
'  expire  with  Joy  at  the  Advice  of  your 
^  Arrival/ 

He  had  fcarcely  uttered  thefe  Words, 
when  Charles,  who  had  fixedly  looked  upon 
him,  perfedly  remembred  his  Figure  and 
Perfon^  and  throwing  his  Arms  about  his 
Neck,  and  kiffing  him  firft  on  one  Cheek 
and  then  on  the  other,  after  the  Mode  of 
the  Beaus,  ^  Could  I  ever  think,  fays  he,  of 
'  being  fo  happy  to  fee  you  at  this  Place  ! 

*  Or  how  is  it  pollible  that  you  fhould  know 

*  me  after  the  Alteration  that  all  the  Hard- 

*  fhips  I  have  fuffered  muft  have  occafioned 

*  in  my  Face  ?  I  concluded  my  felf  fo  altered, 

*  that  my  neareft  Relations  would  not  be 

*  able  to  know  me  at  my  iirft  Appearance  : 

*  Since  we    were   educated  together,    you 

*  may  perhaps  remember  that  I  was  defpe- 

[  rately 
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*^  rately  in  Love  with  a  young  Lady  call'd 

*  Ltidnday  that  file  was  on  a  fudden  carried 
^  away,  and  the  Perfon  who  committed  the 
^  F^di,  remained  undifcovered ;  it  was  for 
'  the  Love  of  this  Lady  that  I  forfook  my 

*  Relations,  and  left  my  Country  in  fearch 

*  either  of  her  or  Death  :  for  her  I  have  had 

*  the  A/flidion  to  have  wafled  fo  many  Years 
^  in  Mifery  and  Hardfhip,  when  I  was  re- 

*  warded  with  unexpedted  Happinefs  by 
^  finding  her  where  I  could  fcarcely  wifli, 
^  even  in  the  Bonds  of  Slavery.  As  fhe  was 
^  the  Caafe  of  my  leaving  my  Friends  and 

*  Country,  fo  Hie  is  the  happy  Occafion  of 

*  my  Return,  which  I  hope  will  not  be  un- 

*  grateful  to  my  Relations,  or  unhappy  to 

*  us.'  Richard/on  (which  was  the  Name  of 
my  Husband's  Coufin)  knowing  me  to  be  the 
fame  Lucinda  who  was  fo  belov'd  by  his 
Coufin,  fainted  me  with  all  Refped,  was  ex- 
tremely glad  to  fee  us,  and  exprefs'd  his  Joy 
in  every  Adion.  He  invited  us  to  come  and 
flay  at  his  Houfe,  and  would  not  receive 
any  denial.  He  happened  to  marry  a  rich 
Heirefs  of  this  Country,  where  they  were 
fettled  and  liv'd  comfortably,  and  poilefled 
the  Affedions  of  their  Neighbours,  by  living 
as  hofpitably  as  their  Fortunes  would  permit. 
OurTreafure  was  very  near  expend^.^d,  but 
the  Smiles  of  Fortune  w^ere  every  day  more 
in  cur  favour;  and.  thinking  this  kind  Proffer 
not  the  ieaft  Proof  of  it,we  willingly  accepted 
the  Invitation.     His  Coach  carried    us   to 

his 
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his  Houfe,  where  his  Wife  received  us  with 
all  good  Manners  and  Civility*  The  good 
Entertainment  we  met  with,  foon  recovered 
US  from  the  fatigue  of  the  Voyage,  and  we 
wxre  yet  more  overjoyed  when  we  heard 
that  my  Charleses  Father  and  Mother  were 
ftill  alive,  and  enjoyed  a  healthful  old  Age, 
We  therefore  defireci  that  he  would  write  to 
our  Father,  to  acquaint  him  with  our  Arri- 
val, and  that  he  would  pleafe  to  fend  us  fome 
Bills  to  enable  him  to  come  and  pay  his  Duty 
to  him.  I  was  in  great  Pain  to  know  the 
Condition  of  my  Parents,  but  no  one  here 
was  able  to  give  me  any  Information  ,*  I  was 
therefore  obliged  to  wait  till  I  /liould  arrive 
at  London.

*This  I  have  Reafon  to  know  by  fad  Experience^  it 

heingfu^ciently  imprinted  in  me  by  the  manifold 

Hardlhips  and  Misfortunes  I  have  fuffered  ever 

fime  I  became  undutiful ;    and  the  Confideration 

cf  what  Pains  I  have  undergone  wiUy  I  hope,  the 

fooner  move  my  dear  Father  to  pardon  my  undu'^ 

G  tiful 
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tiful  Behaviour*  It  luas  net  DifrefpeEl  or  'want 
of  Reverence  fir  my  Parents^  that  drew  me  into 
my  fir  ft  Crime ,  my  tender  Heart  fell  into  the  firfl 
hewttchingPajfion  Love.  Izvas  ajhamed  to  oivn 
my  Crime-,  ivhch  had  I  revealed  to  my  indulgent 
Parents^  confidering  the  ObjeEiy  they  would  perhaps 
'have  thought  par  dcnable  in  fmh  tender  Tears ,  and 
might  have  ui'd  their  Jnterefl  to  make  me  happy  in 
the  Choice  that  was  rooted  fo  firmly  in  my  Heart: 
Idurfl  not  venture  to  dijclfe  my  laffion  jorfear 
of  being  fir  bid  what  I  found  I  could  not  live  with" 
out,  the  Pcffeffion  of  my  belov'^d  Lucinda  5  fbe 
had  Isjt  her  Relations,  but  whether  jhe  was  fore  d 
awayorfiedbyherownConfent,  no  one  knew,  and 
even  I,  who  was  a  Party  in  the  Plot,  was  igno- 
rant of  the  Event.  When  Jhe  was  gone,  I  could 
not  flay  behind,  I  was  uneafy  till  I  had  fearch'd 
the  World  fir  her,  left  you  my  dear  Relations,  my 
Country  and  all  my  Expectations,  with  a  Defign 
never  to  return  till  I  had  found  the  powerful  Char- 
mer. Fortune  rewarded  my  Corftancy,  and  when 
leafl  expelled,  threw  her  into  my  Arms ;  and  we 
are  both  returned  from  Turkilh  Slavery  with 
Hopes  of  Pardon  and  Forgivenefs  from  my  much 
injured  Parents.  1  hope  my  Fault  will  appear  the 
lefs,  when  you  confider  I  have  not  loved  below  my 
felf,  neither  for  Riches  or  Degree.  You  was  'a 
Witnefs  of  the  firfl  Seeds^  when  in  our  Childhood 
there  was  a  growing  Inclination  betzveen  me  and 
Lucinda,  the  Daughter  of  Mr.  W.  It  was  then 
yourDiverfion  not  Diflike,  and  now  'tis  grown  ma* 
ture,  will  I  hope  meet  with  your  Excufe  and  Ap' 
probation,     I  have  many  furprizing  Accidents  t9 

acquaint 
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acquaint  you  withal;  but  the  mo  ft  grateful  to  my 
Rememhrancey  next  to  your  Forgivenefsy  is  the 
Reception  my  Coujin  is  pleased  to  give  its  after  our 
fatiguing  Voyage^  and  in  fo  free  and  generous  a 
manner y  that  I  fhall  always  think  my  f elf  obligd 
to  acknowledge  it*  'This  Tendernefs  from  my  Re- 
lations fiirs  up  my  Shame y  and  fets  my  Heart 
a  bleeding  at  the  remembrance  of  mi  Undutiful- 
nefs ;  and  I  cannot  too  humbly  or  too  often  implore 
your  Pardon  for  all  pafl  M/fcarriages,  zvith  Affu- 
rances  of  a  contrary  Behaviour  for  the  time  to 
come.  I  dare  not  approach  you  until  I  have  De* 
monlirations  of  your-Forgivenefs  under  your  own 
Handy  when  upm  your  PermifF^on  I  vjill  pay  ryiy 
Duty  to  you  with  the  greatefl  Expeditiony  if  the 
Joy  of  the  News  will  give  me  leave  to  live  fo 
long.-  Oi^  Journey  has  been  very  expenfivey  I 
need  fay.  no  more  to  a  Father  I  always  f)und  fo 
indulgent.  If  lamfo  happy  tofucceed  in  the  on- 
ly thing  I  covety  the  being  7'e-eflabli/h^d  in  your 
Favour,  I  jhall  endeavour  for  tlK  future  by  my 
Deportment  y  and  all  my  A'clionSy  to  jhew  my  f elf

and  Dutiful  Son, 

ThisLettef  was  fent  by  the  firfi:  Poft, 
and  my  Coufin  in  the  mean  time  gave  us 
what  diverfion  the  Place  afforded,  till  we 
could  receive  an  Anfv^^er.  Upon  this  our 
Happinefs  depended,  and  made  the  Impati- 
ence the  more  infupportable.  This  Pain  did 
not  long  torment  us  ;  for,  in  lefs  than  eight 
G  2  Days, 
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Days,  my  Spoiife  recei/d  an  /Infwer.  Fears 
and  Hope  causM  fiich  ;t  Trembling  ^nd 
Feeblenefs  in  his  Hands,  that  he  could 
fcaicely  open  the  Letter.  I  obfeiv'd  his 
Countenance  with  gi  eat  Attention  -,  I  found 
upon  Wis  reading,  his  Afpcd  began  to.  clear, 
his  Ej  es  to  fparldc;  and  a  pleafing  Joy  en- 
creafing  in  his  Face,  my  Heart  kept  time 
with  him  exadly,  and  it  i.ugur'd'to  me  our 
good  SucccR  He  (hewed  me  the  Letter, 
which  gave  me  an  intire  Satisfadion  :  He 
forgave  us  both,  and  afl'ur'd  my  Spoufe  of 
a  pcrfed  forgetfuhiefs  of  ?\\  that  was.  paft, 
thank'd  our  Coufin  for  this  k;nd  Entertain- 
ment, and  drew  a  Bill  of  a  hundred  Guineas 
to  bear  our  Charges  up  to  Town,  which  he 
defir'd  might  be  as  foon  iss  poiTible;  for  he 
long'd  to  fee  a  Son  afrer  whi  m  he  griev'd, 
and  who  according  to  his  Thoughts  had 
been  long  out  of  this  World. 

We  fecured  Places  m  the  Stage-coach  for 
the  next  Journey  they  went  to  London ;  and 
after  we  had  taken  our  Leaves,  and  return'd 
thanks  to  our  Coufin  for  all  the  Civilities  we 
had  received,  early  in  the  Morning  we  were 
ready,  when  the  Coach  came  at  the  hour 
appointed.  They  both  of  ^em  griev'd  to  part 
with  us,  and  I  was  fo  obliged  to,  and  had 
contraded  fuch  aFriendniipfor,my  flie  Cou- 
fin, that  I  could  not  reftrain  my  Tears  when 
we  feparated.  Th'-ee  uneafy  Days  brought 
\\s  to  our  Journey's  End,  and  I  had  now  the 
Pleafure  of  feeing  dear  London  again.    There 

was 
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was  a  Coach  ready  to  receive  us  at  the  Inn, 
where  the  Stage-coach  fet  up,    with  Orders 
to  carry  us  to  my  Husband's  Father's  Houfe, 
I  could  not  forbear  in  our  way  refleding  up- 
on my  prefent  happy  Condition,  and  all  the 
various  Changes  of  Providence;  how  I  firft 
iQ^t  my  Parents,  and  intended  to  fly  into 
the  Arms  of  my  dear  Charles,  how  fatally  I 
was  difappointed,    and  fell  into  the  Snare 
laid  for  me  by  an  old  decrepid  Lover  whom 
I  hated ;  that  to  efcape  from  that  Confine- 
ment I  rather  chofe  to  fubmit   to  one  of 
more   equal  Years j  how  I  was  afterward??, 
taken  and  fore 'd  into  Slavery,  where  I  could 
exped  no  other  but  to  end  my  Days:   and 
that  this  very  Accident  which  appeared  the  - 
moft  terrible  that  could  happen  to  me,  was 
the  greatefl  Piece  of  Good-fortune,  fince  by 
my  good  Stars  I  there  met  my  dear  Charles^ 
with  whom  I  am  fafely  arriv'd  beyond  expec- 
tation to  my  own  Country,  kindly  received  . 
by  his  Relations,  and  all  our  Fatigues  and 
Troubles  likely  to  end  in  a  continued  Hap^  - 
pinefs  and  Contentment  to  us  both,*  and  a  . 
pleafing  Satisfaction  to  our  Relations. 

By  this  time  the  Coach  had  brought  us  to  - 
the  Gate,  the  youngeft  of  his  Sifters  was  ex-  - 
peding  us,  ready  there  to  receive  us.  She  was  * 
fo  tranfported  with  Joy  at  the  fight  of  her  - 
Brother,  that  IKe  threw  her  Arms  about  his-  . 
Neck,  and  v/as  ready  to  ftiBe  him  with  . 
Kiffes  and  Embraces.  The  Father  and  the,  • 
Mother  alarm'd  with  this  Joy,  came  with  all 
hade  to  the  Door.  My  Husband  at  their 
G   3  firft 
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firft  Appearance  fell  on  his  Knees  before 
them,  beg'd  their  Bleffing,  and  Forgivenefs 
for  all  the  Faults  and  Omiffions  paft.  The 
old  Father  rais'd  him  from  the  Ground,  hug'd 
him  to  his  Bread,  and  kifs'd  him  with  all  En- 
dearment, his  aged  Eyes  trickling  down 
Teais  of  Joy.  The  Mother's  Content  was 
not  lefs,  but  her  Surprize  was  fo  great  that 
fhe  had  not  words  to  exprefs  her  felf.  I  was 
not  yet  out  of  the  memory  of  his  two  Sifters, 
iTiy  former  Play- fellows;  they  came  and  fa- 
luted  me,  and  were  very  glad  to  fee  me.  The 
old  Couple  gave  me  a  hearty  Welcome,  and  the 
Joy  appear^'d  fo  univerfal,  that  finding  my 
felf  fowell  receivM  by  his  Family,  and  with 
fo  much  Civility,  Kindnefs  and  Refped,  I 
was  not  able  to  bear  the  Satisfadion,  but 
fell  into  a  Sv^oon  with  excefs  of  Jc",  in 
which  1  might  have  dy'd  had  not  they  taken 
all  ciue  to  recover  me.  I  came  quickly  to 
my  felfj  when  the  Supper  w^as  fet  upon  the 
Table.  When  that  was  ended,  they  cblsj^'d 
me  to  give  an  account  of  my  feveral  Adven- 
tures. I  gave  ^em  fo  lively  a  defcripticn  of 
the  Misfortunes  that  I  had  fnffer'd,  that  no 
one  was  fo  hard-  hearted  to  refrain  from  pay- 
ing the  Tribute  of  their  Tears.  I  was  now 
longing  to  hear  what  had  happened  to  my 
Parents,  who  were  fo  kind  to  provide  a 
rich  Fortune  for  me  when  I  was  fo  unduti- 
ful  to  Jerve  'em,  but,  to  m.y  Grief,  my 
Spei.fe's  F<cther  acquainted  me  that  my  Mo- 
ther beljog  not  able  to  live  without  me,  died 

with 
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with  Grief  for  my  Lofs  two  months  after  I 
went  away  j  that  my  Father  was  difcontent- 
ed  and  melancholy,  and  being  waded  and 
decay^'d  with  Grief  upon  the  fame  occafion, 
died  within  the  fpace  of  two  Years  :  That 
the  Eilate  was  left  to  my  Uncle,  a  Brother 
of  his,  upon  this  condition  neverthelefsj 
that  in  cafe  I  fhould  ever  return  home,  he 
jfiiould  be  oblig'd  to  give  me  three  parts  in 
four  of  the  whole.  My  prefent  Joy  was  a 
little  eclips'd  by  the  Lofs  of  my  Father  and 
Mother,  and  I  could  not  forgive  my  felf 
when  I  thought  I  was  accelTary  to  their 
Deaths.  The  whole  Family  us'd  all  the 
means  pofTible  to  comfort  me;  they  told  me 
that  there  was  a  time  allotted  by  Provi- 
dence when  every  one  fhould  diQy  that  the 
Decree  was  not  to  be  prevented  by  human 
Means,  that  it  was  in  vain  to  grieve  for 
what  there  could  be  no  Remedy ;  and  what  ^ 
reaf  n  had  we  to  lament  their  quitting  this 
World  below,  when  they  were  gone  to  enjoy 
one  much  more  tranfcendiiig  in  Happinefs 
above  ? 

Thefe  fort  of  Confolations,  which  were 
adminifter'd  to  me  every  Day,  began  to  take 
place,  and  in  fotre  degree  diminiHi  my 
G'  ief.  1  then  thoiipht  it  convenient  to  claim 
the  Fortime  that  belonj^'d  to  me..  I  was  ap- 
prehend ve  of  fome  Difficulties,  being  well 
acquainced  with  my  Uncle^s  covetous  Incli- 
nation ,  I  therefore  confulted  with  my  Huf- 
band,  and  his  Father  about  it,  who  were  of , 

opinion 
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opinion  that  I  fhould  in  the  iirft  place  make 
him  a  civil  Vifit  to  try  if  I  could  perfuade 
him  in  a  friendly  manner  to  do  me  Jullice^ 
and  that  if  he  refus'd,   I  fhould  ufe  other 
Methods  to  compel  him  to  it.    In  compliance 
•with  this  Advice,  I  went  to  my  Uncle,  who 
had  already  heard  of  my  Arrival,  but  would 
not  by  any  means  own  me  as  a  Relation. 
I  gave  him  many  undeniable  Signs  and  De- 
monflrations,  told  him  many  particular  Ac- 
tions, and  Events  in  the  Family  which  no 
other  Perfon  could  know,  but  it  was  all  to 
little  purpofe  :  for  he  florm'd  and  fwore  that 
he  knew  me  not  ,*  that  it  was  all  a  Trick  and 
Cheat  contrived  to  rob  him  of  what  he  had  ; 
that  I  was  a  falfe  Impoftor,  for  he  had  fuiE- 
cient    Teftimony  to    prove,    that  Lucinda^ 
whofe  Name  and  Perfon  I  affumed,  dy'd  in 
France  above    five  Years  fince.     I   reply'd 
with  as   much  Modefty  as  I  was  capable 
of  ufing  on  this   occafion,    to.  all   he  faid, 
endeavouring  to  bring  him  to  Confideration  ,* 
but  he  fliil  grew  the  more  out  of  temper, 
and  was  at  lad:  fo  outrageous  to  bid  me  go 
out  of  the  Houfe,  and  to  threaten  me  if  e- 
ver  I  came  there  again  to  fend  me  to  the 
Houfe  of  Corredion. 

Af  er  this  Mortification,  I  return^  to, 
my  Sprmfe,  and  gave  him  an  account  how 
my  Uncle  receiv'd  me.  Ke  promis'd  me  to 
go  to  him  with  his  Father  the  next  Day: 
They  were  as  good  as  their  Promife,  but 
their  Reiiions  were  n^^t  of  more  force;  my 

Uncle 
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Uncle  ft  ill  perfilled  and  fwore  that  he  knew 
me  not,  and  that  I  had  not  the  leafl  refem- 
blance  to  his  'Niece  Luc inda.  He  thought 
by  this  means  to  keep  podellion  of  what  be- 
long'd  to  me.  Finding  there  was  no  hopes 
of  obtaining  our  Right  in  this  peaceable 
Application,  we  w^ere  obligM  to  have  re- 
courfe  to  publick  Jiiflice;  and  tho  he  gave  us 
all  the  Trouble  and  Delay  that  his  litigious 
Inclinations  could  procure,  he  found  himfelf 
at  lall:  To  hamper'd  and  involv'd  in  this 
Law-Suit,  and  fo  little  Succefs  to  be  ex- 
pelled on  his  fide,  when  I  fhould  produce 
the  Cloud  of  Witnefles,  who  could  do  no 
other v.ife  than  teftify  in  my  Favour  to  prove 
me  beyond  doubt  the  Perfon  I  pretended  to 
be,  that  he  underhand  made  applications  of 
an  amicable  Agreement,  in  cafe  I  would  re- 
lea  fe  fome  part  of  my  Demand.  I  confi-derM 
on  my  dde  that  Law-Suits  were  tedious  and 
vexatious,  and  Right,  tho  very  plain,  yet 
fome  time  very  uncertain  to  be  obtained  i 
that  of  two  Evils  the  lead  was  to  be  chcfen: 
For  which  Reafons,  with  many  more  of  the 
fame  kind,  I  w^as  prevail'd  upon  to  make  him 
an  Abatement,  and  confented  to  accept  of 
the  half  of  what  was  my  due,  in  hopes  that 
this  friendly  Compliance  might  in  time  make 
me,  or  mine,  PoflefTors  of  the  reft  after  the 
Death  of  my  Uncle,  who  had  no  Children 
of  his  own.  He  foon  clos'd  with  my  Agree- 
ment, and  we  were  very  good  Friends  and 
perfeftly  reconcil'd. 

The 
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The  Ceremony  of  my  Marriage  being 
performed  >braadU  was  not  fo  fatisfadory 
to  my  Parents  -,  they  would  therefore  be  bet- 
ter pleasM  to  have  it  celebrated  after  the 
Cuftom  of  this  Country.  Wefoon  gave  our 
Confents  to  all  they  would  pleafe  to  com- 
mand j  Relations  w  ere  invited,  and  every 
thing  prepared  to  folemnize  the  Wedding  a 
fecond  time :  Grief  was  laid  afide,  and 
Mirth  and  Joy  reign'd  without  .Interruption, 
and  I  may  fay,  that  I  have  fcarcely  been  itn* 
fible  of  a  Minute  of  AiHidion  fince  that 
happy  time,  w^hen  this  Marriage  was  reite- 
rated, which  was  in  the  Ypar  — — *- to  both 
our  Satisfa^ions,  as  well  as  the  Joy  ana  De- 
light of  our  Relations.  Vv^hen  this  was  pad, 
we  retjr'd  to  a  Country-Seat,  that  flood 
pleafantly,  and  belong*d  to  the  Family, 
where,  tirM  with  the  Vanity  of  this  VVorlc^ 
"We  refolved  to  live  retired,  and  be  a  mutual 
Happinefs  to  each  other.  Providence  has 
given  a  Blelling  to  our  Defigns,  by  making 
me  the  Mother  of  three  hopeful  Boys.  The. 
eldeft  has  a  Spirit  of  rambling,  .and  is  alrea- 
dy gone  to  feek  his  fortune  in  the  World; 
fo  pow^erful  are  the  latent  Seeds  of  the  Pa- 
rents :  And  if  any  Judgment  may  be  made  ■ 
from  his  Temper,  and  thofe  furprizing  Acci- 
dents that  have  already  happened  to  him, 
he  will  in  time,  I  am  afraid,  furnifli  fome 
Minutes  for  a  Narration  more  furprizing 
than  any  that  have  befallen  his  Relations. 
Yet  Providence,  together  with  the  fad  Ex- 
ample

ample  of  the  Sufferings  of  his  Parents  in  this 
lively  Plan  drawn  by  themfelves,  will  make 
him,  I  hope,  return  to  his  Duty.  And  had 
not  this  Intention,  joined  with  the  importu- 
nate Deiires  of  fome  Ladies,  who  often  oblige 
me  with  their  Vifits,  prevail'd  with  me  to 
publifh  this  in  prevention  of  a  falfe  Account 
that  was  coming  abroad,  as  I  underflood  to 
my  Prejudice,  thefe  Memoirs  would  fcarcely 
have  feen  the  Light,-  being  not  over-defirous 
of  having  that  renew'd  to  the  World,  which 
was  the  produd  of  my  younger  Years,  and 
which  I  wiHi  may  remain  for  ever  in  Obli- 


vion. 
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
